No.  1. 

AN  ACT 

Providing  for  the  election  of  members  of  the  select  council  of  cities  of 
the  fifth  class,  where  said  cities  have  not  been  divided  into  wards. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  any  city  of  the  fifth  Election  of  se- 
class  which  shall  not  have  been  divided  into  wards  may  ^^.^^  council,  pro-

elect,  at  the  first  municipal  election  held  therein,  besides 
other  proper  officers,  four  members  of  and  for  the  select  coun- 
cil, who  shall  have  the  qualifications  as  provided  in  section 
nineteen  of  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  dividing  cities  of  this 
state  into  three  classes,  regulating  the  passage  of  ordinances, 
providing  for  contracts  for  supplies  and  work  for  said  cities, 
authorizing  the  inci^ease  of  indebtedness  and  the  creation  of 
a  sinking  fund  to  redeem  the  same,  defining  and  punishing 
certain  offenses  in  all  of  said  cities,  and  providing  for  the 
incorporation  and  government  of  cities  of  the  third  class," 
approved  May  twenty-third,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  and  who  shall  serve  for  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified,  as 
provided  in  said  act  above  referred  to  and  the  several  sup- 
plements thereto :  Provided,  That  notice  thereof  and  of  the  Notice  to  be 
election  of  all  other  elective  officers  of  such  city  be  given  given, 
by  the  mayor  of  such  city  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not  by  the 
burgess  of  the  borough  from  which  said  city  shall  have  been 
formed,  for  at  least  five  days  prior  to  such  election,  which 
said  notice  shall  be  published  in  all  the  newspapers  of  said 
city,  and  shall  be  posted  in  at  least  six  conspicuous  places 
therein.

AN  ACT 

To  repeal  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  election  of  additional 
supervisors  in  Middle  Paxton  township,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  cfec,  That  the  act,  entitled  "An 
act  authorizing  the  election  of  additional  supervisors  in  Mid- 
dle Paxton  township,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin,"  approved 
the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-five,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

To  ascertain  and  appoint  the  fees  to  be  received  by  the  recorder  of 
deeds  in  and  for  the  counties  in  this  commonwealth  containing  more 
than  tive  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  inhabitants. 

Fees  fixed.  SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  from  and  after  the  pas- 

sage of  this  act,  the  fees  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  for  coun- 
ties in  this  commonwealth  containing  more  than  five  hun- 
dred thousand  (500,000)  inhabitants,  shall  be  as  follows,  to 
wit: 

For  recording  of  all  instruments  of  writing,  for  each  and 
every  five  hundred  (500)  words  or  fractional  part  thereof, 
fifty  cents. 

For  exemplification  of  records,  for  each  and  every  five 
hundred  (500)  words  or  fractional  part  thereof,  seventy-five 
cents. 

For  certificate  and  seal,  fifty  cents. 

For  recording  or  exemplifying  of  commissions  for  notary 
public,  with  bond  and  oath,  five  dollars ;  city  and  county 
officers,  five  dollars ;  magistrates,  five  dollars ;  special  rail- 
road police  officers,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

For  noting  an  instrument  on  margin  of  record — 

Noting  assignments  of  mortgages,  ten  cents. 

Noting  extension  of  mortgages,  ten  cents. 

Noting  release  of  mortgages,  ten  cents. 

Noting  revocation  of  power  of  attorney,  ten  cents. 

Noting  any  other  instrument  required  by  law,  ten  cents. 

Noting  satisfaction  of  mortgages  on  certificate  of  search, 
ten  cents. 

Satisfaction — 

Entering  satisfaction  on  mortgages  of  every  description, 
with  certificate,  fifty  cents. 

Searches — 

Mortgage,  for  first  ten  (10)  years  previous  to  date  of  cer- 
tificate, each  name,  fifty  cents. 

Each  additional  ten  (10)  years  or  fractional  part  thereof, 
each  name,  twenty-five  cents. 
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Each  reference  examined,  five  cents. 

Conveyance  and  assignment  of  mortgage — 

For  each  and  every  ten  (10)  years  or  fractional  part  there- 
of, each  name,  fifty  cents. 

Each  reference  examined,  five  cents. 

Certificate  and  seal,  fif&y  cents. 

Section  2.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  herewith,  Repesii, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed  :  Provided^  Tliat  noth- 
ing contained  herein  shall  be  construed  to  alter  the  existing 
laws  for  the  collection  of  taxes  due  the  commonwealth  for 
the  recording  of  deeds,  mortgages  or  other  instruments  in 
writing.  '

AN  ACT. 

Creating  a  lien  upon  real  estate  for  all  taxes  and  assessments  for  local 
improvements,  levied  and  made  upon  the  same  by  cities  of  the  fourth 
class. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c..  That  all  the  taxes  assessed  Taxes  and  assess-

and  levied,  and  all  assessments  made  tor  local  improvements, 
by  any  of  the  cities  of  the  fourth  class  of  this  common- 
wealth, upon  real  estate,  in  pursuance  to  the  laws  and  ordi- 
nances of  said  cities,  shall  be  a  lien  on  such  real  estate  from 
the  lime  of  levying  such  tax  and  making  such  assessment 
for  local  improvements,  for  the  space  of  five  years  ;  and  the  To  have  priority. 
lien  hereby  created  shall  have  priority  to  and  shall  be  fully 
paid  and  satisfied  before  any  recognizance,  mortgage,  judg- 
ment, debt,  obligation  or  responsibility  which  the  said  real 
estate  may  become  charged  with  or  liable  to,  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act:  nor  shall  the  defendant  or  defendants  or  „    ,  .

local  improvements  shall  be  a  lien  as  aforesaid,  unless  a  mu- 
nicipal lien  be  filed  therefor  in  pursuance  to  the  laws  and 
ordinances  of  the  cities  aforesaid,  and  not  until  such  lien 
has  been  filed :   And  provided  further^  That  no  taxes  as- 
sessed shall  remain  a  lien  on  any  real  estate  longer  than  the 
last  day  of  the  year  during  which  the  same  was  assessed, 
unless  the  said  taxes  assessed  be  duly  returned  by  the  re- 
ceiver or  collector  of  taxes  and  entered  in  the  books  of  the 
commissioners  of  the  county,  and  a  transcript  of  the  said 
taxes,  stating  what  taxes  and  the  land  bound  thereby,  be 
duly  entered  in  the  prothonotary's  oflfice,  and  indexed  as  a 
lien   on   said    land   in   the  judgment  index  of  the  county 
wherein  such  lands  are  situated  ;  and  no  judicial  sale  on  the  Not  tobe  divest- 
taxes  so  assessed  and  returned,  or  by  virtue  of  any  writ  of  saie.^'^'^''^'''^^

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venditioni  exponas^  shall  have  the  effect  of  divesting  the  lien 
of  a  first  mortgage  upon  the  property  upon  which  such  taxes 
shall  have  been  assessed,  when  the  said  mortgage  shall  be  a 
lien  prior  to  all  other  liens,  except  other  mortgages,  judg- 
ments or  recognizances  of  record,  but  such  taxes  shall  re- 
main a  lien  a  lien  and  be  kept  revived  against  said  real  estate 
until  the  same  shall  have  been  sold  by  virtue  of  proceedings 
on  said  mortgages,  judgments  and  recognizances,  when  said 
taxes  shall  be  first  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  after 
deducting  costs. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  pro- 
thonotary  of  every  county  embracing  such  city,  a  docket 
designated  as  the  tax  lien  docket,  in  which  shall  be  entered, 
at  or  before  the  last  day  of  each  year  during  which  the  tax 
has  been  assessed,  a  transcript  of  the  several  taxes,  with  a 
description  of  the  land  on  which  they  are  charged  and  the 
name  of  the  person  owning  the  same  and  as  whose  real  estate 
said  lands  were  assessed,  which  taxes  shall  be  duly  indexed 
as  a  lien  thereon,  the  costs  thereof  to  be  charged  against  the 
said  owner  and  not  to  exceed  in  any  case  one  dollar.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  division  of  counties  of 
this  commonwealth  and  tlie  erection  of  new  counties  therefrom." 

Section  L  Be  it  enacted^  <&c.,  That  whenever,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  a  new 
county  has  been  or  shall  herereafter  be  erected,  the  territory 
of  which  contained  forty  thousand  inhabitants  or  upwards, 
according  to  the  returns  of  the  last  preceding  decennial 
census,  the  said  county  shall  be  declared  in  a  proclamation 
to  be  issued  by  the  governor  a  separate  judicial  district,  and 
be  numbered  the  next  number  above  the  highest  numbered 
district  in  the  state.  The  president  judge  of  the  old  county 
shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  issue  of  such  proclamation 
by  the  governor,  elect  by  writing  filed  with  the  secretary  of 
the  commonwealth  to  which  district  he  shall  be  assigned  and 
reside,  and  the  additional  law  judge  or  judges,  if  more  than 
one,  shall  be  assigned  to  and  reside  in  the  other  district.  If 
one  additional  law  judge  shall  be  thus  assigned,  he  shall  be 
commissioned  president  judge  of  his  district  for  his  unex- 
pired term  ;  if  more  than  one,  then  the  oldest  in  commission 
shall  be  commissioned  president  judge  and  the  other  as  ad- 
ditional law  judge  as  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  The  governor  shall  assign  the  judges  as  afore- 
said, within  twenty  days  after  the  election  of  the  president 
judge  shall  have  been  filed,  and  they  shall  take  up  their 
permanent  residences  in  their  respective  districts  within 
twenty  days  after  having  been  thus  assigned  or  else  a  vacancy 
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is  hereby  declared  to  exist  therein  which  may  be  filled  ac- 
cording to  law.

To  repeal  a  supplement  to  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Coatesville,  Mor- 
tonville  and  Doe  Run  Plank  Road  Company,  and  relative  to  the  re- 
pair of  public  roads  in  Birmingham  township,  Delaware  county,  and 
relative  to  the  Darby  and  Upper  Darby  Plank  Road  Company, 
approved  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fifty-three,  and  extending  the  provisions  of 
certain  sections  thereof  to  Bart  township,  Lancaster  county,  ap- 
proved March  seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  Sc,  That  an  act,  entitled  "A  Act  repealed. 
supplement  to  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Coatesville,  Morton- 
ville  and  Doe  Run  Plank  Road  Company,  and  relative  to  the 
repair  of  public  roads  in  Birmingham  township,  Delaware 
county,  and  relative  to  the  Darby  and  Upper  Darby  Plank 
Road  Company,  approved  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  March, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three, 
extending  the  provisions  of  certain  sections  thereof  to  Bart 
township,  Lancaster  county,"  approved  March  seventh,  one 
'thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed,  and  hereafter  the  said  township  of  Bart 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  general  road  laws  in  force  in  said 
county  as  if  no  special  acts  had  been  passed  therefor.

To  provide  for  changing  the  location  of  the  principal  office  of  certain 

corporations. 

Section  1.  Be   it  enacted,  £c.,  That  whenever,  by  any  stockholders 
general  or  special  law  of  this  commonwealth,  it  has  been  desirini?  change 
provided  that  the  principal  office  of  any  corporation  shall  be  ffcel*may  aie^ce'^r 
kept  or  maintained  in  any  particular  place,  it  shall  be  lawful  tiflcate. 
for  the  holders  of  one-fourth  of  the  stock  of  such  corpora- 
tion to  file  in  the  office  thereof,  among  the  records  of  said 
corporation,  a  declaration  and  certificate  that  a  change  in 
the  location  of  said  principal  office  is  in  their  opinion  neces- 
sary for  the  interest  of  said  corporation,  and  thereupon  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  com-  to'be'giVe'n!' 
pany  to  give  notice  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  the 
county  wherein  the  principal  office  of  the  company  is  located 
during  two  weeks,  that  an  election  will  be  held  not  more

Section  2.  At  such  election  each  stockholder  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  vote  for  ever}'  share  of  stock  held  by  him  or 
her ;  the  voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  each  ballot  containing  the 
name  of  the  shareholder  and  number  of  shares  of  his  stock, 
and  the  location  voted  for  by  him  or  her ;  and  if  upon  count- 
ing the  vote  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  the  shares  of 
stock  have  been  voted  in  favor  of  any  new  location,  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  result,  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  signed 
by  the  president  and  secretary,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  and  the  princijDal  office 
of  the  company  shall  be  removed  to  said  location  as  soon  as 
practicable  thereafter :  Provided^  That  this  act  shall  not  au- 
thorize any  corporation  to  remove  its  office  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  county  where  the  principal  office  of  said  company  is 
located  at  the  time  of  holding  the  election  for  the  purpose  of 
changing  said  location.

AN  ACT 

To  repeal  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  giving  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
of  Luzerne  county  power  to  ajipoint  certain  officers  in  said  county," 
approved  the  twenty-third  day  of  December,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  Sc,  That  the  act,  entitled  "An 
act  giving  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  Luzerne  county 
power  to  appoint  certain  officers  in  said  county,"  approved 
the  twenty-third  day  of  December,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  seventy -three,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed :  Provided,  That  all  officers  appointed  pre- 
vious to  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  retain  their  office  for  the 
full  term  for  which  they  were  appointed.

AN  ACT 

Supplementary  to  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  equalize  the  taxation  of 
corporations  and  companies,"  approved  the  twentieth  day  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c.,  That  for  the  fiscal  j-ear  end- 
ing thirtieth  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  seventy- 
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nine,  and  thirtieth  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty,  one-half  of  all  the  taxes  imposed  by  the  third 
section  of  an  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  the  rev- 
enues derived  therefrom,  shall  be  assigned  to  the  general 
fund  of  this  commonwealth.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  incorporation,  and  for  the  government  and  regula- 
tion of  street  railway  companies  now  incorporated  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  incorporated,  in  cities  of  the  second  and  third  class,  in 
this  commonwealth. 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted^  &c.,  That  in  cities  of  the  second  street  railway 
and  third  class,  any  number  of  persons  not  less  than  five  (5)  be^ncorporated 
may  form  a  company  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  main- 
taining and  operating  a  street  railway  for  public  use  in  the 
conveyance  of  passengers,  and  for  that  purpose  may  make 
and  sign  articles  of  association,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the 
name  of  the  company,  the  number  of  years  the  same  is  to 
continue,  the  termini,  the  route,  the  length  of  such  road  as 
near  as  may  be,  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  com- 
pany which  shall  not  be  less  than  three  thousand  dollars 
($3,000)  for  every  mile  of  road  proposed  to  be  constructed, 
and  the  number  of  shares  of  which  said  capital  stock  is  to 
consist,  and  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  a  president 
and  not  less  than  four  (4)  nor  more  than  twelve  (12)  directors  Articles  of  asso- 
of  the  company  who  shall  manage  its  affairs  until  the  first  ciatioD. 
annual  meeting  thereafter  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their 
places  ;  each  subscriber  to  such  articles  of  association  shall 
subscribe  thereto  his  name,  place  of  residence,  and  the  num- 
ber of  shares  of  stock  he  agrees  to  take   in  said  company ; 
on  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of 
this  act,  such  articles  of  association  shall  be  acknowledged 
by  at  least  three  (3)  of  the  directors  before  some  officer  com- 
petent to  take  acknowledgments  of  deeds  in  the  county  where 
the  office  of  the  company  is  designed  to  be  located,  and  may 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth, 
who  shall  endorse  thereon  the  day  on  which  they  were  filed, 
and  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  provided  liy  him  for  that 
purpose,  whereupon  the  governor  shall  issue  his  letters  patent  Letters  patent, 
creating  the  persons  who  have  so  subscribed  such  articles  of 
association  and  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders 
in  such  company  a  corporation  by  the  name  specified  therein, 
and  shall  possess  the  power  and  privileges  following,  namely : 

I.  To  have  succession  by  its  corporate  name  for  the  period  Corporate  pow- 
limited  in  its  articles  of  association.  ®''^' 

II.  To  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend  in  any  court 
of  law  or  equity. 
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III.  To  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure. 

IV.  To  hold,  purchase  and  convey,  subject  to  existing 
laws,  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  the  purposes  of  the 
corporation  shall  require,  not  exceeding  the  amount  limited 
in  the  articles  of  association. 

Y.  To  appoint  such  officers  and  agents  as  the  business  of 
the  corporation  shall  require,  and  to  allow  them  a  suitable 
compensation. 

YI.  To  make  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  any  existing 
laws,  for  the  management  of  its  property  and  regulation  of 
its  affairs,  and  for  the  transfer  of  its  stock. 
When  articles  SECTION  2.  Such  articles  of  association  shall  not  be  filed 

may  be  recorded,  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  common- 
wealth, until  at  least  two  thousand  ($2,000)  dollars  of  stock 
for  every  mile  of  railroad  proposed  to  be  made  or  subscribed 
thereto  and  ten  per  centum  paid  thereon  in  good  faith  and 
in  cash  to  the  directors  named  in  said  articles  of  association, 
nor  until  there  is  endorsed  thereon  or  annexed  thereto  an 
affidavit  made  by  at  least  three  of  the  directors  named  in 
said  articles  that  the  amount  of  stock  required  by  this  sec- 
tion has  been  in  good  faith  subscribed  and  ten  per  centum 
paid  in  cash  thereon  as  aforesaid,  and  that  it  is  intended  in 
good  faith  to  construct,  and  to  maintain  and  operate  the  road 
mentioned  in  such  articles  of  association,  which  affidavit 
shall  be  recorded  with  the  articles  of  association  as  afore- 
said. 

Section  3.  "When  such  articles  of  association  are  filed  and 
stock'^  norprevi-  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth, 
ousiy  taken.         ^]^q  directors  named  therein  shall,  in  case  the  whole  of  the 
capital  stock  is  not  before  subscribed,  keep  an  open  book  for 
subscriptions  at  their  office,  giving  such  notice  as  they  may 
deem  expedient,  and  shall  continue  to  receive  subscriptions 
until  the  amount  of  capital  stock  required  shall  be  subscribed : 
Provided,  That  no  subscription  shall  be  valid,  unless  at  the 
time  of  subscribing  such  subscriber  shall  pay  to  the  directors 
ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  such  subscription  in  cash. 
Authority  to  con-       SECTION  4.  Any  Company  now  incorporated  or  which  may

Preminmsfor  SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted^  (&c.,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for 

Fo'ans '^may  be  re-  ^^J  Kiutual  Savings  fund,  or  building  and  loan  association, 
ceived  in  install-  now  incorporated  or  hereafter  to  be  incorporated,  in  addition 
to  dues  and  interest,  to  charge  and  receive  the  premium  or 
bonus  bid  by  a  stockholder  for  preference  or  priority  of 
right  to  a  loan  in  periodical  installments  ;  and  such  premium 
or  bonus  so  paid  in  installments  shall  not  be  deemed  usur- 
ious, but  shall  be  taken  to  be  a  payment  as  it  falls  due  in 
contradistinction  to  a  premium  charged  and  paid  in  advance  ;

loan  made  to  such  married  woman,  including  the  dues,  in- 
terest, premium  and  fines,  as  loans  made  by  such  associations 
to  other  members  are  now  by  law  collected,  and  such  stock 
or  interest  in  such  stock,  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  debts  of 
any  husband  of  such  married  woman. 

Section  8.  The  bonus  or  tax  due  to  the  commonwealth 
upon  the  capital  stock  of  corporations,  as  provided  for  by 
act  of  first  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight,  or  by  any  other  act,  shall  not  appl}^  to  or  be  due  from

cated seal  of  said  association,  which  certificate  shall  also 
prescribe  their  mode  or  plan  of  charging  premiums,  bonus 
or  advance  interest,  as  set  forth  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act ;  and  upon  such  acceptance  and  approval  thereof  by  the 
governor,  he  shall  issue  letters  patent  to  said  corporation  re- 
citing the  same. 

Section  10.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  the  act  are  hereby  repealed.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  city  engineers 
or  survej^ors,  to  cause  search  to  be  made  for  any  convey- 
ances or  devises  or  descents  of  houses  or  lands,  which  have 
taken  place  without  being  reported  to  them,  and  have  a  right 
to  demand  the  same,  and  stamp  as  proof  of  registry,  in  order 
to  perfect  said  books  of  plans ;  and  every  person  found  de- 
linquent for  a  period  of  three  months  after  acquiring  title, 
shall  be  liable  to  such  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  as 
may  by  ordinance  be  imposed,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name 
and  for  the  use  of  said  cities  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by 
law  now  collected. 

Section  1.  None  of  the  provisions  of  this  supplement  shall 
be  binding  upon  any  of  said  cities  of  the  third  class,  until  an 
ordinance  accepting  the  same  has  been  duly  passed  by  the 
councils  thereof.

To  provide  for  the  more  efficient  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  in  the 
cities  of  the  farst  class,  and  for  the  preservation  of  the  lien  of  the 
same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  rCc,  That  the  collector  of  de- 
linquent taxes,  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  shall  proceed  at 
once  upon  all  delinquent  taxes,  rates  and  levies,  which  may 
now  or  shall  hereafter  be  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection, 
to  collect  the  same  either  out  of  the  personal  property  on 
the  premises,  or  the  personal  or  real  estate  of  the  delinquent 
owner  wherever  the  same  may  be  found,  whether  in  his  own 
possession  or  in  that  of  any  trustee  or  other  person  for  him, 
or  in  the  possession  of  his  executors,  administrators  or  legal 
representatives. 

Section  2.  The  collector  of  delinquent  taxes  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  upon  and  sell  any  goods, 
chattels  or  personal  pi'operty,  found  on  any  premises  on  which 
the  taxes  are  delinquent,  or  upon  the  goods,  chattels  or  per- 
sonal property  of  the  owner  of  said  premises,  wherever  the 
same  may  be  found,  whether  in  his  own  possession  or  in  that 
of  any  trustee  or  other  person  for  him,  or  in  the  possession 
of  his  executors,  administrators  or  legal  representatives  : 
Provided^  That  there  shall  have  been  served  on  such  owner 
or  tenant,  or  other  person  in  whose  hands  or  possession  such

The  amount 
collected  by  said  collector  shall  be  a  lawful  deduction  from 
the  rent  due  or  may  thereafter  become  due ;  and  in  the  event 
of  the  refusal  of  any  landlord  to  allow  of  said  deduction  to 
said  tenant  on  account  of  rent,  and  shall  refuse  to  accept  the 
receipt  of  said  collector  in  lieu  thereof,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  city  solicitor  to  defend  the  said  tenant  in  any 
action  brought  by  the  said  landlord  or  his  agent  for  the  re- 
covery of  said  rent  from  said  tenant,  the  costs  and  expenses 
thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  collector  of  delinquent  taxes  :

To  authorize  and  require  tlae  proper  officials  of  the  commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  to  give  to  the  county  of  Cameron  an  exoneration  order 
for  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  eiglity-six  dollars  and  eighty-nine 
cents,  found  by  them  to  have  been  illegally  and  improperly  charged 
to  said  county  as  part  of  the  state  taxes  for  the  years  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy -live  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c.^  That  the  auditor  general  of 
the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  be  and  he  hereby  is 
authorized  and  required  to  at  once  credit  the  county  of  Cam- 
eron, upon  its  account  with  the  commonwealth  for  the  state 
taxes  of  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-four,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sevent3^-five 
and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six,  the  sum  of 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  or  has  been  found,  upon  ex- 
amination by  the  present  or  late  board  of  revision,  (governor,

armed,  or  shall  do  or  threaten  to  do  any  injury  not  amounting 
to  a  felony  to  any  person,  or  to  the  real  or  personal  estate  of 
another,  shall  upon  conviction  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  shall  be  sentenced  to  undergo  an  imprisonment 
by  separate  or  solitary  confinement  at  labor  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  j'^ears. 

Section  3.  An^^  act  of  beggary  or  vagrancy  by  any  person 
described  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  pr7?7ja  facie 
evidence  that  the  person  committing  the  same  is  a  tramp 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  subject  to  the  proviso  con- 
tained in  section  one  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  Any  person  upon  view  of  any  offense  described 
in  this  act,  may  apprehend  the  offender  and  take  him  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
after  hearing  the  evidence  to  discharge  or  to  commit  the  pris- 
oner for  trial,  as  in  the  case  of  other  misdemeanors. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  female  or  minor 
under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  nor  to  any  blind,  deaf  or 
dumb  person,  nor  shall  it  be  applicable  to  any  maimed  or 
crippled  person  who  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.

ture thereof  may  in  his  judgment  render  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient;  to  order  that  any  premises,  farm  or  farms  where 
such  disease  exists  or  has  existed  be  put  in  quarantine,  so 
that  no  domestic  animal  be  removed  from  said  places  so

To  provide  for  the  erection  of  new  townships  out  of  old  ones,  when 
part  or  all  of  the  townships  to  compose  such  new  townships  shall 
have  been  divided  by  the  erection  of  a  new  county,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  of  seventeenth  day  of  Ajiril,  Anno  Domini  one 
thausand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  entitled  "An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  division  of  counties  of  this  conamonwealth  and  the 
erection  of  new  counties  therefrom." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c.^  That  whenever,  by  the  di- 
vision of  any  count}-  of  this  commonwealth  and  the  erection 
of  a  new  county  therefrom,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  assembly,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  division  of 
counties  of  this  commonwealth  and  the  erection  of  new 
counties  therefrom,"  approved  the  seventeenth  day  of  April,

use  thereof  for  any  such  purpose,  except  as  permitted  by 
such  license,  and  without  such  license  having  been  previously

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  female  to  attend 
among  or  wait  upon  the  audience  or  spectators  at  any  of  the 
exhibitions,  performances  or  entertainments  mentioned  here- 
inbefore, or  at  any  other  place  of  public  amusement  in  any 
city  of  the  first  class,  to  procure,  offer,  furnish  or  distribute 
any  description  of  commodities  or  refreshments  whatsoever ; 
nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  manager  or  proprietor  of  any 
such  exhibition,  performance,  entertainment  or  place  of  pub- 
lic amusement  to  employ  or  permit  the  emplo^^ment  of  any 
female  to  attend  among  or  wait  upon  the  audience  or  specta- 
tors thereat,  to  procure,  oflJ'er  or  distribute  any  description 
of  commodities  or  refreshments  whatsoever  ;  and  any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  sen- 
tenced to  pa}^  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  or 
undergo  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both 
or  either,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

''  No  owner  or  agent  of  or  at  any  coal  mine  or  colliery  op- 
erated by  shaft  or  slope,  shall  place  in  charge  of  any  engine 
whereby  the  men  are  lowered  into  or  hoisted  out  of  the  mine 
any  but  experienced,  competent,  sober  engineers  ;  and  every 
engineer  so  placed  in  charge  of  an  engine,  shall  constantly 
attend  to  the  engine  of  which  he  has  charge,  and  shall  not 
allow  any  person,  excei)t  such  as  may  be  deputed  by  the  op- 
erator or  agent,  to  touch  or  meddle  with  it  or  any  part  of  its 
machinery  ;  he  shall  work  his  engine  slowly  and  with  great 
care  when  any  person  is  ascending  or  descending  the  shaft

To  create  poor  districts,  and  to  authorize  purchase  of  lands  and  erec- 
tion of  buildings  to  furnish  relief  and  give  emplojanent  to  the  desti- 
tute, poor  and  paupers  in  this  commonwealth. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  for  the  purpose  of  fur- 
nishing relief  to  the  poor,  tiestitute  and  paupers,  giving  them 
employment,  and  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
each  county  of  this  commonwealth  is  hereby  created  a  dis- 
trict, to  be  known  as  "  .    .    .    .  county  poor  district." 

Section  2.  That  the  commissioners  of  each  county,  are 
authorized  and  empowered  to  select  and  purchase  real  estate 
within  said  district,  erect  thereon  buildings,  provide  tools,

at  any  time  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  on  petition  and 
recommendation  of  two-thirds  of  overseers  of  poor  then  in 
office  within  such  district,  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
such  county  shall  submit  the  question  of  such  purchase  to 
the  votes  of  the  qualified  electors  of  such  district ;  sucli 
election  shall  be  held  according  to  the  direction  of  said 
court,  at  either  the  election  for  township  officers,  in  February, 
general  election  in  November,  or  at  a  special  election  ordered 
by  the  court  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  be  held  and  conducted

The  election  officers  shall  at  such  election  re- 
ceive ballots  from  qualified  electors,  written  or  printed  as 
follows  :  On  the  outside  "  poor  house,"  on  the  inside  either 
"  for  poor  house  "  or  ''  against  poor  house  ;"  at  the  close  of  Returns, 
the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  duplicate  certified 
returns  of  the  result  thereof  be  made  and  sealed,  one  copy 
of  which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  commissioners  of  such 
county,  to  be  opened  by  them,  and  the  other  with  the  clerk 
of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county ;  at  the  first 
meeting  and  session  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  there-

Section  5.  At  any  time  after  a  vote  in  favor  of  a  poor  Authority  to  bor- 
house,  the  county  commissioners  are  authorized  to  borrow  row  money  and 
money  and  issue  bonds  therefor,  and  negotiate  the  same  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  money  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act ;  such  bonds  shall  not  be  of  a  denomina-

The  county  commissioners  shall  elect  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January  in  each  3'ear  the  following  officers 
to  serve  for  one  3'ear,  and  fix  their  compensation,  that  is  one 
person  to  serve  in  each  of  the  following  positions,  namely  : 
One  as  superintendent  of  poor  house  and  grounds,  one  as 
physician  and  surgeon.  They  shall  also  elect  and  fix  com- 
pensation of  all  other  necessary  employes  and  assistants,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  said  commissioners  at 
any  time. 

Section  8.  The  treasurer  of  such  county  shall  be  ex-officio 
treasurer  of  said  poor  district ;  he  shall  receive  all  moneys 
belonging  to  the  district,  and  pay  out  the  same  on  warrants 
drawn  by  the  commissioners,  who  shall  fix  his  compensation 
for  such  service.  The  accounts  of  the  treasurer  with  the  said 
district,  shall  be  audited  by  the  auditors  of  said  county  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  relating  to  accounts  of  county 
treasurer. 

Section  9.  As  soon  as  the  buildings  are  completed  and  the 
said  county  commissioners  are  prepared  to  accommodate  the 
poor  of  said  district,  they  shall  give  notice  of  the  same,  by 
personal  notice  upon  each  of  the  overseers  of  poor  of  each 
township  and  borough  within  said  district,  and  also  by  pub- 
lication in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  said  county. 

Section  10.  Immediatel}'  after  notice  that  the  commis- 
sioners are  prepared  to  accommodate  the  poor  of  said  dis- 
trict, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseers  of  poor  of  the  re- 
spective townships  and  boroughs  within  said  district  to  re- 
move all  poor  persons  entitled  to  relief  to  the  said  poor  house, 
aud  deliver  tbem  to  the  custody  of  the  director  or  superin- 
tendent, and  from  and  after  such  time  no  expense  for  help, 
assistance  and  maintenance  of  poor  persons  shall  be  incurred 
by  such  overseers ;  when  by  sickness  or  any  other  sufficient 
cause,  any  poor  person  cannot  be  removed  to  said  poor  house, 
the  overseers  shall  represent  the  case  to  the  nearest  justice 
of  the  peace,  who  being  satisfied  that  said  person  can  not  be 
removed,  shall  certify'  the  same  to  the  commissioners,  with 
an  order  directing  the  commissioners  to  maintain  such  poor 
person  until  he  or  she  can  be  removed,  and  the  charge  and 
extra  expense  of  such  maintenance  shall  be  paid  by  said  com- 
missioners. 

Section  11.  The  said  commissioners  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  receive,  maintain,  provide  for  and  emplo}'  all  paupers, 
poor  and  indigent  persons,  within  tlieir  district,  entitled  to 
relief  and  having  a  settlement  therein.

instruct  him  or  them  that  if  he  or  they  claim  not  to  be  the 
particular  person  or  persons  mentioned  in  said  requisition, 
indictment  or  affidavit  before  a  magistrate  of  said  other  state 
or  territory,  charging  said  person  with  some  crime  and  war- 
rant of  arrest,  he  or  they  may  have  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus,

identification,  and  shall  not  enter  into  the  merits  of  facts  of 
the  charge,  indictment  or  information  accompanying  or 
referred  to  in  the  requisition  ;  and  if  after  due  hearing,  the 
prisoner  or  prisoners  shall  be  found  to  be  the  parties  indicted 
or  informed  against  and  mentioned  in  the  requisition  or  war- 
rant, then  the  court  shall  order  and  direct  the  sheriff  or  other 
officer  as  aforesaid  to  deliver  the  prisoner  or  prisoners  into 
the  custody  of  the  officer  designated  in  the  requisition  as 
the  agent  upon  the  part  of  such  state  to  receive  him  or  them, 
otherwise  to  be  discharged  from  custody  by  the  court,  and 
section  five,  which  reads,  as  follows : 

"Section  5.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  the  sheriff  of  any  county,  or  chief  of  police  of  any 
city,  or  other  person,  to  cause  the  arrest  of  anj-  person  or 
persons,  upon  information  of  the  offense  or  crime  committed 
in  another  state,  and  that  a  warrant  has  there  been  issued 
for  the  arrest  of  the  said  party  or  parties,  or  has  there  been 
indicted  :  Provided,  The  officers  of  any  town,  city  or  county, 
or  authorities  of  such  other  state  or  territory,  shall  procure 
a  requisition  and  have  the  same  presented  to  the  governor 
of  this  commonwealth  within  fifteen  daj'S  after  the  arrest 
shall  have  been  made  ;  and  the  prisoner  or  prisoners,  upon 
being  arrested  or  detained,  shall  be  brought  before  a  court 
or  judge,  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purpose  provided  in  the 
second  section  of  this  act :  Provided,  Such  person  shall  not 
be  committed  or  held  to  bail  for  a  longer  period  than  fifteen 
days  exclusive  of  the  day  of  arrest,  at  the  expiration  of 
which  time,  if  the  sheriff  has  not  received  the  requisition  or 
warrant  from  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth,  then  the 
person  or  persons  so  arrested  and  detained  shall  be  discharged 
from  custody,"  shall  be  so  amended  as  to  read,  as  follows : 

Section  5.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  the  sheriff  of  any  county,  or  chief  of  police  of  any 
city,  or  other  person,  to  cause  the  arrest  of  any  person  or 
persons,  upon  information  of  the  ofi'ense  or  crime  committed 
in  another  state,  and  that  a  warrant  has  there  been  issued 
for  the  arrest  of  the  said  party  or  parties,  or  has  there  been 
indicted :  Provided,  The  officers  of  any  town,  city  or  county, 
or  authorities  of  such  other  state  or  territory,  shall  procure 
a  requisition  and  have  the  same  presented  to  the  governor 
of  this  commonwealth,  within  ninety  days  after  the  arrest 
shall  have  been  made ;  and  the  prisoner  or  prisoners  upon 
being  arrested  or  detained  shall  be  brought  before  a  court

Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  all  hospitals  or 
asylums  now  built  or  hereafter  to  be  built,  and  under  the 
control  of  the  state,  and  in  which  male  and  female  insane 
patients  are  received  for  treatment,  the  trustees  of  said  asy- 
lums or  hospitals  may  appoint  a  skillful  female  physician, 
who  shall  reside  in  said  asylum  or  hospital,  and  who  shall 
have  the  medical  control  of  said  female  inmates,  who  shall 
report  to  the  superintendent  and  also  to  the  trustees. 

Section  2.  That  said  female  physician  shall  be  appointed 
by  said  trustees  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  and 
shall  not  be  subject  to  removal  within  that  term,  except  for 
infidelity  to  the  trust  reposed  or  for  incompetency. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  efi"ect  as  to  asylums  and 
hospitals  already  built  in  one  year  from  the  date  of  its  pas- 
sage.

Appropriations.  SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c.^  That  the  following  sums,

the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary;  the  engineer  and  one 
fireman,  and  the  watchman  for  each  house,  shall  be  paid  for 
the  time  actually  engaged  during  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty  out  of  the  said  sum,  at  the  rate  per  day 
now  provided  by  law:  Provided^  That  the  salary  and  mile- 
age of  the  members  of  the  legislature,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
state  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  presiding  officer  of  each 
house :  Provided,  That  each  officer  and  employe  of  the 
senate  and  house  of  representatives  shall  be  paid  pro  rata, 
according  to  their  respective  salaries,  for  every  day  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  days ;  and  for  the  incidental  expenses  of 
the  two  houses  of  the  legislature  for  the  year  commencing

any  time  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  for  which  accounts 
have  not  been  rendered  and  settled  ;  and  the  whole  amount 
expended  by  each  clerk  shall  not  exceed  (6)  six  thousand 
dollars,  out  of  which  sum  shall  be  paid  for  such  necessary 
extra  labor  in  the  senate  and  house  during  the  session  of 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  as  shall  be 
certified  to  by  the  presiding  officer  and  chief  clerk  thereof. 
Section  3.    For  publishing  the  legislative  record,  seven 
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dollars  and  sixty-eight  cents  per  page,  in  accordance  with  Legislative  rec- 
the  contract  relating  thereto ;  for  printing  wrappers  for  the 
legislative  record,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  and  twenty  cents 
for  each  member  of  the  legislature,  and  for  making  an  index 
for  the  record  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

Section  4.  For  the  payment  of  postage,  labor,  express  Expenses  in  office

charges  and  other  expenses  in  the  office  of  the  resident  clerk  oi  house. 
of  the  house  of  representatives  during  the  recess,  the  sum  of 
sixteen  liundred  dollars  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, and  a  like  sum  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  auditor  general 
and  state  treasurer  in  the  usual  manner;  and  the  resident  distribution  of 
clerk  shall  receive  from  the  public  printer  the  bound  copies  legislative  rec- 
of  the  legislative  record,  and  forward  them  to  the  members  prmted  mat*ter. 
of  the  house ;  he  shall  also  receive  from  the  contractor  for 
publishing  the  legislative  record  the  back  numbers  due  the 
members  of  the  house  after  the  adjournment,  and  fold  and 
mail  them  to  the  address  of  the  person  to  whom  they  have 
been  mailed  by  the  members  during  the  session  ;  he  shall 
also  receive  from  the  public  printer  any  documents  and  other 
printed  matter  authorized  by  law  to  be  printed,  and  have 
the  same  promptly  forwarded  by  the  contractor;    and  for  Expenses  in  of- 
similar  expenses  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  senate,  the  flee  or  cierii  of 
sum  of  six  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  to  be  settled  by  the  auditor  general  in  the  usual 
manner ;    and    the    farther   sum    of  twenty-five  dollars  for  clocks  in  senate 
taking  care  of  the  electric  clocks  in  the  senate  chamber  and  ''^?'^'  house,  care 
in  the  hall  of  the  house  of  representatives,  to  be  paid  by  the 
clerk  of  the  senate;  and  like  sums  for  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighty,  to  be  audited  and  settled  in

the  usual  manner;  for  the  librarian  of  the  senate  for  services  ate. 
during  the   recess,  ending    December   thirty-first,   eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-nine,  twelve  hundred  dollars;  the  libra- 
rian of  the  senate  to  place  sixty  copies  of  the  legislative 
record  at  the  public  bindery  to  be  bound,  fifty-four  copies 
for  the  use  of  senators,  lieutenant  governor  and  principal 
clerks,  four  for  the  state  library,  and  two  to  be  reserved  for 
the  senate  library,  the  same  to  be  distributed  by  the  libra- 
rian to  the  senators  and  clerks;  for  cleaning  and  laying  car-  cleaning su- 
pets  and  repairing  curtains  for  the  supreme  court  rooms  at  preme  court- 
Harrisburg,  one  hundred  dollars  ($100). 

Section  5.  For  the  chief  clerks  of  the  senate  and  house  of  indexing  jour- 
reepresentatives,  two  hundred  dollars  each  for  making  in-  "*  ^" 
dexes  for  the  journals  of  the  two  houses. 

Section  6.  For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  several  ^'^^^^1.^®  and  ex*-* 
state  officers,  the  clerks  and  employes  of  the  several  depart-  pensesof  depart- 
ments, and  officers  of  the  state  government,  and  for  the  inci-  ™®"'^^- 
dental  expenses  of  the  said  departments  and  officers,  for  the 
year  commencing  June  first.  Anno  Domini   one   thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  and  ending  May  thirty-first, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and    eighty,  to  be  applied  as 
provided  in  the  act  of  May  fourteenth,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  entitled  "An  act 
to  fix  the  salaries  of  the  several  officers  of  this  common- 
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wealth,"  et  cetera,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessai'y  : 

For  the  payment  of  the  annual  salaries  of  the  inspectors 
of  mines,  under  the  act  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-nine,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy,  and  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  the  sum  of 
twenty-seven  thousand  dollars,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  for  office  expenses,  stationery,  instruments 
and  such  other  expenses  as  are  allowed  by  law,  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  pay  the  same  : 

For  the  payment  of  the  annual  salaries  of  the  harbor  mas- 
ter and  port  warden  of  Philadelphia,  under  act  of  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary ;  and  the 
additional  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and  increase 
of  salaries  of  officers  and  clerks  appointed  and  made  in  pur- 
suance of  law,  since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  May  fourteenth,

Section  7.  The  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  pay  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  on  accounts  to  be  audited  by  the  auditor 
general  and  the  state  treasurer  in  the  usual  manner,  for  the 
years  commencing  June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-nine,  and  June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty,  such  sum  as  may  be  required  by  contract  made 
in  pursuance  of  law  for  the  payment  of  stationery,  printing, 
paper,  and  material  required  for  the  public  printing,  and  fuel 
furnished  to  the  two  houses  of  the  legislature  and  the  several 
departments  of  the  government,  and  the  printing  and  bind- 
ing and  distribution  t)f  the  laws,  journals  and  department  re- 
ports, and  for  the  repairs  to  and  furnishing  of  the  chambers 
and  committee  rooms  of  the  two  houses  of  the  legislature ; 
and  that  the  watchman  now  authorized  bylaw  be  required  to 
keep  an  account,  and  make  report  in  writing  to  the  clerk  of 
each  house  of  the  number  of  tons  of  coal  and  the  number  of 
cords  of  wood  delivered. 

Section  8.  For  the  payment  to  the  city  of  Harrisburg  for 
supplying  the  public  buildings  with  water  according  to  the 
act  of  twenty-eighth  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary ;  and  also  for  gas  for 
the  public  buildings  and  walks,  such  amount  as  may  be  found 
due  the  Harrisburg  Gas  Company  on  the  contract  with  the 
company,  and  upon  a  regular  account  being  rendered  to  the 
auditor  general,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  examine  and 
settle  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  accounts  are 
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settled  in  said  department,  in  pursuance  of  its  charter  and 
supplement ;  and  before  the  governor  renews  the  contract 
with  said  gas  company,  they  shall  agree  to  furnish  the  gas 
consumed  by  the  commonwealth  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per 
thousand  cubic  feet  less  than  is  charged  to  private  consumers, 
but  no  contract  shall  be  made  which  will  prevent  the  legisla- 
ture at  its  next  session  from  adopting  any  other  method  of 
lighting  the  public  buildings  and  grounds  ;  and  for  the  same 
purpose  and  on  the  same  terms,  the  like  sums  of  money  for 
the  j^ear  commencing  June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty. 

Section  9.  For  the  public  printing,  foldina:  stitching  and  P"]'1'«  printing 
binding,  for  the  j^ears  commencing  July  first,  Anno  Domini  "' 

one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  and  July  first. 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty,  each 
year  the  sum  of  eighty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  maj^  be  necessary. 

Section  10.  For  the  payment  of  a  clerk  and  book-keeper  cierk  tosuper- 
for  the  superintendent  of  public  printing  and  binding,  the  hc  prlnun^.' ^'^"^ 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  for  each  of  the  years  com- 
mencing July  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred  and  seventj^-nine,  and  July  first,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty. 

Section  11.  For  the  expense  of  keeping  the  public  grounds  Pubuc  buildings 
in   order,  and  for  furnishing,  repairing  and  improving  the  pal'rf Ind'\m- '^^' 
public  buildings,  for  the  year  commencing  June  first,  one  provements  to. 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  the  sum  of  nine 
thousand  dollars,  three  thousand  dollars  of  which,  or   so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  executive  man- 
sion ;  and  the  further  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  for  the  payment  of  bills  due  and  unpaid  ;  and  for  the 
year  commencing  June  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty, 
the  sum  of  nine  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary  for  said  years ;  and  the  superintendent  shall 
file  with  the  auditor  general,  within  twenty  days  after  the 
close  of  each  quarter,  for  settlement,  proper  vouchers  for  all 
sums  expended  by  him  under  this  section.

wealth is  or  may  be  a  party,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  the  like  sum  for  the  year  com- 
mencing June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  paid  on  the 
warrant  of  the  attorney  general. 

Section  14.  For  the  payment  of  the  fees  or  commissions  Assessors  of  bank 
of  assessors  of  bank  stock,  appointed  by  the  auditor  general  g^ong'of"™™'^" 
and  state  treasurer  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  April  twelfth. 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixtj'-seven, 
for  the  year  commencing  January  first.  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  and  January  first, 
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one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty,  such  suras  as  shall 
be  found  due  therefor,  upon  accounts  filed  in  the  auditor 
general  office  and  settled  according  to  law.

For  the  support  of  the  common  schools  of 
this  commonwealth,  for  the  years  commencing  on  the  first 
Monday  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-nine,  and  first  Monday  of  June,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty,  each  year  the  sum  of  one  million 
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dollars,  to  be  paid  on  the  warrants  of  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction  in  favor  of  the  several  school  districts  of 
the  commonwealth,  upon  the  same  conditions  and  under  the 
same  restrictions  as  are  set  forth  in  section  three  of  the  gen- 
eral appropriation  act,  approved  March  twenty-third.  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven  :  Pro- 
vided^ That  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  education  of  teach- 
ers in  the  several  normal  schools  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
thirty-two  thousand  dollars. 

Section  20.  For  the  payment  of  postage,  express  charges  Board  of  pardons, 
and  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  board  of  pardons,  for  ^^^^^  ^ 
the  years  commencing  June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  and  the  first  day  of 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty,  each  year  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary;  and  for  the  payment  of  postage,  express  charges  Expenses  in  office 
and  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  state  treasurer's  office, 
and  for  the  expense  of  removing  the  old  records  of  the  treas- 
ury' department  from  the  attic  of  the  state  department  build-

For  the  payment  of  the  annual  salaries  of  the  faiaT'ief  or^com- 
commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  and  their  clerk,  for  the  missiouers  ana 
years,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-  °'*^''^- 
nine,  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight}',  each  year 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars. 

Section  23.  For  the  payment  of  the  resident  clerk  of  the  j^„^use'a"n\rc"rk°'^ 
house  of  representatives,  for  clerical  and  other  services  which  ot  senate  for 
may  devolve  upon  him  during  the  year  one  thousand  eight  ^ervices during 
hundred  and  eighty,  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars, 
and  also  for  the  librarian  of  the  senate  for  like  services  and 
time,  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars.

AN  ACT 

To  to  provide  revenue  by  taxation. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  c&c,  That  hereafter  no  institution 
or  company,  incorporated  or  organized  by  or  under  any  law  of 
this  commonwealth,  general  or  special,  or  incorporated  or  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  any  other  state  and  doing  business  in 
this  commonwealth,  shall  go  into  operation  without  first  hav- 
ing the  name  of  the  institution  or  company,  the  date  of  incor- 
poration or  organization,  the  act  of  assembly  or  authority 
under  which  incorporated  or  organized,  the  place  of  business, 
the  post  office  address,  and  names  of  the  president,  secretary 
and  treasurer,  the  amount  of  capital  authorized  by  its  charter, 
and  the  amount  of  capital  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  com- 
pany, registered  in  the  office  of  the  auditor  general ;  and 
every  institution  or  company  now  engaged  in  business  in 
this  commonwealth  shall,  within  ninety  days  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  register  as  herein  required  in  the  office  of 
the  auditor  general;  and  any  such  institution  or  company 
which  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  compl}^  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalt}'  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  which  penalty  shall  be  collected  on  an  account  settled 
by  the  auditor  general  and  state  treasurer,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  taxes  on  stock  are  settled  and  collected.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  executions,"  approved  the  six- 
teenth day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  pro- 
viding for  the  return  of  writs  of  fieri  facias  issued  within  seven 
days  of  the  next  succeeding  term  of  court,  and  flxing  the  number 
of  jurors  on  inquest  upon  real  estate  levied  upon  by  virtue  of  writs 
of  fieri  facias. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enncted,  &c..  That  hereafter,  any  writs  of 
fieri  facias^i  hereafter  issued  witliin  seven  da3's  of  the  next 
term  of  court  next  succeeding  the  issue  thereof,  may,  at  the 
option  of  the  plaintiff  in  said  writ,  be  made  returnable  to  the 
second  term  after  the  date  of  the  issuing  thereof;  and  the 
sheriff  of  any  county  may  proceed  to  levy  and  sell  any  per- 
sonal property,  and  levy  upon  real  estate  and  hold  inquisi- 
tion on  the  same,  by  virtue  of  such  writ,  without  any  further 
or  a.lia^  writ. 

Section  2.  That  hereafter,  whenever  any  real  estate  shall 
be  taken  in  execution  under  existing  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth by  any  sheriff,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  summon  an  in- 
quest of  six  men,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
the  rents  and  profits  of  such  estate,  beyond  all  reprises,  will 
be  sufficient  to  satisfy,  within  seven  years,  the  judgment  on 
which  such  execution  was  issued,  with  the  interest  and  costs 
of  suit;  and  he  shall  make  a  return,  in  due  form  of  law,  of 
the  inquisition  so  taken,  to  the  court,  with  the  writ. 

Section  3.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Relating  to  mechanics'  liens,  and  authorizing  the  amendment  of  the 

same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted.^  (6c. ,  That  whenever  a  mechanics' 
claim,  or  lien  for  labor  or  materials,  filed  in  proper  time  and 
in  proper  form,  contains  a  sufficient  description  of  the  prem- 
ises against  which  it  is  filed,  with  the  name  of  an  owner  or

To  provide  for  the  better  security  of  life  and  limb,  in  cases  of  fire  in 
hotels  and  other  buildings. 

Whereas,  In  consequence  of  fires  breaking  out  in  hotels, 
factories  and  other  high  buildings,  many  lives  have  been 
lost  and  great  personal  injuries  suffered,  through  the  want 
of  efficient  means  of  escape  therefrom,  independently  of  the 
ordinary  internal  stairways;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  c&c,  That  all  the  following  de- 
scribed buildings,  within  this  commonwealth,  to  wit:  Every 
building  used  as  a  seminary,  college,  academy,  hospital,  asylum 
or  a  hotel  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  every  store- 
house, factory,  manufactory,  or  work-shop  of  any  kind,  in  which 
employes  or  operatives  are  ustially  employed  at  work  in  the 
third  or  any  higher  story,  every  tenement  house  or  building  in 
which  rooms  or  floors  are  usually  let  to  lodges  or  families,  and 
every  public  school  building,  when  any  of  such  buildings  are 
three  or  more  stories  in  height,  shall  be  provided  with  a  per- 
manent safe  external  means  of  escape  therefrom  in  case  of 
fire ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owners  or  keepers  of 
such  hotels,  of  the  owners,  superintendents  or  managers  of 
such  seminaries,  colleges,  academies,  hospitals,  asylums, 
store-houses,  factories,  manufactories  or  work-shops,  of  the

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,,  tfic,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  controllers  of  cities  of  the  first  class  to  furnish  to  the 
councils  of  said  cities,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber in  each  and  every  year,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  esti- 
mated receipts,  expenditures  and  liabilities  of  every  kind  for 
the  next  fiscal  year ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  coun- 
cils to  levy  and  fix  a  tax  rate,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October  in  each  and  every  year,  for  the  year  next  ensuing; 
the  amount  of  tax  moneys  collectible  during  tlie  year  for

To  an  act  in  regard  to  the  boundary  monuments  on  the  line  between 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  York,  with  an  appropriation  for 
expenses  of  same,  approved  May  eighth,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six,  appropriating  money  for  continuing  the  pro- 
visions of  the  said  act. 

Whereas,  The  appropriation  provided  for  in  the  act  to 
which  this  act  is  a  supplement,  amounted  only  to  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars,  whereby  the  main  cost  of  the  survey 
of  the  boundary  line  has  fallen  upon  the  state  of  New  Yoik, 
the  commissioners  of  the  said  state  having  carried  on  the 
work  through  the  aid  of  their  own  appropriation,  with  the 
understanding  however  that  the  fact  should  be  laid  before 
legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  which  has  been  done  by  the  gov- 
ernor in  his  annual  message,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy -nine,  and  trusting  that  the  commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  would  bear  her  just  proportion  of  the  cost :

justly  as  between  the  states  of  New  York  and  Pennsylvania 
the  cost  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which 
this  act  is  a  sui)plement,  and  provide  for  the  further  prose- 
cution of  the  surveys  and  investigations  defined  in  the  said 
act  in  conjunction  with  the  said  state  of  New  York  ;  and  the 
duty,  authority  and  accountability  of  the  commissioners  on

Making  a  special  appropriation  to  the  state  librarian  for  the  purchase 
of  rare  and  valuable  books  relating  to  the  early  history  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Whereas,  The  state  libi-ary  is  wanting  in  many  works  re- 
lating to  the  early  history  of  Pennsylvania,  the  colonies,  and 
the  early  settlements  in  America : 

And  whereas,  The  annual  appropriation  to  the  state  li- 
brary is  only  sufficient  to  purchase  the  current  literature  of 
the  day ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  d:c.,  That  the  sum  of  six  thou- 
sand doUai'S,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  state  libi'aiian,  as  a 
special  fund  for  the  purchase  of  rare  and  valuable  books  re- 
lating to  the  early  history  of  Pennsylvania,  the  colonies,  and 
America,  as  may  come  into  the  market,  at  auction  sales  or 
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otherwise,  and  that  the  accounts  therefor  be  settled  by  the 
auditor  general  in  the  usual  manner.

Any  person  who  shall  take,  receive,  hire  or 
employ  any  child  under  twelve  years  of  age  in  any  under- 
ground works  or  mine,  or  like  place  whatsoever,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Section  6.  Whenever  any  person  shall,  before  a  magis- 
trate or  justice  of  the  peace,  make  oath  or  affirmation  that 
the  affiant  believes  that  this  act  has  been  oris  being  violated 
in  any  place  or  house,  such  justice  or  magistrate  shall  forth- 
with issue  a  warrant  to  a  constable  or  other  authorized 
officer,  to  enter  such  place  or  house  and  investigate  the 
same  ;  and  such  person  may  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested 
all  offenders,  and  bring  them  before  any  justice,  magistrate 
or  court  of  record  for  a  hearing  of  the  case ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  all  constables  and  policemen  to  aid  in  bringing 
all  such  offenders  before  said  authorities  for  a  hearing. 

Section  7.  Whenever  any  person  having  the  custody  or 
control  of  any  minor,  shall  be  convicted  of  a  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
person  to  apply  to  the  orphans'  court  of  the  county  wherein 
the  offense  has  been  committed,  for  the  appointment  of  a 
proper  guardian  for  the  person  of  such  minor ;  and  the  said 
court  may,  in  its  discretion,  make  such  appointment,  having 
due  regard  in  the  selection  of  a  guardian  to  the  religious 
persuasion  of  the  parent  or  former  guardian,  or  it  may  place 
such  child  in  an  asylum  or  home  for  children,  with  the 
powers  of  a  guardian  of  the  person  as  may  be  most  expe- 
dient: Provided  however^  That  the  children  of  Roman 
Catholic  parents  shall  be  placed  in  asylums  under  the  con- 
trol and  care  of  that  denomination  ;  and  tlie  said  court  may 
order  the  parent  to  pay  such  a  reasonable  sum  towards  the 
maintenance  of  such  child,  and  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  as  the  said  court  may  see  fit;  and  such  courts  may 
at  any  subsequent  time,  upon  being  satisfied  that  the  parent 
has  become  a  fit  person  to  resume  the  custody  of  said  minor, 
and  upon  reasonable  security  to  be  fixed  by  the  court  being 
given  for  the  faithful  observance  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  remand  such  minor  to  the  custody  of  such  parent,  sub- 
ject nevertheless  to  the  obligation  of  any  indentures  or  legal 
engagements  already  entered  into  on  behalf  of  said  minor 
by  his  or  her  guardian. 

Section  8.  Any  duly  organized  or  incorporated  humane 
society,  having  for  one  of  its  objects  the  protection  of  chil- 
dren from  cruelty,  may  offer  any  agents  or  officers  employed 
by  tliem  to  the  mayor  of  any  city  of  the  first,  second,  third, 
fourth  or  fifth  class,  for  the  purpose  of  being  commissioned 
to  act  as  police  officers  through  the  limits  of  said  city,  for 
the  purpose  of  arresting  all  the  offenders  against  this  act,  or 
any  of  the  provisions  thereof;  whereupon  the  maj^or  in  such 
city  shall,  if  such  persons  are  proper  and  discreet  persons, 
commission  them  to  act  as  such  police  officers,  with  all  the 
rights  and  powers  appertaining  thereto  ;  but  no  such  city 
shall  be  liable  in  any  way  for  the  salary  or  wages  of  such 
officers,  or  for  any  expense  whatever  in  relation   thereto, 
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except  for  the  detention  of  prisoners  ;  and  in  any  district  or 
township  not  incorporated,  such  humane  society  may  offer 
similarly  qualified  persons  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  county,  whereupon  such  court  or  any  judge  thereof  shall, 
if  they  be  fit  persons,  commission  such  persons  to  act  as 
constables,  with  power  to  arrest  all  offenders  against  this  act 
or  any  provisions  thereof;  but  no  township,  borough  or 
county,  shall  in  anywise  liable  for  the  salary  or  wages  of 
any  such  officer,  or  for  any  expense  in  relation  thereto,  ex- 
cept for  the  detention  of  prisoners ;  all  persons  thus  quali- 
fied under  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  constables  and 
authorized  officers  within  the  meaning  of  section  six  of  this 
act;  and  the  keepers  of  jails  or  lock-ups,  or  station  houses, 
in  any  of  said  counties,  are  required  to  receive  all  persons 
arrested  by  such  policemen  or  constables. 

Section  9.  Whenever  any  person  having  the  care,  custody  when  minors 
or  control  of  any  minor  child,  shall  be  convicted  of  an  as-  "gfuo c i°™oT''" 
sault,  or  an  assault  and  battery,  upon  such  child,  or  of  any  such  societies. 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  justice  of  the  peace,  magistrate  or  court  before  whom 
such  conviction  has  taken  place,  or  where  the  parents  or 
proper  guardian  of  any  child  cannot  be  found,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  magistrate  or  court,  to  commit  such  child  to 
the  care  and  custody  of  any  duly  authorized  or  incorpor- 
ated humane  society,  having  for  one  of  its  objects  the  pro- 
tection of  children  from  cruelty;  and  such  society  shall 
thereupon  have  all  the  rights  of  a  guardian  of  the  person  of 
such  child,  but  such  society  may  at  any  time  apply  to  the 
orphans'  court  of  the  proper  county  for  the  appointment  of 
a  guardian  of  the  person,  or  the  commitment  of  such  child 
to  an  asylum  or  home  for  children,  as  provided  in  the  sev- 
enth section  of  this  act. 

Section  10.  Whenever  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  ^he^n^cfesen^d^by 
satisfaction  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  any  county,  parents, 
that  any  minor  child  has  been  deserted  by  its  parents  or  sur- 
viving parent,  and  that  it  has  no  legal  guardian,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  person  desirous  of  adopting  the  said  child,  to 
adopt  the  same,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law  in  the 
case  of  the  death  of  the  parents. 

Section  11.  In  default  of  payment  of  the  fine  or  penalty  commitment  to 
imposed  under  any  of  the  sections  of  this  act,  together  with  payment'^of  flues. 
the  costs  of  the  proceedings,  then  said  justice  of  the  peace, 
magistrate  or  court  of  record,  shall  commit  said  offender  to 
the  county  prison,  there  to  remain  for  not  less  than  twenty 
nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  until  discharged  by  due  course 
of  law:  Provided^  That  when  the  fine  imposed  exceeds  the  ^pp^ais  to  oourt 
sum  of  ten  dollars,  the  party  complained  against  may  appeal  or  quarter  ses- 
from  the  decision  of  said  justice  of  the  peace  or  magistrate  ^'""  ' 
to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions,  upon  his  entering  bail  in 
the  nature  of  a  recognizance  in  the  usual  manner  for  his  ap- 
pearance at  said  court,  when  the  offence  shall  be  prosecuted 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  directed  by  law  in  other  cases 
of  misdemeanor;  if  in  lieu  of  deciding  the  cause,  such  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  or  magistrate  shall  bind  over  or  commit  Punishment  on 
such  person  to  appear  at  the  court  of  quarter  sessions,  or  if  court!'^'^"  before 
10  Laws. 
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such  person  shall  appear  as  aforesaid,  or  upon  such  binding 
over  or  commitment,  appear  before  the  said  court,  and  be 
there  convicted  of  such  misdemeanor,  he  shall  be  sentenced 
to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  payable  as 
aforesaid,  or  undergo  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one 
year,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  12.  Whenever  the  parents  or  proper  guardian  of 
any  infant  unable  to  support  itself,  have  been  convicted  of 
any  of  the  offences  enumerated  in  this  act,  or  are  dead  or 
cannot  be  found,  and  there  is  no  other  person  legally  re- 
sponsible for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  such  child,  will- 
ing to  assume  such  support,  or  to  be  found  within  the  county, 
any  magistrate  or  court  of  record  of  the  comity  in  which 
such  child  may  be  found,  may  commit  such  child  to  the  care 
and  custody  of  the  guardians  of  the  poor  of  the  said  county, 
but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  exempt  any  person  from 
the  duty  of  maintaining  and  supporting  such  child  as  now 
imposed  by  law. 

Section  13.  That  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the 
cruelty  of  children  in  this  commonwealth,"  approved  the 
twenty-fourth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-eight,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
pealed.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  act  of  assembly  approved  the  thirteenth  day  of  June,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  relative  to  roads 
and  bridges,  to  authorize  county  commissioners  to  build  bridges  or 
furnish  money  to  aid  in  building  bridges,  the  erecting  of  which 
would  require  more  expense  tlian  it  is  reasonable  one  or  two  ad- 
joining townships  should  bear,  in  cases  where  the  county  commis- 
sioners do  not  deem  it  advisable  to  enter  such  bridges  on  record  as 
county  bridges. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c..  That  when  a  river,  creek  or 
rivulet,  over  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  erect  a  bridge, 
crosses  a  public  road  or  highway,  and  the  erecting  of  such 
bridge  requires  more  expenses  than  it  is  reasonable  that  one 
or  two  adjoining  townships  should  bear,  that  after  a  view  has 
been  ordered  by  the  proper  court,. as  now  provided  by  law,  if 
it  shall  appear,  by  the  report  of  the  viewers  and  by  the  ap- 
proval of  the  court  and  grand  jury,  that  such  bridge  is  neces- 
sary and  would  be  too  expensive  for  such  township  or  town- 
ships to  bear,  that  whenever  the  county  commissioners  do 
not  deem  it  advisable  to  enter  such  bridge  on  recoid  as  a 
county  bridge,  but  shall  consider  it  proper  to  assist  such 
township  or  townships  in  building  the  same,  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered,  from  and  out  of  the  county  funds, 
to  either  build  such  bridge  or  to  furnish  such  township  or 
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townships  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  money  necessary  to 
build  it,  without  entering  such  bridge  on  record  as  a  county 
bridge. 

Section  2.  That  the  county  commissioners  shall  keep  a  how  to  be  kept 
record  of  all  their  proceedings  in  such  cases,  and  such  bridges  '"  repair, 
shall  be  maintained,  kept  in  repair  and  rebuilt,  wlien  neces- 
sary, by  the  respective  township  or  townships,  and  the  county 
shall  in  no  event  be  liable  for  the  same.

To  define  the  terms  sodomy  and  buggery  as  used  in  the  laws  of  this 

commonwealth. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  the  terms  sodomy  and  buggery,  as  and 
where  used  in  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  un- 
derstood to  be  a  carnal  copulation  by  human  beings  with 
each  other  against  nature  res  veneria  in  ano,  or  with  a  beast, 
and  shall  be  taken  to  cover  and  include  the  act  or  acts  where 
any  person  shall  willfully  and  wickedly  have  carnal  knowl- 
edge, in  a  manner  against  nature,  of  any  other  person,  by 
penetrating  the  mouth  of  such  person ;  and  any  person  who 
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shall  wickedly  suffer  or  permit  any  other  person  to  wickedly 
and  indecently  penetrate,  in  a  manner  against  nature,  his  or 
her  mouth,  by  carnal  intercourse,  he,  she  and  every  such  per- 
son, committing  any  of  the  acts  aforesaid  or  suffering  the 
same  to  be  committed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  guilty  of  the 
crime  of  sodomy  or  buggery,  and  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  liable  to  the  punishment  now  prescribed  by  law  for 
the  crime  of  sodomy  or  buggery.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act  for  the  regulation  of  boroughs,  approved  the  third  day  of 
April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  the  several  courts  of 
quarter  sessions  within  this  commonwealth,  by  and  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  grand  jury  of  the  county,  shall  have 
power  to  change  the  limits  of  any  borough  incorporated 
under  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  to  decree 
such  alterations  as  may  be  necessary  and  expedient. 

Section  2.  When  an  application  is  made  to  the  court  by 
the  inhabitants  of  any  lots,  outlets  or  other  tracts  of  land, 
adjacent  to  a  borough,  to  be  annexed  to  said  borough,  it  shall 
be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  free- 
holders residing  within  the  limits  to  be  annexed,  and  shall 
set  forth  a  particular  description  of  the  boundaries,  exhibit- 
ing the  courses  and  distances  in  words  at  length,  and  be  ac- 
companied with  a  plot  or  draft  of  the  same;  it  shall  also 
appear  by  proof  satisfactory  to  court,  that  a  notice  of  the 
intended  application  has  been  personally  served  upon'  the 
burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  and  the  supervisors 
of  the  township  in  which  the  petitioners  then  reside,  and 
that  public  notice  has  been  given  of  such  application  in  at 
least  one  newspaper  of  the  proper  county,  by  publication  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  thirty  days  immediately  before  the 
petition  shall  be  presented. 

Section  3.  The  court  shall  cause  the  aforesaid  application 
to  be  laid  before  the  grand  jury  when  in  session,  and  if  a 
majority  of  said  grand  jury,  after  a  full  investigation  of  the 
case,  shall  find  that  the  conditions  prescribed  by  this  act  have 
been  complied  with,  and  shall  believe  that  it  is  expedient  to 
grant  the  pi-ayer  of  the  petitioners,  they  shall  certify  the 
same  to  the  court,  which  certificate  shall  be  entered  of  record 
and  may  be  confirmed  by  the  court ;  and  if  the  decree  of  the 
court  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tioners, the  said  petition  and  decree  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
recorder's  oflSce  of  the  proper  county,  at  the  expense  of  the 
applicants,  and  from  thenceforth  the  said  limits  so  annexed, 
shall  be  deemed,  taken  and  allowed  to  be  a  part  of  said  bor- 
ough, and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  and  government  of  the 
municipal  authorities  of  said  borough,  as  fully  as  if  the  same 
had  been  originally  a  part  thereof;  but  if  the  court  shall 
deem  further  investigation  necessary,  they  may  take  such 
order  thereon  as  to  right  and  justice  shall  appertain.

That  whenever  any  unseated  when  successor 
lands  shall  have  been  duly  advertised  for  sale  by  the  county  u° er^o^geii lami s' 
treasurer,  in  any  of  the  counties  of  this  commonwealth,  un- 
der and  by  virtue  of  the  directions  of  the  act  of  March 
thirteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  the 
several  supplements  thereto,  at  the  regular  bi-ennial  sales, 
and  shall  remain  unsold  at  and  after  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  office  of  the  treasurer  who  advertised  the  same  for 
sale,  and  when  the  treasurer  so  advertising  the  same  shall 
have  absconded,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  successor  in  of- 
fice of  such  treasurer  to  advertise  and  sell  the  lands  so  re- 
maining unsold,  on  the  second  Monday  of  June  of  the  year 
intervening  between  the  said  regular  sales. 

Section  2.  That  said  sale  shall  be  for  the  same  taxes  (and  Saietobe  for

To  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  destroj'ed  or  lost  dockets 
of  justices'  of  the  peace,  and  to  the  Birmingham  and  Elizabethtown 
Turnpike  R.ad  Company,"  approved  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  relating  to  lost  dockets  of  justices 
of  the  peace. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c.^  That  the  first  section  of  Proceedings  to 
the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall  be  amended,  to  dockets'"*'^ 
read,  as  follows:  That  in  all  cases  where  the  dockets  of  any 
alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  have  been  or  may 
hereafter  be  destroyed  or  lost,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  interested  in  any  action  pending  or  judg- 
ment had,  and  who  may  be  desirous  to  have  the  same  sup- 
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plied,  to  apply  to  such  alderman  or  justice,  or  their  succes- 
sors in  office,  or  to  any  alderman  or  justice  in  any  county  in

That  any  person  or  persons 
who  shall  wantonly  and  willfully  kindle  any  fire  on  the  lands 
of  another,  so  as  to  set  on  fire  any  wood  lands,  barrens  or 
moors,  within  the  limits  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,

To  enable  laborers  to  secure  and  collect  their  pay  for  work  done  in  and 
about  the  stocking  of  saw-logs. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  t&c,  That  all  moneys  that  may 
be  due  from  any  person  or  persons  to  any  and  every  laborer, 
for  work  done  in  and  about  the  cutting,  peeling,  skidding, 
hauling  and  driving  of  saw-logs,  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
six  months  prior  to  the  death  or  assignment  for  the  benefit 
of  creditors  of  the  employer  or  employers,  or  to  a  sale  of 
said  saw-logs  upon  execution,  process  against  said  employer 
or  employers,  shall  be  preferred  and  first  paid  out  of  the 
proceeds  of  any  executor's,  administrator's,  assignee's,  sher- 
iff's or  other  officer's  sale  of  said  saw-logs,  as  the  property 
of  the  employer  or  employers  :  Provided^  That  not  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  to  any  one  laborer  shall  be  prefer- 
red under  this  act. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  laborer  claiming 
a  preference  under  this  act,  by  himself,  his  agent  or  attorney, 
to  give  notice  in  writing  of  the  amount  of  his  claim,  before 
the  sale,  to  the  executors,  administrators,  assignee,  sheriff 
or  other  officer  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  sell  said  saw-logs, 
otherwise  his  claim  shall  not  be  preferred  under  this  act. 

Section  3.  When  there  shall  be  any  dispute  concerning  the 
right  of  any  laborer  to  be  preferred  as  aforesaid,  or  as  to  the 
amount  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  the  court  having  juris- 
diction of  .the  accounts  of  the  officer  making  the  sale,  or  of 
the  process  under  which  the  sale  is  made,  shall  have  power, 
after  reasonable  notice  given  either  personally  or  by  adver- 
tisement, to  hear  and  determine  the  same  according  to  law 
and  equity. 

When  work  as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  done 
for  a  contractor  or  contractors  and  not  for  the  owner  or 
owners  of  saw-logs,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  owners 
to  make  payment  of  any  moneys  due  to  any  laborer  or  laborers 
for  such  work,  directly  to  such  laborer  or  laborers  ;  and  any 
payment  or  payments  so  made,  shall  be  a  good  charge  against 
the  contractor  or  contractors  in  favor  of  the  owner  or  owners 
in  the  settlement  of  their  accounts.

AN  ACT 

To  regulate  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  comniercial  fertilizers. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  rCc,  That  every  package  of  com- 
mercial fertilizer  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  for  ma- 
nural  purposes,  within  this  commonwealth,  shall  have  plainly 
stamped  thereon  the  name  of  the  manufacturer,  the  place  of 
manufacture,  the  net  weight  of  its  contents,  and  an  analysis, 
stating  the  percentage  therein  contained  of  nitrogen,  or  its 
equivalent  in  ammonia  in  an  available  form,  of  potash  solu- 
ble in  water,  of  soluble  and  reverted  phosphoric  acid,  and  of 
insoluble  phosphoric  acid  :  Provided^  That  any  commercial 
fertilizer  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  which  shall  con- 
tain none  of  the  above  named  constituents,  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  Every  manufacturer  or  importer  of  commer- 
cial fertilizers,  as  specified  in  section  one  of  this  act.  shall, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  next  ensuing,  or  before 
offering  the  same  for  sale  in  this  commonwealth,  file  annually 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  an  aflSda- 
vit,  stating  the  amount  of  said  fertilizer  or  fertilizers  sold 
within  the  state  during  the  last  preceding  year ;  and  if  said 
amount  be  one  hundred  tons  or  less,  he  or  the}'^  shall  pay  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  state  the  sura  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and 
every  such  article  of  such  commercial  fertilizer  sold  within 
the  state  during  the  last  preceding  year,  and  if  the  said 
amount  shall  exceed  one  hundred  tons  and  be  less  than  five 
hundred  tons,  he  or  they  shall  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars 
as  aforesaid,  and  if  said  amount  shall  be  five  hundred  tons 
or  more  he  or  they  shall  pay  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  as 
aforesaid ;  if  such  manufacturer  or  manufacturers  or  im- 
porters, shall  not  have  made  any  sales  within  the  common- 
wealth during  the  preceding  year,  he  or  they  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars  as  aforesaid ;  every  such  manufacturer  or 
importer,  shall  at  the  same  time  file  with  the  secretary  of  the 
board  of  agriculture  a  copy  of  the  analysis  required  by  sec- 
tion one  of  this  act,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth  a  certificate,  which  shall  be 
countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  agriculture, 
showing  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  hav  e  been  complied 
with. 
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Section  3.  Any  person  selling,  offering  or  exposing  for  Penalty  for  seu- 
sale  any  commercial  fertilizer,  without  the  analysis  required  anaiyze'i'.'^*'^^  "*** 
by  section  one  of  this  act,  or  with  an  analysis  stating  that 
it  contains  a  larger  percentage  of  any  one  or  more  of  the 
above  named  constituents  than  is  contained  therein,  or  for 
the  sale  of  which  all  tlie  provisions  of  section  two  have  not 
been  complied  with,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  first 
otfense,  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  sub- 
sequent otfense,  one-half  of  which  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the 
informer  and  the  remainder  for  the  county  in  which  the  con- 
viction is  secured:  Provided,  Said  informer  be  the  pur- 
chaser and  the  goods  be  for  his  own  use. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  agriculture  Board  of  agricui- 
to  analyze  such  specimens  of  commercial  fertilizers  as  may  gpecimenT'^^^ 
be  furnished  by  its  agents,  said  samples  to  be  accompanied 
with  proper  proof,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  that  they  were 
fairly  drawn;  the  fee  for  such  analysis,  shall  be  determined 
by  the  executive  committee  of  the  board,  and  be  based  upon 
a  fixed  rate  for  each  determination,  shall  in  no  case  exceed 
seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  usual  price  paid  for  such  ser- 
vices, and  shall  be  payable  from  the  treasury  of  the  com- 
monwealth in  the  manner  as  now  provided  by  law, 

Se'TIon  5.  The  money  paid  into  the  treasury  under  the  Fund  for  pay- 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  constitute  a  special  fund  from  ^alyses"*'^^  °^ 
which  the  cost  of  such  analyses  shall  be  paid  :  P7'ovided, 
That  the  total  amount  thus  expended  in  any  one  year,  shall 
in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  paid  into  the  treasury  during 
the  same  year,  and  that  any  moneys  remaining  in  this  spe- 
cial fund  at  the  end  of  the  year  shall  be  passed  into  the  gen- 
eral fund  for  the  use  of  the  state. 

Section  6.  The  term  "  commercial  fertilizers,"  as  used  in  commercial  ler- 
this  act,  shall  be  taken  to  mean  any  and  every  substance  im-  tiUzers,  defined. 
ported,  manufactured,  prepared  or  sold  for   fertilizing    or 
manuring  purposes,  except   barn-yard   manure,   marl,  lime 
and  wood  ashes,  and  not  exempt  by  the  provisions  of  section 
one  of  this  act.

AN  ACT 

To  enlarge  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  peace,  and  regulating  the  fees 
of  constables  making  sales  under  this  act. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  aldermen,  magis- 
trates and  justices  of  the  peace,  in  this  commonwealth,  shall 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  courts  of  common  pleas 
of  all  actions  arising  from  contract,  either  express  or  implied, 
and  of  all  actions  of  trespass  and  of  trover  and  conversion, 
wherein  the  sum  demanded  does  not  exceed  three  hundred 
dollars,  except  in  cases  of  real  contract  where  the  title  to 
lands  or  tenements  may  come  in  question,  or  action  upon 
promise  of  marriage. 

Section  2.  In  all  actions  brought  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  magistrate  or  alderman,  on  any  contract  for  the  pay- 
ment of  money,  either  expressed  or  implied,  if  the  plaintiff 
shall  file  at  any  time  before  the  issuing  of  the  summons  in 
any  such  case  an  affidavit,  stating  the  amount  he  verily  be- 
lieves to  be  due  from  the  defendant,  together  with  a  copy  of 
the  book  entries  or  instrument  of  writing  upon  which  the 
action  is  brought,  or  where  the  claims  are  not  evidenced  by 
writing,  if  the  plaintiff  shall  file  as  aforesaid  an  affidavit  set- 
ting forth  a  full  and  detailed  statement  of  the  same,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  justice,  alderman  or  magistrate  to  make  a 
copy  of  such  affidavit,  duly  certify  the  same,  and  deliver  it 
to  the  constable  to  whom  the  summons  is  issued,  which  cer- 
tified coi)y  shall  be  served  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  that 
service  is  made  of  the  summons  in  the  case  ;  and  the  justice, 
magistrate  or  alderman  shall  render  judgment  in  favor  of 
the  plaintiff  for  the  amount  of  his  claim,  unless  the  defend- 
ant, at  or  before  the  time  at  which  the  summons  is  made

That  the  fees  allowed  to 
constables  under  this  act  on  all  sales  made,  be  as  follows : 
For  all  sales  amounting  to  less  than  fifty  dollars,  three  per 
cent. ;  for  all  sales  amounting  to  less  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, two  per  cent. ;  for  all  sales  above  one  hundred  dollars, 
one  per  cent.

Senate  Bill,  No.  49,  entitled  "An  act  to  secure  to  operatives  and  laborers 
engaged  in  and  about  coal  mines,  and  manufactories  of  iron  and  steel,  the 
payment  of  their  wages  at  regular  intervals,  and  in  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States." 

Senate  Bill,  No.  100,  entitled  "An  act  to  protect  game  and  prohibit  tres- 
passing upon  inclosed,  occupied  or  improved  lands,  in  Westmoreland 
county,  in  pursuit  of  game." 

Senate  Bill,  No.  139,  entitled  "An  act  to  prevent  the  appointment  of 
persons  to  assess  the  shares  of  bank  stock,  in  this  commonwealth,  and  to 
provide  for  the  assessment  thereof,  and  payment  of  the  taxes  thereon."

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  c&c,  That  the  term  of  office  of  Term  of  city  treas 
the  city  treasurer,  to  be  elected  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  in 
cities  of  the  second  class,  shall  be  extended  to  the  thirty- 
first  da}^  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
four,  and  the  term  of  said  officer,  elected  on  the  third  Tues- 
day of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
four,  and  at  any  time  subsequent  thereto,  shad  commence 
on  the  first  day  of  June  following.

provides  "  that  the  receiver  of  taxes  of  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  ap-

point  a  person,  to  be  denominated  collector  of  all  outstand- 
ing or  delinquent  taxes  due  the  said  city,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  ap- 
pointment, and  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  appointed 
and  qualified,"  and  that  section  fifth  of  said  act,  which  pro- 
vides "  that  the  compensation  of  the  said  collector  shall  be 
five  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  he  shall  collect  and  pay  over 
to  the  city  treasury :  Provided^  That  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia shall  not  be  liable  for  any  expense  for  advertising, 
office  rent,  clerk  hire,  or  any  other  cost  of  collection,  all 
such  expense  to  be  paid  by  the  collector,"  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2.  That  the  sixth  section  of  the  act,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  more  efficient  collection  of  delinquent 
taxes  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  for  the  preservation  of 
the  lien  of  the  same,"  approved  the  sixteenth  day  of  April, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy -nine, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  That  in  all  cities  of  the  first  class,  the  receiver 
of  taxes  therein  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and 
be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  conferred  and  im- 
posed upon  the  collector  of  delinquent  or  outstanding  taxes, 
by  any  and  all  acts  of  assembly  heretofore  passed,  except 
so  far  as  the  same  may  be  hereby  in  whole  or  in  part  re- 
pealed. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  receiver  of  taxes  shall  pay  over 
and  make  return  of  his  collections  of  all  outstanding  or  de- 
linquent taxes,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  same  departments,  as  is  now  required  by  exist- 
ing laws  or  ordinances  in  all  cities  of  the  first  class,  as  to 
taxes  that  are  not  delinquent,  keeping  the  accounts  and 
returns  of  the  said  delinquent  or  outstanding  taxes  separate 
from  the  accounts  and  returns  of  all  other  taxes. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  receiver  of  taxes  shall  appoint 
such  number  of  deputies  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  councils  of 
any  city  of  the  first  class,  removable  at  his  pleasure,  who 
shall  have  all  the  powers  to  collect  and  proceed  for  such 
delinquent  taxes  as  have  heretofore  been  by  law  conferred 
upon  the  collector  of  all  outstanding  or  delinquent  taxes  in 
all  cities  of  the  first  class  ;  and  the  said  deputy  collectors 
shall  make  daily  return  and  pay  over  to  the  said  receiver 
of  taxes  daily  all  sums  of  mone}^  for  delinquent  taxes,  in- 
terest, and  penalties  collected  by  them. 

Section  6.  That  if  the  said  receiver  of  taxes  or  the  deputy 
collectors  of  delinquent  taxes,  or  an^^  of  them,  shall  willfully 
fail  to  pay  over  and  make  return  of  said  moneys,  when  and 
as  required  by  law  so  to  do,  or  use  the  same  for  their  own 
benefit,  they  or  either  of  them  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of 
not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  and  to  serve  a  term  of 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  either,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  *l.  That  the  said  receiver  of  taxes  shall,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  security  now  required  by  law,  give  security  in 
bonds  to  be  approved  by  the  councils  of  cities  of  the  first 
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class,  in  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  as  bonds  of 
such  city  officers  are  now  approved. 

Section  8.  That  in  addition  to  the  salary  allowed  by  law  commissinns  ai- 
to  the  said  receiver  of  taxes,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  com-  •"^''^  torcoUect- 
mission  of  one  and  one  half  per  cent,  on  all  delinquent  or 
outstanding-  taxes  collected  by  him  or  his  deputies,  and 
paid  over  to  the  treasury  of  any  city  of  the  first  class,  for 
which  commission  a'warrant  shall  be  drawn  on  said  treas- 
ury by  said  tax  receiver  monthly- ,  and  countersigned  by  the 
controller  of  any  such  city,  upon  the  production  of  a  certi- 
ficate from  the  treasurer  of  such  citj^  of  the  first  class,  that 
the  amount  of  delinquent  ta-.es  for  which  the  commission 
is  charged  has  been  paid  into  the  city  treasury.  The  re- 
ceiver of  taxes  shall  receive  no  other  compensation  in  addi- 
tion to  his  salary  than  that  herein  provided. 

Section  9.  That  the  said  deputy  collectors  shall  be  paid  compensation  of 
for  their  services  by  a  commission  on  the  amount  of  their  ^^^^  '^^' 
collections,  to  be  fixed  by  the  councils  of  any  city  of  the 
first  class,  said  commission  however  shall  not  exceed  three 
per  cent,  on  the  amount  collected  by  them,  and  they  shall 
draw  the  amount  of  the  said  commission  monthly  out  of 
the  treasury  of  any  such  city,  on  warrants  drawn  by  the 
said  receiver,  and  to  be  countersigned  by  the  controller 
thereof.  In  case  any  such  taxes  shall  be  paid  into  the  said 
receiver's  office  while  the  bills  therefor  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  deputy  or  deputies  for  collection,  he  or  they  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  said  commission  as  though  said  taxes 
were  actually  collected  by  him  or  them. 

Section  10.  That  in  lieu  of  all  the  costs  and  commissions 
now  received  hy  the  collector  of  delinquent  taxes  and  his 
deputies,  there  shall  be  imposed  upon  all  taxes  registered 
as  delinquent  in  accordance  with  the  existing  laws,  the  fol- 
lowing penalties  :  On  the  first  day  of  March  succeeding 
the  registr}^  of  an^-  tax  as  delinquent,  a  penalty  of  one  per 
centum,  and  on  the  first  day  of  each  succeeding  month  dur- 
ing that  year,  an  additional  penalty  of  one  per  centum  ;  and 
if  such  tax  remain  unpaid  until  the  thirty-first  day  of  De- 
cember succeeding  the  registry  thereof,  then  the  receiver  of 
taxes  shall  certif}'  the  same  to  the  city  solicitor  of  any  such 
city,  who  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  file  a  lien  for  the  same 
and  to  collect  the  same  by  due  process  of  law,  and  the  said 
city  solicitor,  in  addition  to  all  other  remedies  possessed 
by  him,  shall  have  all  the  remedies  for  the  collection  of  said 
taxes  herein  given  to  the  said  receiver  of  taxes  and  his 
deputies. 

Section  11.    That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts   heretofore   Repeal. 
passed  inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.

Supplementary  to  an  act,  authorizing  cities  of  the  second  class  to  issue 
bonds  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  street  bonds  and  temporary  loan 
bonds  now  outstanding,  not  exceeding  six  millions  of  dollars,  for 
the  purpose  of  retiring  or  paying  temporary  loan  bonds  and  street 
bonds,  approved  ninth  day  of  jNIay,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  providing  for  the  adjustment  of 
interest  upon  bonds  retired,  repealing  the  fifth  section  of  said  act, 
and  providing,  in  lieu  thereof,  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal  of  the  bonds  issued  vinder  authority  of  said  act. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  the  payment  or 
exchange  of  the  street  and  temporary  loan  bonds,  to  be  re- 
tired under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  sup- 
plement, the  councils  of  the  cities  of  the  second  class  shall 
have  fall  power  to  adjust  the  interest  to  the  date  of  the 
maturity  of  such  bonds,  and  the  amount  of  money  neces- 
sary for  that  purpose  shall  be  payable  either  out  of  the 
proceeds  of  said  bonds,  or  out  of  any  funds  in  the  treasury 
of  any  such  city,  over  the  investment  of  which  said  councils 
may  have  control,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  said  councils 
may  direct. 

Section  2.  That  the  fifth  section  of  said  act  of  Maj^  ninth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  shall  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed ;  and,  in  lieu  thereof,  the  coun- 
cils of  cities  of  the  second  class,  issuing  bonds  under  au- 
thority of  the  said  act,  at  each  time  of  levying  the  munici- 
pal taxes  and  making  the  annual  appropriations,  until  all 
of  the  said  improvement  bonds  are  retired  and  cancelled, 
shall  provide  for,  set  apart  and  appropriate,  from  the  gen- 
eral revenues  of  such  city,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  in- 
terest on  the  said  bonds  during  the  fiscal  year  tlien  next 
ensuing ;  and  the  said  councils  shall,  at  the  same  time,  pro- 
vide, set  apart,  and  appropriate,  out  of  the  general  revenues 
of  such  city,  a  further  sum  sufficient  to  create  a  sinking- 
fund,  equal  in  amount  to  three  and  one  third  per  centum  of 
the  total  amount  of  said  bonds  then  issued,  which  sum  so 
appropriated  shall  be  used  for  the  retirement  and  cancella- 
tion of  said  bonds,  and  for  no  other  purpose. 

Section  3.  That  said  councils  shall  have  authority  to 
provide  for  the  retirement  of  said  improvement  bonds,  out 
of  the  sinking  fund  herein  provided  for,  b}^  the  investment 
of  said  sinking  fund  in  any  of  the  outstanding  obligations 
of  such  city,  or  bonds  of  the  state  of  Pennsjdvania,  or  of 
the  United  States,  at  the  market  price,  upon  due  advertise- 
ment, in  such  form  and  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
the  said  councils. 

Section  4.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  here- 
with, be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  authorize  the  councils  of  cities,  having  less  than  ten  thousand 
population,  to  limit  the  number  of  street  commissioners  and  tax 
collectors. 

Section  L  Be  it  enacted^  &c.^  That  iu  all  cities  of  the 
commonwealth,  having  less  than  ten  thousand  population, 
the  charters  of  which  require  the  appointment  of  one  street 
commissioner  and  one  tax  collector  in  each  of  several  wards, 
the  councils  shall  have  power,  whenever  a  proper  regard  to 
economy  in  public  expenditures  requires,  to  limit  the  num- 
ber of  said  officers,  by  ordinance  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  one  street  commissioner  and  one  tax  collector,  or 
one  of  either  such  officers,  for  the  whole  of  such  cit}^,  with 
the  same  powers  and  duties,  in  regard  to  the  streets  and 
taxes  respectively,  throughout  such  city  as  the  said  several 
ward  officers  now  have.

one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six. 

Section  \.  Be  it  enacted.,  &c  ,  That  where  an}-  convey- 
ances of  real  estate  in  this  commonwealth  have  been  made 
by  any  alien,  or  any  foreign  corporation,  or  corpoi'ations  of 
another,  or  of  this  state,  to  any  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
or  to  any  corporation  chartered  under  the  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth, and  authorized  to  hold  real  estate,  before  any 
inquisition  shall  have  been  taken  against  the  real  estate  so 
held  to  escheat  the  same,  such  citizen  or  corporation,  grantee 
as  aforesaid,  shall  hold  and  may  convey  such  title  and  es- 
tate indefeasibly  as  to  any  right  of  escheat  in  this  common- 
wealth, by  reason  of  such  real  estate  having  been  held  by 
an  alien,  or  corporation  not  authorized  to  hold  the  same  by 
the  laws  of  this  commonwealth.

AN  ACT 

Relating  to  the  collection  of  borough  tax  in  the  boroughs  of  the  com- 
monwealth of  Penusyvania. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c.,  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  burgess  and 
town  council  of  any  borough  in  this  commonwealth,  by  res- 
olution of  the  burgess  and  council,  to  authorize  the  collec- 
tion of  the  borough  tax  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  The  council  shall  place  in  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer  a  certified  duplicate  of  the  borough  tax,  and  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  give  at  least  one  month  notice  to  each 
and  evei'y  resident  taxable,  by  a  written  or  printed  notice, 
duly  served  where  personal  service  is  practicable,  and  duly 
mailed  in  case  of  non-residents,  which  notice  shall  specify 
the  amounts  and  kinds  of  taxes,  and  of  the  time  and  place 
at  which  he  will  attend,  at  least  one  day  each  week  during 
the  tw^o  months  after  the  time  fixed  for  receiving  said  tax, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  borough  tax,  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  receive  and  receipt  for  all  borough  tax  given  him 
for  three  months  after  the  date  of  said  notice  :  Provided, 
That  if  any  person,  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  two 
months  after  the  date  of  said  notice,  shall  pay  to  the  treas- 
urer the  amount  of  his  or  her  tax,  such  person  shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  deduction  of  five  per  centum  on  the  amount  thereof, 
and  for  the  remaining  month  he  shall  make  no  abatement  on 
the  taxes  received. 

Section  3.  In  case  the  taxes  are  not  all  paid,  on  or  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  said 
notice,  the  town  council  shall  elect  a  collector,  have  the  du- 
plicate placed  in  his  hands,  and  the  bui-gess  shall  issue  to

manner  heretofore  provided  by  law ;  he  shall  be  allowed 
such  compensation  as  shall  be  agreed  upon,  not  exceeding 
five  per  centum  of  the  amount  collected,  except  in  case  of 
distress  and  sale  of  goods  he  shall  receive  the  same  fees  as 
are  allowed  by  law  to  constables  for  a  levy  and  sale  upon  a 
writ  of  execution,  which  fees  he  shall  retain  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sales,  after  deducting  the  taxes  and  the  addi- 
tion of  five  per  centum  thereon. 

Section  4.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  for  the  collection  of 
borough  tax,  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed,  so 
far  as  they  relate  to  boroughs  in  which  the  burgess  and  coun- 
cil authorize  the  collection  of  borough  tax,  by  the  provisions 
of  this  act :  Provided,  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  taxes 
the  collection  of  which  is  regulated  by  a  local  law.

Granting  power  to  counties,  cities  (except  cities  of  the  tirst  and  second 
classes),  boroughs,  municipalities  or  school  districts  in  this  com- 
monwealth, which  have  issued  bonds  or  other  interest  bearing  ev- 
idences of  indebtedness,  to  redeem  the  same  and  issue  new  bonds 
therefor,  with  or  without  interest  coupons  attached. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  all  cases  where  anj* 
comity,  cit}^  (except  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes), 
boroughs,  miinicipalit}^  or  school  district  in  this  common- 
wealth, has,  b}'  virtue  of  any  general  or  special  act  of  as- 
sembl}',  issued  bonds  or  other  interest  bearing  evidences  of 
indebtedness,  with  or  without  interest  coupons  attached,  to 
secure  any  indebtedness  of  any  such  county,  city,  borough, 
municipality  or  school  district,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such 
count}',  city  (except  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes), 
borough,  municipality  or  school  district,  to  redeem  or  pay 
off  any  or  all  of  the  bonds  or  other  interest  bearing  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  so  issued,  which  ma}'  be  matured  or 
payable,  or  whenever  any  county,  city  (except  cities  of  the 
first  and  second  classes),  borough,  municipality  or  school 
district  shall  have  the  option  to  redeem  or  pay  any  such 
bonds  or  interest  bearing  evidences  of  indebtedness,  and  for 
that  purpose  shall  have  the  right  to  issue  and  sell  bonds, 
either  with  or  without  coupons  attached,  bearing  interest 
n  3t  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum ,  redeemable  at  the 
option  of  the  county,  city,  borough,  municipality  or  school 
district,  issuing  the  same,  in  five  years,  and  pa3'able  at  any 
time  not  exceeding  twenty  3'ears  after  the  date  thereof,  and 
not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  amount  of  the  bonds  or 
other  evidences  of  indebtedness  so  redeemed  or  paid,  and 
the  said  bonds  so  issued  or  sold,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  except 
for  state  purposes.

Be  it  enacted^  &c.^  That  any  person,  under 
the  age  of  twenty-one  j'ears,  who  shall  knowingly  and  falsely 
represent  himself  to  be  twenty-one  3'^ears  of  age  to  an}^ 
licensed  inn-keeper,  restaurant  keeper  or  other  person,  for 
the  purpose  of  procuring,  or  having  furnished  to  him,  by 
sale,  gift  or  otherwise,  any  intoxicating  liquors,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  in 
any  court  of  quarter  sessions  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars,  or  undergo  an  im- 
prisonment in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
thirty  days.

phans' courts,  and  shall  read  as  follows,  namely  :  ''  That  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or  the  or- 
phans' courts,  of  the  county,  which  shall  be  the  residence 
of  any  trustee,  or  trustees,  of  a  trust  created  to  continue 
for,  or  during,  a  life  or  lives,  or  marriage,  on  the  petition 
of  any  surety  of  such  trustee  or  trustees,  to  issue  a  citation, 
requiring  such  trustee,  or  trustees,  at  the  return  thereof, 
during  any  regular  term  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or 
orphans'  court,  not  less  than  thirty  days  notice  to  be  given

uoai  operators  to  SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  from  and  after  the 
fanle  OT sTe'tchers  passage  of  this  act,  every  individual,  firm  or  corporation, 
lor  each  colliery,      engaged  in  the  mining  of  anthiacite  coal  in  this  common- 
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wealth,  shall  keep  at  every  colliery,  worked  by  said  indi- 
vidual, firm  or  corporation,  except  as  hereafter  provided, 
an  ambulance  or  two  stretchers,  properl}^  constructed  as 
the  mine  inspector  of  the  district  ma}'^  deem  the  most  suita- 
ble, for  the  purpose  of  conveying,  to  Jheir  homes  or  board- 
ing houses,  any  person  injured  in  or  about  the  colliery  or 
mine  of  such  operator  or  operators,  while  engaged  at  his 
usual  or  temporary  employment. 

Section  2.  If  an  ambulance,  it  shall  be  a  closed  vehicle 
with  windows,  and  shall  be  of  sufllcient  size  to  convey  at 
least  two  injured  persons,  with  two  attendants,  at  the  same 
time,  and  shall  be  provided  with  suitable  springs,  mattresses 
with  roller  beds,  which  may  be  removed  at  pleasure,  into 
or  from  the  vehicle,  seats  for  the  accommodation  of  attend- 
ants, and  sufficient  covering  for  the  protection  and  comfort 
of  the  injured  ;  and  in  all  cases  the  injured  person  shall  be 
conveyed  to  his  home  or  boarding  house  in  said  ambulance 
or  stretcher,  except  as  in  cases  hereinafter  named. 

Sectiox  3.  Such  ambulance  or  stretcher  shall  be  in  charge 
of  one  of  the  superintendents  of  the  colliery  or  collieries, 
and  in  his  absence  of  some  person  convenient  to  the  col- 
liery, and  shall  always  be  kept  under  cover  and  in  readiness 
for  use. 

Section  4.  In  case  the  distance  from  the  colliery,  to  the 
home  or  boarding  house  of  the  injured  person,  is  such  that 
he  ma_v  be  quicker  and  more  conveniently  carried  by  rail- 
way, then  such  a  mode  of  conveyance  shall  be  permitted  : 
Provided^  always.  That  such  conveyance  be  under  cover, 
and  the  comfort  of  the  injured  person  be  duly  provided  for. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mine  inspectors  of 
the  several  anthracite  coal  districts  in  the  state  to  notifv, 
immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  every  individual, 
firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  mining  of  coal  in  their 
respective  districts,  of  the  requirements  of  this  act.  and,  not 
later  than  six  months  after  such  notification,  they  shall 
personally  visit  every  colliery  in  their  respective  districts, 
and  in  case  they  shall  find  that  any  operator  or  operators 
have  neglected  or  refused  to  comply  with  the  requirements

To  authorize  an  additional  law  judge  of  the  several  courts  of  the  third 

judicial  district. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.^  That  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  third  jitdicial  district  shall,  at  the  next  general  elec- 
tion, in  the  same  manner  prescribed  by  law  for  the  election 
of  president  judge,  elect  one  person  for  said  district,  learned 
in  the  law,  to  serve  as  an  additional  law  judge  of  the  several 
courts  in  said  district;  said  additional  law  judge  shall  pos- 
sess the  same  qualifications  which  are  required  by  the  con- 
stitution and  the  laws  for  president  judge,  and  shall  be  com- 
missioned by  the  governor,  and  hold  his  office  by  the  same 
tenure,  as  other  judges  of  courts  of  record,  required  to  be 
learned  in  the  law,  and  for  the  same  term  as  the  president 
judge  ;  vacancies  in  the  otBce  hereby  created,  whether  caused 
by  death,  resignation,  expiration  of  term  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  by  law  in  case  of 
similar  vacancy  in  the  office  of  president  judge;  the  said 
additional  law  judge  shall  have  the  same  power,  authority 
and  jurisdiction  in  term  time  and  in  vacation,  in  the  several 
courts  of  the  said  district,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties, 
provisions  and  penalties  as  the  president  judge  thereof,  and 
receiA^e  the  same  compensation  for  his  services,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  state  treasury,  in  quarterly  payments,  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  salaries  of  president  judges  are  now  paid; 
that  the  said  additional  law  judge  shall  have  the  same  power 
and  authority  to  hold  special  and  adjourned  courts,  in  his 
own  or  other  judicial  districts,  as  jDresident  judges  have  by 
existing  laws. 

Section  2.  Any  one  of  the  judges  of  the  said  third  judi- 
cial district  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  hold  the 
orphans'  court  and  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  dis- 
trict, and  to  try  all  civil  pleas  and  actions,  real,  personal  and 
mixed  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  one  of  the  said  judges, 
when  he  thinks  it  expedient,  to  reserve  questions  of  law 
which  may  arise  on  trial  of  a  cause,  for  the  consideration 
and  judgment  of  both  of  the  said  judges,  sitting  together; 
Provided^  That  if  the  said  judges  shall  disagree  on  any 
question,  reserved  as  aforesaid,  the  opinion  of  the  judge, 
before  whom  the  cause  was  tried,  shall  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  court :  And  provided,  also,  That  either  party 
shall  have  the  right  to  a  bill  of  exceptions  to  the  opinion  of 
the  court,  as  if  the  point  had  been  ruled  and  decided  on  the 
trial  of  the  cause.

Each  of  the  judges  of  the  said  third  judicial 
district  shall  have  equal  jurisdiction  in  the  civil  and  crimi- 
nal courts  of  the  said  district.  And  any  one  of  said  judges 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make  all  such  orders 
and  decrees  and  render  all  such  judgments  as  he  shall  con- 
sider just  and  equitable,  in  all  cases  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  several  courts  of  the  said  district,  or  within  the  jur- 
isdiction of  the  president  judge  thereof. 

Section  5.  The  governor  is  hereby  authorized,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  to  appoint  some  competent 
person,  learned  in  the  law,  as  additional  law  judge  of  the 
said  third  judicial  district,  vintil  the  next  general  election.

policy,  nor  shall  such  application  or  by-laws  be  considered 
a  part  of  the  policy  or  contract  between  such  parties.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  all  companies,  incor- 
porated under  the  provisions  of  said  act,  for  the  insurance 
of  owners  of  real  estate,  mortgages  and  others  interested 
in  real  estate,  from  loss  hy  reason  of  defective  titles,  liens 
and  incumbrances,  and  whose  capital  stock  shall  not  be  less 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized : 

First.  To  receive  and  hold  on  deposit,  and  in  trust,  and 
as  security,  estate  real  and  personal,  including  the  notes, 
bonds,  obligations  of  States,  individuals,  companies  and 
corporations,  and  the  same  to  purchase,  collect,  adjust  and 
settle,  sell  and  dispose  of,  in  any  manner,  without  proceed- 
ing in  law  or  equity,  and  for  such  price  and  on  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  on  between  them  and  parties  contracting  with 
them :  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  author- 
ize said  companies  to  engage  in  the  business  of  banking. 

Second.  To  make  insurance  for  the  fidelity  of  persons 
holding  places  of  responsibility  and  of  trust,  and  to  receive 
upon  deposit  for  safe  keeping  jewelry,  plate,  stocks,  bonds 
and  valuable  property  of  every  description,  upon  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  upon. 

Third.  To  act  as  assignees,  receivers,  guardians,  execu- 
tors, administrators,  and  to  execute  trusts  of  every  descrip- 
tion, not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States. 

Fourth.  To  act  as  agents,  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  or 
countersigning  the  certificates  of  stock,  bonds  or  other  obli- 
gations, of  any  corporation,  association,  municipality,  State 
or  public  authority,  and  to  receive  and  manage  any  sinking 
fund  thereof  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

Fifth.  To  become  sole  surety,  in  any  case  where  by  law 
one  or  more  sureties  may  be  required  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  any  trust  or  office. 

Sixth.  To  take,  receive  and  hold,  any  and  all  such  pieces 
of  real  property,  as  may  have  been  the  subject  of  any  insur- 
ance made  by  such  companies,  under  the  powers  conferred 
by  their  charter,  and  the  same  to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  conA^ey 
and  dispose  of  in  such  manner  as  they  ma}'  see  proper. 
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Section  2.  That  whenever  such  companies  shall  receive 
and  accept  the  office  or  appointment  of  assignees,  receiver, 
guardian,  executor,  administrator,  or  be  directed  to  execute 
any  trust  whatever,  the  capital  of  the  said  companies  shall 
be  taken  and  considered  as  the  security,  required  by  law 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  be  absolutely  liable  in  case  of  any  default  whatever. 

Section  3.  That  any  executor,  administrator,  guardian  or 
other  trustee,  having  the  custody  or  control  of  any  bonds, 
stocks,  securities  or  other  valuables  belonging  to  others, 
shall  be  authorized  to  deposit  the  same  for  safe  keeping  with 
said  company. 

Section  4.  That  whenever  any  court  shall  appoint  said 
companies  assignees,  receiver,  guardian,  executor,  adminis- 
trator, or  to  execute  any  trust  whatever,  the  said  court  may 
in  its  discretion,  or  upon  the  application  of  an}-  person  in- 
terested, appoint  a  suitable  person  to  investigate  the  affairs 
and  management  of  the  company  so  appointed,  who  shall 
report  to  such  court  the  manner  in  which  its  investments 
are  made  and.  the  security  afforded  to  those,  by  or  for  whom 
its  engagements  are  held ;  and  the  expense  of  such  investi- 
gation shall  be  defrayed  by  the  said  company,  or  the  court 
may,  if  deemed  necessary,  examine  the  officers  of  said  com- 
pany under  oath  or  affirmation  as  to  the  security  aforesaid. 

Section  5.  The  said  company  shall  keep  all  trust  funds 
and  investments  separate  and  apart  from  the  fxssets  of  the 
company,  and  all  investments  made  by  said  companies  as 
fiduciaries  shall  be  so  designated  as  that  the  trust,  to  which 
such  investment  shall  belong,  shall  be  clearly  known. 

Section  6.  Such  companies,  before  exercising  any  of  the 
powders  conferred  by  this  act,  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of 
the  commonwealth  a  certificate  of  their  acceptance  of  the

and  a  copy  of  such  resolutions,  duly  certified  under  the  seal 
of  such  corporation,  shall  have  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
auditor  general:  Provided,  further,  That  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  any  company  that  did  not  commence  the  construc- 
tion of  their  road  within  the  limit  required  by  law :  And 
inprooftobe  provided,  further,  That  no  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to 
^  the  benefits  of  this  act,  until  the  directors,  trustees,  or  other 

proper  officer  thereof,  shall  have  filed  with  the  auditor  gen- 
eral proof,  under  oath,  that  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
have  been  actually  expended  in  the  construction  of  said

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false  swearing  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  per- 
jury, and  punishable  as  perjury  is  now  provided  by  law.

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  and  regulation 
of  railroad  corporations,"  approved  the  fourth  day  of  April,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  authorizing 
railroad  comiianies  incorporated  under  said  act,  and  supplements 
thereto,  not  exceeding  fifteen  miles  in  length,  to  extend  their  lines. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c.,  Tiiat  any  railroad  company, 
now  incorporated,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be  incorporated, 
under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Assembly,  entitled  "An 
act  to  authorize  the  foi'mation  and  regulation  of  railroad 
companies,"  approved  the  fourth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty  eight,  and  the  sup- 
plements thereto,  for  the  construction  of  a  railroad  not  ex- 
ceeding fifteen  miles  in  length,  which  shall  be  desirous  of  ex- 
tending its  line  of  railroad,  and  shall  so  determine  by  a  vote 
of  its  stockholders  called  for  that  purpose,  the  president  and 
directors  of  such  company  may  make  and  sign  amended 
and  supplemental  articles  of  association,  in  which  shall  be 
stated  : 

First.  The  name  of  the  company. 

Second.  The  number  of  years  the  same  is  to  continue. 

Third.  The  places  from  and  to  which  the  road  is  to  be 
constructed,  or  maintained  and  operated. 

Fourth.  The  length  of  such  road,  as  proposed  to  be  ex- 
tended, as  near  as  may  be. 

Fifth.  The  name  of  each  county  in  the  state  through  or 
into  which  it  is  made,  or  intended  to  be  made. 

Sixth.  The  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company, 
as  originally  incorporated. 

Seventh.  The  amount  of  capital  stock  of  the  company, 
under  the  amended  and  supplemental  articles  of  association, 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  five  thousand  dollars  for  every 
mile  of  road  constructed,  or  proposed  to  be  constructed, 
and  that  ten  per  centum  has  been  paid  thereon,  in  good  faith, 
to  the  treasury  of  said  company. 

Eighth.  The  number  of  shares  of  which  said  capital  stock 
shall  consist. 

Ninth.  The  names,  and  places  of  residence,  of  the  sub- 
scribers to  the  capital  stock,  and  the  number  of  shares  sub- 
scribed by  each. 

Tenth.  The  names,  and  places  of  residence,  of  the  presi- 
dent, treasurer  and  directors  of  said  company. 

Such  articles  of  association  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the 
president  and  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  such  company, 
before  some  officer  competent  to  take  acknowledgments  of 
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deeds,  in  the  county  where  the  principal  office  is  designed 
to  be  located,  and  may  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  the  commonwealth,  who  shall  endorse  thereon  the  da}^  on 
which  the  same  were  filed,  and  record  the  same  in  a  book, 
provided  by  him  for  that  purpose  ;  and  thereupon  the  said 
amended  and  supplemental  articles  of  association  shall  be- 
come and  be  a  charter  for  said  company,  and  all  persons 
who  shall  have  become  stockholders  of  said  compan}-,  and 
who  shall  thereafter  become  stockholders  in  such  companj^, 
shall  be  a  corporation,  by  the  name  specified  in  such  articles 
of  association  or  charter,  with  all  the  rights,  privileges  and 
property  enjoj^ed  by  said  corporation  under  its  original  ar- 
ticles of  association,  with  power  to  use  and  enjoy  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  conferred  by  the  said  act,  entitled 
"An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  and  regulation  of  rail- 
road corporations,"  approved  the  fourth  day  of  April,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and 
the  several  supplements  thereto,  for  the  construction,  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  a  railroad,  for  the  length  of  road 
named  in  the  said  amended  and  supplemental  articles  of  as- 
sociation. 

Section  2.  On  filing  the  amended  articles  of  association, 
the  gOA'ernor  shall  issue  his  letters  patent,  extending  the 
rights  and  powers  of  the  said  corporation,  in  acciordance 
with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  said  amended  articles  of 
association,  with  power  to  use  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  of 
the  said  corporation  under  its  original  articles  of  association 
and  charter,  and  as  extended  by  the  said  amended  and  sup- 
plemental articles  of  association,  and  all  the  powers  and 
privileges  conferred  by  the  act  aforesaid,  and  the  several 
supplements,  between  the  limits  therein  named  ;  subject  to 
all  the  provisions  and  restrictions  of  said  act  and  the  sup- 
plements thereto. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  inure  to 
the  benefit  of  an 3^  corporation,  unless  such  corporation  shall, 
before  claiming  or  using  the  benefits  of  this  act,  file  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  an  acceptance 
of  the  provisions  of  article  sixteen  of  the  constitution  of 
this  commonwealth,  which  accceptance  shall  be  made  b^'- 
resolution,  adopted  at  a  regular  or  called  meeting  of  the 
directors,  trustees  or  other  proper  officers  of  such  corpora- 
tion, certified  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation  ;  and  a  copy 
of  which  resolution,  certified  under  the  seal  of  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  shall  be  evidence  for 
all  purposes.

vey, and  dispose  of  their  property,  and  make  title  therefor, 
as  fully  and  effectually  as  if  their  charters  had  not  expired  ; 
and  the  otlicers  last  elected,  or  the  survivors  of  them,  shall 
be  officers  to  represent  said  corporations  for  such  purposes, 
and  if  no  officers  survive,  th^ stockholders  may  elect  officers 
under  their  by-laws  :  Provided,  That  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued only  so  as  to  enable  said  corporations  to  realize 
and  divide  their  assets,  and  wind  up  their  affairs,  and  not 
to  transact  new  business.

Making  au  appropriation  to  the  harbor  master  of  the  port  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

Whereas,  The  duties  of  the  harbor  master  have  greatly 
increased  within  the  last  few  years,  and  continue  to  increase 
from  year  to  year  : 

And  whereas,  It  becomes  necessary  to  have  additional 
deputies  to  assist  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties, 
which  are  necessarily  imperative  to  the  protection  of  ves- 
sels, and  to  the  advantage  of  the  commercial  interests  of 
the  commonwealth  ;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  in  addition  to  the 
pay,  salary  and  allowance,  now  allowed  by  law,  the  further 
sum  of  six  thousand  ($6000)  dollars  is  hereby  approimated 
for  each  of  the  years,  commencing  June  first.  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  for  the  payment  of  the 
current  expenses  of  the  said  harbor  master  ;  and  the  state 
treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same,  in  quarterly 
payments,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  on  the  warrants  of  the  auditor  general,  which 
shall  be  issued  only  after  filing,  with  the  accounting  officers 
of  the  commonwealth,  of  proper  vouchers  for  the  necessary 
expenses  incurred.

Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  any  of  the  several 
counties  of  the  commonwealth,  wherein,  by  existing  laws, 
the  county  treasurer  is  authorized  and  required  to  collect 
state  and  county  taxes  during  a  certain  period,  after  which 
all  unpaid  or  delinquent  taxes  are  collected  b}^  collectors 
appointed  under  existing  laws,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
county  treasurer,  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  October  in 
each  year,  in  any  election  district,  where  such  collector  of 
unpaid  or  delinquent  taxes  ma}'  not  have  been  appointed, 
to  receive  such  unpaid  or  delinquent  taxes,  until  a  collector 
be  appointed  and  qualified  as  provided  for  under  existing 
laws  :  Provided,  That  no  per  centage  shall  be  charged  and 
allowed  the  treasurer  for  collecting  such  taxes.

upon  them  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and 
any  of  said  parties  assessed  has  paid,  or  shall  have  paid,  to 
such  city,  before  such  settlement  or  compromise,  a  larger 
proportion  or  amount  of  the  lien  or  assessment  against  him

AN  ACT 

Fixing  the  regular  term  of  office  of  select  and  common  councilmen 
in  cities  of  the  third  class,  and  prohibiting  them  from  holding  office 
or  employment  under  councils,  except  after  resigning. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c.^  That  hereafter,  in  cities  of 
the  third  class,  except  as  herein  provided,  the  regular  term 
of  members  of  select  council  shall  be  four  years,  and  of 
common  council  two  years  :  Provided,  That  at  the  first 
regular  municipal  election  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
its  acceptance  by  councils  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  mem- 
bers of  select  and  common  councils  shall  be  elected  for  a 
term  of  three  years,  and  at  the  second  regular  municipal 
election,  after  the  passage  of  this  act  as  aforesaid,  the  mem- 
bers of  select  council,  whose  term  of  office  shall  then  have 
expired,  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  there- 
after the  elections  for  councilmen  shall  be  held  biennially. 

Section  2.  The  qualifications  of  members,  chosen  under 
this  act  in  any  city  accepting  the  same,  shall  be  as  at  pres- 
ent established  in  such  city,  excepting  that  they  shall  not 
be  eligible  to  election  or  appointment  to  any  office  or  em- 
ployment, directly  or  indirectl}^,  under  councils,  during  the 
term  for  which  such  member  was  elected,  unless  previously 
resigning  ;  but,  after  resigning,  an}^  such  member  may,  in 
any  of  such  cities  accepting  this  act,  be  elected  or  appointed 
to  any  such  office  or  employment :  Provided,  Such  office  or 
employment  was  not  created  by  councils  during  the  time 
such  member  served  in  councils. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  not  go  into  effect  in  any  city  of 
the  third  class,  until  accepted  by  the  councils  thereof  by 
ordinance. 

Section  4.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  here- 
with, be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

We  do  certify^  that  the  bill,  entitled  "An  act  fixing  the 
regular  term  of  office  of  select  and  common  councilmen  in 
cities  of  the  third  class,  and  prohibiting  them  from  holding 
office  or  employment  under  councils,  except  after  resign- 
ing," was  presented  to  the  governor  on  the  twelfth  day  of 
May,  A.  D.  1881,  and  was  not  returned  within  ten  days  af- 
ter it  had  been  presented  to  him  ;  Wherefore,  it  has,  agree- 
ably to  the  constitution  of  this  commonwealth,  become  a 
law  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it.

AN  ACT 

To  authorize  the  several  boards  of  school  directors  of  this  common- 
wealth, except  in  cities  of  the  first,  second  and  third  class,  to  re- 
fund any  indebtedness  of  their  respective  school  districts,  at  a  lower 
rate  of  interest,  and  declaring  bonds  or  certificates  heretofore  issued 
for  such  purpose  valid. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  Sc,  That  the  school  directors 
of  the  several  school  districts  in  this  commonwealth,  ex- 
cept in  cities  of  the  first,  second  and  third  class,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  bonds,  with  or  without  cou- 
pons attached,  to  redeem  the  present  indebtedness  of  the 
respective  districts,  where  the  indebtedness  is  due  or  pay- 
able, at  the  option  of  said  boards,  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest, 
redeemable,  at  the  option  of  said  school  directors,  at  any 
time  after  two  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and  payable  in 
twenty  years  from  date  thereof,  interest  payable  semi-annu- 
ally ;  which  bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  all  taxes,  except 
for  state  purposes,  and  shall  not  be  sold  at  less  than  par  by 
said  school  boards.

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  larovide  for  the  incorporation,  and  for 
the  government  and  regulation  of  street  i-ailway  companies  now 
incorporated  or  wliich  may  hereafter  be  incorporated,  in  cities  of 
the  second  and  third  class,  in  this  commonwealth,"  approved 
March  nineteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine, 
limiting  the  capital  stock  of  said  railway  companies,  authorizing 
them  to  consolidate  with,  use,  lease  or  purchase  other  lines,  to 
make  connections  or  extensions,  cross  street  passenger  railroads  at 
grade  and  cross  bridges,  other  than  steam  railroad  bridges,  pro- 
viding for  assessment  of  damages  for  use  and  crossing  railroads 
and  bridges,  and,  with  consent  of  councils,  to  change  route. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  any  passenger  rail- 
way company,  incorporated  under  the  act  to  which  this  is 
a  supplement,  shall  have  and  is  hereby  granted  power,  by 
its  officers  and  servants,  to  ascertain  and  define  such  route 
as  they  may  deem  expedient,  over,  upon  and  along  any 
bridge  or  bridges,  other  than  steam  railroad  bridges,  on  the 
route  of  such  railway  company,  not  however  exceeding  suf- 
ficient width  for  two  tracks,  to  be  laid  down,  on,  over  and 
along  such  bridge,  and  thereupon,  on,  over  and  along  such 
bridge  or  bridges,  to  la}^  down,  construct  and  establish  a 
track  or  tracks  for  its  use  in  the  transaction  of  its  business, 
and  thereupon  to  use  the  same  in  its  general  business.  This 
act  shall  include  all  bridges,  other  than  steam  railroad 
bridges,  whether  owned  by  bridge  corporations  or  individ- 
uals, an  approach  to  which  is  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  city,  within  which  the  route  or  proposed  route  runs, 
and  whether  such  bridge  spans  a  stream  or  river  navigable 
or  otherwise,  and  also  all  bridges,  other  than  steam  railroad 
bridges,  extending  over  any  stream  from  cities  of  the  second 
class  to  cities  of  the  third  class  ;  and  this  act  shall  also  in- 
clude ail  bridges,  other  than  steam  railroad  bridges,  on 
which  a  track  or  tracks  for  a  passenger  railway  company  is 
or  are  now  laid  or  used,  and  shall  also  include  all  passenger 
railwa3's  now  in  occupation  or  use  of  any  such  bridge  or 
bridges  :  Provided,  That  before  such  passenger  railway  com- 
pany shall  enter  upon  and  use  any  such  bridge  in  the  la^'ing 
of  tracks  and  use  of  the  same  or  the  use  of  tracks  now  laid 
upop  any  bridge,  they  shall  make,  or  secure  by  a  bond  as  here- 
inafter stated,  ample  compensation  to  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof,  for  such  occupation  and  use  of  said  bridge. 

Section  2.  When  said  railway  compan}^  cannot  agree 
with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  bridge  for  the  com-

pensation  proper  for  the  damage  done,  or  likely  to  be  done 
to,  or  sustained  by  such  owner  or  owners  of  such  bridge, 
by  such  occupation  and  use  of  said  bridge,  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  on  application  thereto 
by  petition,  either  by  said  railway  company,  or  the  owner 
or  owners  of  said  bridge,  shall  appoint  three  discreet  free- 
holders of  said  county,  neither  of  whom  shall  be  interested 
in  said  railway  company,  or  sa^.d  bridge,  as  viewers,  and  ap- 
point a  time,  not  less  than  ten  or  m-^re  than  twenty  days, 
for  said  viewers  to  meet  at  said  bridge,  of  which  time  and 
place  five  days'  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  petitioner  to 
the  other  party  and  to  the  viewers ;  and  the  said  viewers, 
or  any  two  of  them,  having  been  first  duly  sworn  or  affirmed 
faithfully,  justly  and  impartially  to  decide,  and  true  report 
to  make,  concerning  all  matters  and  things  to  be  submitted 
to  them,  and  in  relation  to  which  they  are  authorized  to 
decide,  and  having  viewed  the  said  bridge,  and  considered 
the  use  and  occupation  thereof  proposed  by  the  said  railway 
company,  and  having  a  due  regard  to  and  making  just  al- 
lowance for  the  advantages  which  may  have  resulted,  or 
which  may  seem  likely  to  result,  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
said  bridge,  in  consequence  of  the  making  and  opening  said 
railway,  and  of  the  construction  of  tracks  connected  there- 
with, and,  having  made  a  fair  and  just  comparison  of  said 
advantages  and  disadvantages,  they  shall  estimate  and  de- 
termine whether,  and  if  any  what  amount  of,  damages  has 
been  or  may  be  sustained  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
bridge,  and  to  whom  payable,  and  to  make  report  thereof 
to  the  said  court ;  and  if  any  damages  be  awarded,  and  the 
report  be  confirmed  by  the  court,  judgment  shall  be  entered 
thereon,  and  if  the  amount  of  such  judgment  with  all  costs 
be  not  paid  within  thirty  days,  execution  may  thereon  issue, 
as  in  other  cases  of  debt,  for  the  sum  so  awarded,  and  the 
costs  and  expenses  so  incurred  shall  be  paid  by  said  railway 
company.  Each  viewer  shall  be  entitled  to  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  for  each  day  by  him  employed  in  the  duties 
herein  prescribed,  and  it  shall  be  paid  by  the  railway  com- 
pany. Either  party  may  file  exceptions  to  the  viewers'  re- 
port, and,  if  allowed,  a  new  view  shall  be  ordered. 

Section  3.  In  all  cases  arising  under  this  act,  either  party 
may,  within  thirty  days  after  the  confirmation  of  the  viewers' 
report,  appeal  therefrom  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  by 
which  said  viewers  were  appointed,  and  the  same  shall  then 
be  tried  by  such  court  and  a  jury,  and  after  final  judgment, 
either  party  may  have  a  writ  of  error  thereto  from  the  su- 
preme court,  as  in  other  cases. 

Section  4.  In  all  cases  where  the  parties  cannot  agree 
upon  the  amount  of  damages  so  claimed,  the  railway  com- 
pany may  tender  a  bond,  with  at  least  two  sufficient  sure- 
ties, to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  bridge,  the  condition 
of  which  shall  be  that  the  railway  company  will  pay  or  cause 
to  be  paid,  such  amount  of  damages  as  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  bridge  may  be  entitled  to  receive,  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  or  assessed  in 
the  manner  hereinbefore  provided  ;  and  in  case  the  owner 
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or  owners  of  such  bridge,  claiming  damages,  refuse  and  do 
not  accept  such  bond,  as  tendered,  the  railway  company  shall 
then  give  to  such  owner  or  owners  a  written  notice  of  the 
time  when  the  same  will  be  presented  for  filing  and  approval 
in  court,  and,  at  said  time,  the  said  railway  company  may 
present  such  bond  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county,  and,  if  the  bond  and  sureties  are  approved,  the  same 
shall  be  filed  in  court  for  the  benefit  of  those  interested,  and 
recovery  may  be  had  thereon,  for  the  amount  of  damages 
assessed,  if  the  same  cannot  be  made  upon  execution  upon 
the  judgment  recovered  ;  and  upon  the  filing  of  such  bond, 
the  railway  company  are  empowered  to  enter  into  the  use 
and  occupation  of  the  bridge. 

Section  5.  That  the  passenger  railway  company  may,  if  it 
deems  proper,  in  its  petition  for  the  appointment  of  viewers 
to  assess  the  damages  incurred  b}^  its  proposed  use  of  such 
bridge  as  aforesaid  which  it  desires  to  cross,  pray  that  the 
damages,  for  such  crossing  and  use  of  said  bridge  for  the 
purpose  of  its  road  and  business,  shall  be  assessed,  payable 
yearlv,  and  thereupon  the  said  viewers  shall  ascertain  and 
determine  : 

First.  What  damages  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  bridge 
will  suffer,  by  reason  of  the  laying  down,  over  and  across 
the  bridge,  the  track  or  tracks  of  the  railway  company  ;  and 

Second.  What  damages  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  bridge 
will  suffer,  by  reason  of  the  use,  for  one  year,  of  the  track 
or  tracks  by  the  railway  company  in  its  business  ;  and  the 
finding  shall  be  distinct  as  to  each.  Thereupon  the  railway 
company  may,  by  paying,  or,  before  the  final  settlement  of 
the  amount  to  be  paid,  securing  the  same  by  bond  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  the  damages,  both  for  the  laying  down 
of  its  track  or  tracks  and  for  the  use  of  the  same  for  one 
year,  have  the  right  to  lay  down  its  track  or  tracks  over 
and  along  the  roadway  of  the  bridge,  and  use  the  same  for 
the  purposes  of  its  business  for  the  next  ensuing  year  ;  and 
the  railway  company,  by  paying  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
the  bridge,  before  the  termination  of  the  first  year,  the  sum 
assessed  as  the  damages  for  the  use  of  the  bridge  for  one 
year,  shall  be  entitled  to  use  the  bridge  for  the  ensuing 
year  ;  and  so  on,  from  year  to  year,  until  the  sum  is  changed 
on  the  petition  of  either  party  to  court  and  proceedings  by 
viewers  as  hereinbefore  provided.  This  section  shall  in- 
clude all  bridges,  other  than  steam  railroad  bridges,  upon 
which  a  railway-  track  or  tracks  are  now  laid,  and  also  any 
street  passenger  railway  company  incorporated  under  the 
act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  using  any  such  bridge. 
The  appointment  of  viewers,  reports  of  viewers,  action  of 
the  court  and  appeals  therefrom,  on  proceedings  under  this 
section,  shall  conform  to,  and  be  regulated  in,  the  manner 
prescribed  in  the  preceding  sections. 

Section  6.  Any  company,  now  or  hereafter  incorporated 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment, shall  have  the  right  to  cross  at  grade,  either  at  right 
angles  or  transversely,  any  street  passenger  railway  that  is 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  built,  and  also  to  connect  their 
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railway  with  that  of  any  other  street  passenger  railway,  now 
or  hereafter  constructed  in  any  city  of  the  second  or  third 
class,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  between  such  companies ;  but  if  such  companies  can- 
not agree  upon  terms,  then  either  company  may  present  its 
petition  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county, 
setting  forth  the  facts  and  its  purpose  to  cross  or  connect 
such  tracks,  and  praying  the  court  to  appoint  viewers  to 
\assess  the  damages  for  such  crossing  or  connection.  There- 
upon, the  court  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  persons  as 
viewers,  who,  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  court,  of  which 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  companies,  shall  view  the  point 
at  which  the  tracks  are  to  be  crossed  or  connected,  and, 
after  hearing  evidence,  report  what  sum  of  money,  if  any, 
shall  be  paid  for  actual  damages,  by  reason  of  such  crossing 
or  connection.  This  report  the  court  may  approve,  or  set 
aside  and  appoint  new  viewers,  and  from  the  decision  court 
within  ten  days  either  side  may  appeal,  and  demand  a  jury 
trial;  judgment  shall  be  entered  upon  the  report,  if  not  ap- 
pealed from,  or  on  verdict  when  rendered,  with  the  ripht  of 
execution  for  damages  and  costs,  with  the  same  rights  to  a 
writ  of  error  as  now  provided  in  similar  cases.  The  com- 
pany, proposing  to  cross  or  connect  such  tracks,  may  file  a 
bond,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  conditioned 
to  pay  all  damages  assessed  against  it,  and  after  filing  said 
bond  may  proceed  to  cross  or  connect  such  tracks. 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  councils  of  any  city  of  the  sec- 
ond or  third  class  shall  have,  in  any  ordinance  granting 
rights  of  way  to  any  street  passenger  railwa}^  company,  re- 
served the  right  to  grant  to  any  other  passenger  I'ailwaj^ 
company  the  privilege  of  using  any  portion  of  the  tracks 
laid  over  the  right  of  way  so  granted,  upon  pa3'ment  of  a 
proportionate  share  of  the  cost  and  maintenance  of  such 
tracks,  and  the  councils  have  granted  to  one  or  more  com- 
panies, under  such  reservation,  the  right  to  use  the  tracks 
so  laid,  and  the  companies  interested  cannot  agree  upon  the 
sum  to  be  paid  for  such  use,  either  company  may  file  its 
petition  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county 
for  the  appointment  of  viewers  to  ascertain  the  sum  so  to 
be  paid,  and  the  same  be  proceeded  with  to  final  judgment 
and  execution  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  the  preceding 
section. 

Section  8.  The  councils  of  any  city  of  the  second  or  third 
class  may  authorize  a  partial  change  of  route,  between  the 
termini  as  fixed  by  the  charter  and  articles  of  association  of 
companies  incorporated  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement,  to  any  adjacent  street  or  streets  along  the  line 
of  the  route  so  fixed. 

Section  9.  Any  company,  incorporated  under  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall  have  authority,  with  the 
consent  of  councils,  to  construct  such  extensions  and 
branches  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  increase  its  business 
and  accommodate  travel. 

Section  10.  Companies,  incorporated  under  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  in  operating  their  roads,  shall 
have  the  right  to  the  street,  and  any  wilful  obstruction  to 
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the  passage  of  their  ears  on  their  way  between  stations  shall 
be  a  misdemeanor,  and  punishable  on  conviction  before  any 
magistrate  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  for  each  of- 
fense, to  be  recovered  as  fines  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law 
recoverable. 

Section  1L  Any  two  or  moi'e  companies,  incorporated 
under  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  may,  with  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  stockholders  in  each,  consoli- 
date with  each  other  into  one  corporation,  under  such  name 
as  may  be  agreed,  upon  filing  a  certificate  to  such  efiect  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  12.  The  capital  stock  of  passenger  railway  com- 
panies, incorporated  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment, shall  in  no  case  exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars  per 
mile  of  track. 

Section  13.  Passenger  railway  companies  in  cities  of  the 
second  and  third  class  are  hereby  empowered  to  purchase 
or  lease  the  property  and  franchises  of  other  passenger  rail- 
way companies,  whose  track  or  route  connects  with  the 
tract  or  route  of  the  lessor  company. 

Section  14.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  conflicting  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  prevent  the  use  of  poisonous  or  deleterious  drugs  or  chemicals,  or 
impure  or  injurious  materials,  or  those  prejudicial  to  the  public 
health,  in  the  brewing  or  manufacture  of  ale,  beer  or  other  malt 
liquors,  or  in  the  fermentation,  distillation  or  manufacture  of  any 
vinous  or  spirituous  liquors,  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of 
any  persons  using  the  same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.^  That  any  and  all  persons, 
engaged  in  the  business  of  brewing  or  manufacture  of  ale, 
beer  or  other  malt  liquors,  or  in  the  fermentation,  distilla- 
tion or  manufacture  of  any  vinous  or  spirituous  liquors,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  prohibited  making  use,  in  or  about  such 
business,  or  in  any  such  process  of  brewing,  fermentation, 
distillation  or  manufacture,  of  any  poisonous  or  deleterious 
drugs  or  chemicals,  or  any  impure  or  injurious  materials, 
or  such  as  are  prejudicial  to  the  public  health,  or  to  the 
health  of  any  person  drinking  or  making  use  of  any  such 
malt,  vinous  or  spirituous  liquors. 

Section  2.  That  the  use  of  any  such  poisonous  or  delete- 
rious drugs  or  chemicals,  or  impure  or  injurious  materials, 
or  of  those  prejudicial  to  health,  as  are  prohibited  by  the 
first  section  of  this  act.  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  misde- 
meanor, and  any  person,  convicted  of  so  using  the  same,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  one  thousand  dollars  and  by  an  im- 
jDrisonment  of  not  more  than  one  year.

That  the  first  section  of  the 
act,  entitled  "An  act  extending  the  powers  and  authority 
of  county  auditors,  authorizing  them  to  settle,  audit  and 
adjust  the  accounts  of  the  directors  of  the  poor  of  tiie  sev- , 
eral  counties  of  the  commonwealth,"  approved  the  twenty- 
second  da}'  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-nine,  which  reads  as  follows  :  "  That  in  ad- 
dition to  the  powers  and  duties  of  county  auditors  as  now 
conferred  on  them  by  law,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  audit, 
settle  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  the  directors  of  the  poor,

poor,  school  or  municipal  taxes,  assessed  by  competent  au- 
thorit}-  upon  real  estate  in  this  commonwealth,  except  in 
cities  of  the  first,  second  and  fourth  class,  shall  be  a  first 
lien,  from  the  date  of  levying  the  same,  upon  the  real  estate

taxes  cannot  be  collected  from  the  owners  of  such  real  es- 
tate, or  the  tenants  thereof,  or  persons,  companies  or  cor- 
porations assessed  for  such  taxes  under  existing  laws  shall, 
on  or  before  the  first  da.y  of  January  next  after  the  assess- 
ment thereof,  be  returned,  by  the  persons  havino;  such  taxes 
for  collection,  to  the  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which 
they  are  assessed,  for  collection  according  to  the  existing 
laws  and  to  be  recorded  as  a  lien,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  in 
their  office  for  that  purpose  for  use  as  a  reference  for  all 
persons  interested,  to  be  called  the  tax  lien  record,  in  which 
such  return  shall  be  entered  in  full,  with  a  proper  index 
thereto,  both  to  the  township  or  borough  where  located  and 
to  the  name  of  the  parties  assessed  for  such  taxes,  respect- 
ively. That  such  returns  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  each  kind  of  tax  so  returned,  the  names  of  the 
parties  assessed  with  the  same,  the  year  when  such  taxes 
were  assessed,  a  sufficient  description  by  boundaries,  or 
otherwise,  of  each  separate  lot  or  tract,  and  about  the 
quantity  of  the  same,  and  the  township  or  borough  in  which 
it  is  located,  that  the  person  making  such  return  has  a  war- 
rant for  the  collection  of  such  taxes,  and  the  date  thereof, 
and  that  after  a  proper  effort,  at  the  proper  time,  he  could 
not  find  sufficient  personal  property,  by  9  legal  sale  of  which 
such  taxes,  or  any  portion  thereof,  could  have  been  collect- 
ed ;  which  returns,  so  made,  shall  be  signed  and  verified  by 
oath  or  affirmation  of  the  persons  respectively  making  the 
same,  and,  when  recorded  as  aforesaid,  shall  thereafter  be  the 
first  lien  on  the  real  estate,  upon  which  they  are  assessed 
respectively,  for  the  term  of  two  years,  from  the  first  day 
of  July  next  after  they  are  returned  and  recorded  as  here- 
inbefore provided.  And  such  record  shall  be  noticed  to  all 
persons,  and  a  certified  copy  thereof,  signed  by  a  majority 
of  the  commissioners,  or  the  commissioners'  clerk,  in  whose 
office  such  record  is  kept,  and  attested  by  the  official  seal 
of  office,  shall  be  prima  facia  evidence  of  the  amount  of  such 
taxes  in  all  cases  relating  to  the  same,  and  upon  payment  of 
such  taxes  the  record  of  the  same  shall  be  satisfied,  by  a 
majority  of  the  proper  commissioners  having  it  so  marked, 
which  shall  be  attested  by  them. 

Section  2.  That  upon  an}^  judicial  sale  of  such  real  estate 
for  purchase  money  or  otherwise,  during  the  continuance  of 
the  lien  of  such  taxes  as  hereinbefore  provided,  such  taxes 
shall  be  first  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  upon 
proper  claim  and  proof  of  the  same  before  an  auditor  or 
otherwise  as  in  other  cases,  after  pajanent  of  costs  ;  but 
any  such  sale  of  such  real  estate,  except  for  the  collec- 
tion of  such  taxes,  shall  not  effect  the  liens  of  first  mort- 
gages on  the  same,  in  consequence  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  but  the  lien  shall  remain  as  heretofore ;  and  any  such 
taxes,  paid  by  the  owner  of  any  mortgage,  or  any  one  hav- 
ing a  lien  upon  such  real  estate,  to  prevent  the  sale  of  the 
same  for  such  taxes,  shall  have  the  right  to  recover  the 
amount  of  the  taxes  so  paid,  with  interest  thereon  from  the 
time  of  such  payment,  by  producing  the  receipt  of  the  treas. 
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urer  of  the  proper  county  for  the  same,  to  be  entered  on  the 
record  of  his  lien,  if  a  judgment  or  mortgage,  or  added  to 
his  claim  for  purchase  monej^to  be  recovered  and  paid  as  a 
part  of  the  same. 

Section  3.  That  if  any  person,  having  taxes  for  collection, 
shall,  without  necessity  therefor,  willfully  return  such  taxes 
to  the  commissioners  for  collection  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  which  he  might  have  collected  by  the  proper  dili- 
gence, he  shall  be  liable  to  all  persons  injured  thereby,  and 
auy  person  or  party,  so  injured  or  caused  damage  b}'  such 
return,  may  recover  such  damage  against  the  party  making 
the  same,  in  an  action  on  the  case  or  otherwise  in  the  proper 
court,  with  costs,  and  including  a  reasonable  attorney  fee 
for  necessary  legal  services  therein,  to  be  determined  by  the 
court  in  which  such  action  is  tried  :  Provided^  That  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  affect  liens  now  existing,  or 
be  construed  to  affect  or  repeal  auy  local  or  special  law.

follows  :  In  the  sentence  "  The  board  of  examiners  sLall  also 
at  their  said  meeting  divide  the  bituminous  coal  counties  of 
the  state  into  three  inspection  districts,  as  nearly  equal  in 
regard  to  the  labor  to  be  performed  as  is  possible,  taking 
into  consideration  the  number  of  mines  and  the  extent  of

AN  ACT 

Requiring  the  school  directors,  of  the  several  school  districts  of  this 
commonwealth,  to  allow  the  school  teachers  the  time  and  wages 
whilst  attending  the  annual  county  institutes,  and  prescribing  cer- 
tain duties  of  the  county  and  cit3'  superintendents  respecting  the 
same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  <&c.,  That  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  school  directors, 
of  the  several  school  districts  of  this  commonwealth,  and 
they  are  hereby  required,  to  allow  the  school  teachers,  em- 
ployed in  the  said  school  districts,  who  are  actually  engaged 
in  teaching  school  therein,  the  time  and  wages  whilst  attend- 
ing and  participating  in  the  exercises  of  the  annual  county 
institutes  for  the  improvement  of  teachers. 

Section  2.  That,  at  the  close  of  the  annual  sessions  of  the 
said  institutes,  it  shall  be  the  auty  of  the  several  county, 
city  and  borough  superintendents  to  make  a  report,  to  each 
board  of  school  directors  in  their  respective  jurisdictions, 
setting  forth  the  number  of  days  that  each  teacher  shall  have 
attended  and  participated  in  the  exercises  of  the  said  annual 
teachei's'  institute,  which  said  report  shall  be  the  basis  for 
allowing  the  teachers  their  time  and  wages  :  Provided,  That 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  extend  to  the  first  school 
district  of  Pennsylvania,  nor  to  the  counties  wherein  special 
laws  regulating  or  relating  to  county  institutes  are  in  force.

Relative  to  the  board  of  health  in  cities  of  the  third  class,  providing 
for  the  registration  of  marriages,  births  and  deaths,  and  relative  to 
imposing  penalties  for  violation  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  cities  of  the  third 
class,  the  board  of  health  shall  furnish  separate  books,  in 
which  shall  be  registered,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed, 
the  returns  made  to  said  board  of  the  marriages  which  may 
be  contracted  and  of  the  births  and  deaths  which  may  occur 
in  such  cities. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  clergymen  of  all  de- 
nominations, of  clerks  or  keepers  of  the  records  of  all 
churches  and  religious  socities,  as  also  of  every  magistrate 
and  of  other  persons,  by  and  before  whom  any  marriage 
may  hereafter  be  solemnized  or  contracted,  and  of  every 
practicing  physician,  and  of  every  practitioner  of  midwifery, 
and  of  every  undertaker  and  superintendent,  or  sexton,  of 
any  cemetery  or  burial  ground,  within  such  cities,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July  next  ensuing,  to  report  his,  her 
or  their  names,  and  places  of  residence,  to  the  health  officer 
at  the  office  of  the  board  of  health  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  health  officer  to  have  the  same  properlj^  registered  in 
index  form,  in  suitable  books,  to  be  provided  by  the  board 
of  health.  In  the  event  of  any  of  the  above  specified  re- 
moving to  any  other  place  of  residence,  it  shall  be  their  duty 
to  notify  the  health  officer  of  the  fact  within  thirty  days 
after  such  removal,  except  where  the  persons  removing  shall 
cease  to  act  in  such  official  capacity,  as  makes  them  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  That,  whenever  any  person  shall  die  in  such 
cities,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  physician,  who  attended 
during  his  or  her  last  sickness,  or  of  the  coroner,  when  the 
case  comes  under  his  notice,  to  furnish  to  the  undertaker, 
or  other  person  superintending  the  burial,  a  certificate,  set- 
ting forth,  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained,  the  full  name, 
occupation,  sex,  color,  age  and  condition,  married  or  single, 
of  the  dead  persons,  and  the  cause  and  date  of  death  ;  in 
case  any  person  shall  die,  without  the  attendance  of  a  phy- 
sician, or  if  the  physician  who  did  attend,  at  the  time  of  the 
death,  refuses  or  neglects  to  furnish  such  certificate,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  physician  of  the  city,  or  of  the  board  of 
health,  upon  being  notified  thereof,  to  make  the  necessary 
examination  in  such  cases,  and  to  give  a  certificate  of  death 
as  aforesaid,  provided  it  be  not  a  case  requiring  the  attend- 
ance of  the  coroner. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  undertaker,  or 
other  person,  before  removing  any  corpse  for  burial  within 
such  city  or  elsewhere,  to  obtain,  from  the  board  of  health, 
a  permit  so  to  do,  which  shall  be  gi'anted  by  said  board; 
but,  before  obtaining  such  permit,  he  shall  deposit,  in  the 
office  of  the  board  of  health,  the  physician's  or  coroner's 
certificate,  together  with  his  own  certificate,  setting  forth,

receiving  any  such  permit,  to  preserve  and  return  the  same 
to  the  office  of  the  board  of  health,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  succeeding  each  interment. 

Section  5.  That  every  person  practicing  midwifery  in  such 
city,  under  whose  charge  or  superintendence  a  birth  shall 
hereafter  take  place,  shall  keep  a  true  and  exact  register  of 
such  birth,  and  shall  enter  the  same  on  a  blank  schedule,  to 
be  furnished  by  the  board  of  health,  upon  application  ;  this 
schedule  shall  contain  a  list  of  the  births,  which  have  oc- 
curred under  his  or  her  care  during  the  month,  and  shall  set 
forth,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained,  the  full  name 
of  each  child,  if  any  name  shall  have  been  conferred,  its  sex, 
color,  the  full  name  and  occupation  of  its  parent  or  parents, 
the  day  and  place  of  its  birth ;  and  the  said  schedule  shall 
be  delivered,  duly  signed  by  the  practitioners,  in  the  form 
of  a  certificate,  on  the  first  day  of  each  and  every  month, 
to  the  health  officer ;  in  case  the  birth  of  any  child  shall 
have  occurred  without  the  attendance  of  a  physician  or 
practitioner  of  midwife r^^  or  should  no  other  person  be  in 
attendance  upon  the  mother  immediately  thereafter,  it  shall 
then  become  the  dut}^,  of  the  parent  or  parents  of  such  child, 
to  report  its  birth  to  the  health  officer,  in  the  manner  and 
form,  and  within  the  period,  above  required. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman,  and 
every  magistrate,  and  of  the  clerk  or  keeper  of  the  records 
of  all  religious  and  other  socities  and  of  every  person  by, 
or  before  whom,  any  marriage  may  hereafter  be  solemnized 
or  contracted,  to  make  a  faithful  return  of  the  same,  at  the 
expiration  of  every  three  months,  to  the  health  officer  in 
the  form  of  a  certificate,  which  shall  set  forth,  as  far  as  the 
same  can  be  ascertained,  the  full  name  of  the  husband,  his 
occupation,  the  place  of  his  birth,  his  residence  and  age,  the 
date  of  marriage,  the  full  name  of  the  wife,  previous  to  the 
said  marriage,  and  her  age,  birthplace  and  former  residence, 
the  color  of  the  parties,  and  the  place  where,  and  the  name 
of  the  clergyman  or  other  person  b}"  whom,  the  marriage 
ceremony  was  performed. 

Section  1.  That  in  case  any  clergyman,  magistrate,  phy- 
sician, coroner,  midwife,  undertaker,  sexton,  clerk  or  any 
other  person,  as  aforesaid,  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  or  refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  any  of  the  duties 
required  by  the  same,  he,  or  she  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
a  fine  for  every  such  offense  the  sum  of  not  less  than  five, 
nor  more  than  twenty,  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  which

sum  or  siiTiQS  shall  be  recovered  by  summary  conviction  be- 
fore the  mayor  or  any  alderman  of  the  city. 

Section  8.  That  the  books  or  registers  liept  by  the  health 
officer,  or  a  certificate  dulj^  certified  by  him  as  containing  a 
copy  of  the  record  of  any  marriage,  birth  or  death,  shall 
hereafter  be  admitted  in  any  court  of  the  state  as  prima 
facie  evidence  of  said  marriage,  birth  o*-  death. 

Section  9.  That  the  registry  of  marriages,  births  and 
deaths  sliall  be  kept  in  separate  boolis,  and  there  shall  be 
general  indexes  to  the  record  of  all  marriages,  births  and 
deaths,  which  indexes  shall  be  kept  in  separate  books. 

Section  10.  That  the  health  officer  shall  receive,  for  the 
use  of  the  city,  fifty  cents  for  granting  a  certificate,  or  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  record,  of  any  marriage,  birth  or  death, 
which  sums  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  applying  for  the  same, 
but  said  registers  shall  at  all  times  be  accessible  to  physi- 
cians, clerg3'men  and  law3'ers  without  charge. 

Section  11.  That,  in  order  to  secure  uniformity  and  dis- 
patch in  the  registration  herein  provided  for,  the  books  shall 
contain,  upon  the  margin  of  each  page,  printed  titles,  with 
corresponding  blanks  for  suitable  entries,  for  marriages, 
births  and  deaths  in  the  order,  to  wit :  Marriages — full 
name  of  husband,  occupation,  residence,  birth-place,  age 
when  married,  full  name  of  wife  previous  to  marriage,  resi- 
dence, birth-place,  age  when  married,  time  of  marriage,  color 
of  the  parties,  ceremony  emploj^ed,  name  of  person  perform- 
ing the  marriage,  residence  of  last  named  person,  date  of 
certificate,  date  of  registration  ;  Births — full  name  of  child, 
sex,  color,  full  name  of  the  father,  his  occupation,  full  name 
of  the  mother,  day,  month  and  year  of  the  birth,  street  and 
number  of  house  where  born,  name  of  physician  or  other 
person  signing  certificate,  his  residence,  date  of  certificate, 
date  of  registration ;  Deaths — full  name  of  the  deceased, 
color,  sex,  age,  married  or  single,  occupation,  date  of  death, 
cause  of  death,  duration  of  last  illness,  birth-place,  ward, 
number  and  street  of  late  residence,  time  of  residence  there- 
in, place  of  previous  residence,  place  of  intended  interment, 
date  of  intended  interment,  date  of  certificate,  date  of  regis- 
tration. 

Section  12.  The  board  of  health  shall  keep  on  hand  at 
all  times  a  supply  of  blanks  for  distribution  to  all  persons 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  returns  under  this  act. 

Section  13.  The  board  of  health  shall  have  power  to  make 
all  rules  and  regulations  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  which  shall  go  into  eflfect  and  operation  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eight3'-one. 

Section  14.  This  act  shall  not  go  into  effect  and  shall  not 
be  in  force,  in  any  city  of  the  third  class,  until  the  same  is 
adopted  by  councils  by  proper  ordinance.

AN  ACT 

Making  an  appropriation  for  the  statues  of  distinguished  Pennsyl- 
vanians,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  assembly,  approved  April  eigh- 
teenth, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven. 

Whereas,  In  pursuance  of  an  act  of  assembly  of  this 
commonwealth,  approved  the  eighteenth  day  of  April,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventj'^-seven,  the 
governor  appointed  a  commission  to  have  executed,  in  mar- 
ble or  bronze,  statues  of  two  deceased  persons,  who  have 
been  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  to  be  placed  in  the 
national  gallery  at  Washington,  with  power  to  select  artists 
and  to  contract  for  the  execution  of  said  statues,  at  a  price 
not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  ($15,000): 

And  whereas,  Under  said  act,  the  said  commission  have 
awarded  contracts  for  the  execution  of  two  statues  in  mar- 
ble, at  a  price  or  sum  of  seven  thousand  and  five  hundred 
dollars  ($7,500)  each,  and  have  reported  to  this  legislature 
the  progress  so  made  specifically,  as  required  by  said  act  of 
assembly  ;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  <&c.,  That  the  sum  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated, out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  for  the  payment  of  the  artists,  selected  by 
said  commission  to  execute  the  two  etatues,  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  contracts  duly  made  therefor  between 
the  said  commission  and  the  said  artists,  in  pursuance  of 
the  act,  approved  April  eighteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-seven,  the  said  sum  so  appropriated  to  be 
paid  by  warrants  drawn  on  the  state  treasurer,  signed  by 
the  president  and  secretary  of  the  said  commission.

No.  52. 
A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  Board  of  Wardens  for  the 
Port  of  Philadelphia,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  March 
twentjf-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  three,  fixing  the 
rates  of  pilotage  and  for  certain  exemptions  from  the  obligation  to 
pay  pilotage. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That,  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  in  lieu  of  the  compensation  now  allowed  to 
pilots  for  conducting  a  vessel  from  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
to  the  capes  of  the  Delaw^are,  the  rates  of  pilotage  shall  be, 
for  every  half  foot  of  water  which  a  vessel  shall  draw,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  and,  for  conducting  a  ves- 
sel from  the  capes  of  the  Delaware  to  the  cit}'  of  Philadel- 
phia, the  rates  of  pilotage  shall  be,  for  every  half  foot  of 
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water  which  a  vessel  shall  draw,  under,  up  to  and  including 
twelve  feet,  the  sura  of  one  dollar  and  eighty-seven  cents 
per  half  foot,  and  for  every  vessel  drawing  over  twelve  feet 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  eight  cents  for  every  half  foot  of 
water. 

Section  2.  An  increase  often  per  centum,  from  the  rates 
mentioned  in  section  one,  sliall  be  paid  to  the  pilot  when- 
ever he  shall  speak  a  vessel  at  any  point  east  of  the  Five 
Fathom  Bank  Light  Ship,  or  north  of  Hereford  Inlet  Light 
House  or  south  of  Fenwick's  Island  Liglit  House. 

Section  3.  A  deduction  of  ten  per  centum,  from  the  rates 
mentioned  in  section  one,  shall  be  made  when  a  vessel  is  first 
spoken  by  the  pilot  inside  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from 
Cape  May  Liglit  to  Cape  Henlopen  Light,  but  the  vessel 
shall,  in  every  such  case,  be  exempt  from  the  duty  of  taking 
a  pilot  on  her  voyage  inward  to  the  port  of  Philadelphia, 
and  the  vessel,  as  w^ell  as  her  master,  owner,  agent  or  con- 
signee, shall  be  exempt  from  the  duty  of  paying  pilotage,  or 
half  pilotage,  or  anj^  penaltj^  whatsoever,  in  case  of  her  neg- 
lect or  refusal  so  to  do. 

Section  4.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no  ad- 
ditional charges  shall  be  made  for  winter  pilotage. 

Section  5.  A  vessel  calling  at  the  Delaware  breakwater 
for  orders,  and  afterwards  proceeding  to  a  port  of  discharge 
other  than  Philadelphia,  shall,  if  such  vessel  take  a  pilot, 
be  charged  for  pilotage  into  breakwater  and  out  again  to 
sea,  a  total  for  such  services  equal  to  one  half  the  inward 
pilotage  of  the  said  vessel,  as  already  provided,  had  such 
vessel  proceeded  to  Philadelphia ;  but  nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  detention 
charge,  three  dollars  per  day,  as  heretofore  provided  by  law. 

Section  6.  An}-  American  vessel,  cariying  not  less  than 
her  registered  tonnage  of  Pennsj^lvania  coal,  whether  with 
or  without  other  cargo,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  duty  of 
taking  a  pilot,  and  the  vessel,  as  well  as  her  master,  owner, 
agent  or  consignee,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  duty  of  paying- 
pilotage,  or  half  pilotage,  or  any  penalty  whatever,  in  case 
of  her  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do. 

Section  7.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  heretofore  passed, 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

Section  2.  That  all  act  and  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent 
herewith,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

To  regulate  the  priority  of  lien  as  between  advance  money  mort- 
gages and  mechanics'  liens. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.^  That,  hereafter,  all  me- 
chanics' liens,  for  work  done  or  materials  furnished  for  or 
about  the  erection  or  construction  of  any  building,  shall 
have  priority  of  lien  upon  such  building,  and  the  curtilage 
thereto  belonging,  over  any  and  all  mortgages  thereon,  re- 
corded before  the  commencement  of  such  building  and 
granted  by  the  owner  or  owners  to  secure  an  advance  or 
advances  of  money,  knowingly  furnished  by  the  mortgagee 
or  mortgagees  for  the  erection  of  such  building,  and  shall 
be  paid,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  any  sale  of  said  property, 
before  such  advance  money  mortgage,  except  as  to  an 
amount  equal  to  the  value  of  such  curtilage  or  lot  of  ground 
immediately  prior  to  the  commencement  of  said  building, 
so  that  the  amount,  equal  to  the  value  hereby  excepted, 
shall  be  first  appropriated  to  prior  liens  and  encumbrances, 
including  such  advance  monej^  mortgages,  before  any  part 
thereof  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  such  mechanics' 
liens,  but  the  proceeds  of  sale  above  the  value  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  the  pa3^ment  of  the  mechanics'  liens,  in  pi'eference 
to  such  advance  money  mortgages :  Provided,  however. 
That  this  act  shall  not  affect  liens  and  encumbrances  exist- 
ing at  this  date,  nor  postpone  other  liens  than  those  of  the 
advance  money  mortgages  herein  described.

AN  ACT 

Amending  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  organ- 
ization, discipline  and  regulation  of  the  militia  of  the  commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,"  ajjproved  May  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-four,  and  the  supplements  thereto. 

wiien  transporta-       SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &€.,  That  transportation  shall 

tiontobefur-         -j^g  furnished  to  officers  of  the  national  guard  for  attend- 

ance  upon  courts-martial,  boards  of  examination  and  such 

other  necessary  service  as  the  law  ma}^  require  of  said  offi^ 
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cers,  orders  for  which  shall  be  made  by  division  or  brigade 
commanders ;  and  the  necessary  expenses,  incurred  under 
the  requirements  of  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  national 
guard,  shall  be  audited  and  paid  upon  proper  vouchers  by 
the  military  board. 

Section  2.  That  there  shall  be  held,  once  in  every  year, 
an  encampment  of  the  national  guard,  not  to  exceed  eight 
days  duration,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  commander-in- 
chief  shall  direct,  and,  during  such  encampment,  there  shall 
be  made  by  the  adjutant  general  an  inspection  of  the  troops, 
as  now  provided  for  by  law,  for  which  service  the  troops 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  necessarj'  transportation  and  sub- 
sistence and  a  per  diem  allowance,  as  provided  for  by  the 
act  approved  June  twelfth  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight,  not  exceeding  five  days,  and  the  payment  therefor 
shall  be  made  as  is  therein  provided  ;  and,  in  addition  to 
the  inspection  above  provided  for,  each  brigade  commander 
shall  detail  a  staff  officer  to  make  an  inspection  of  the  troops 
of  his  command,  during  the  months  of  April  or  May  of  each 
year,  at  their  several  company  or  regimental  rendezvous,  for 
which  service  the  said  staff'  ofificer  shall  be  paid  by  the  state 
military  board  his  necessary  expenses,  on  warrants  drawn 
by  the  adjutant  general,  and  said  officer  shall  make  a  de- 
tailed report  of  said  inspection  to  the  adjutant  general. 

Section  3.  That  the  service  required  of  troops  by  section 
two  of  this  act  shall  be  allowed,  and  shall  be  paid  upon 
warrants  of  the  adjutant  general,  approved  by  the  military 
board,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury, 
not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Section  4.  That  there  shall  be  enlisted,  and  attached  to 
each  brigade,  a  military  band  of  not  less  than  twenty,  nor 
more  than  thirty,  musicians,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
pay,  clothing  and  allowance  prescribed  by  law  for  musi- 
cians, and,  in  addition  thereto,  said  band  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  state  an  annual  appropriation  and  an 
amount  for  armory  rent,  equal  to  one-half  the  amount  given 
to  a  company  of  infantry,  to  be  paid  by  warrant,  drawn  in 
favor  of  the  brigade  quartermaster;  the  leader  of  said  band 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  rank,  pay  and  allowance  of  a  ser- 
geant major  ;  the  said  band  shall  be  subject  to  the  orders 
of  the  commander  of  said  brigade,  who  may  discharge  and 
recruit  said  band  at  his  discretion  ;  the  duties  of  said  bands 
shall  be  to  furnish  music  for  the  troops  at  the  regular 
parades  required  by  law,  and  upon  such  other  military  oc- 
casions as  the  brigade  commander  shall  direct. 

Section  5.  That,  in  lieu  of  all  allowances  now  made,  each 
division,  brigade,  regimental  or  battalion  headquarters  shall 
be  allowed  one  hundred  dollars  annually,  for  rent  of  quar- 
ters and  necessary  expenses,  to  be  paid  by  the  state  treas- 
urer on  warrant  of  the  adjutant  general,  on  approval  of  the 
military  board. 

Section  6.  That  the  adjutant  general  shall  provide  for, 
and  issue  to  the  national  guard  for,  rifle  and  artillery  prac- 
tice such  ammunition,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  efficiency 
of  the  service,  and  he  shall  provide  fully  snch  conveniences 
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of  rifle  practice  of  the  national  guard,  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  commander-in-chief,  to  be  paid  by  warrants  drawn 
by  the  adjutant  general,  approved  by  the  military  board. 

Section  1.  That  any  soldier,  failing  to  appear  upon  any 
occasion  of  duty  to  which  he  shall  be  ordered  by  his  proper 
commanding  officer,  shall  be  subject  to  trial  by  such  court- 
martial  as  the  brigade  commander  may  direct,  and  upon 
conviction,  failing  to  render  good  and  sutficient  cause  there- 
for, he  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  twen- 
ty-five dollars,  or  upon  his  failure  to  pay  such  fine  within 
twenty  days,  to  a  term  of  imprisonment,  not  exceeding 
thirty  days,  as  such  court-martial  may  direct. 

Section  8.  That  all  military  off'enses,  cognizable  and  tria- 
ble by  the  statutes  of  the  United  States,  army  regulations 
and  articles  of  war,  before  general  or  regimental  courts- 
martial  or  field  ofl3cers'  courts,  as  is  provided  for  in  the 
ninety-sever. th  section  of  the  act,  approved  May  fourth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
organization,  discipline  and  regulation  of  the  militia  of  the 
commonwealth  of  Penns3'lvania,"  shall  be  cognizable  and 
triable  before  the  like  courts  in  this  commonwealth ;  but 
the  said  courts,  except  in  times  of  war,  insurrection,  inva- 
sion, rebellion  or  riot,  and  except  in  cases  where  the  penal- 
ties, as  provided  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
dismissing  or  cashiering  of  a  commissioned  officer,  may, 
upon  conviction,  sentence  to  fines  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  and,  on  failure  to  pay  the  same  within  twentj' 
days,  to  an  imprisonment,  not  exceeding  three  months,  as 
the  said  court-martial  may  direct. 

Section  9.  That,  when  the  fines  or  dues  imposed  by  the 
company  by-laws  shall  amount,  in  the  aggregate,  to  five  dol- 
lars, the  person  delinquent  may  be  prosecuted  before  a  regi- 
ment or  battalion  court-martial,  and,  upon  his  conviction 
or  failure  to  present  a  satisfactory  excuse,  he  shall  be  sen- 
tenced to  pay  the  same,  or,  on  his  failure  so  to  do  within 
twenty  days  after  such  sentence,  to  undergo  an  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  five  days. 

Section  10.  That  section  five  of  the  act,  entitled  "An  act 
amending  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  fourth  of  May,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-four,  entitled  'An  act  for  the  organiza- 
tion, discipline  and  regulation  of  the  militia  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,'  "  approved  the  twelfth  daj^  of  June, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  which  provides  as  fol- 
lows, namely : 

"  Every  arm,  uniform  and  equipment  issued  by  the  state, 
shall  be  used  only  in  the  discharge  of  military  duty,  and 
any  non-commissioned  officer  or  private,  who  shall  willfully 
or  wantonly  injure  or  destroy  any  uniform,  arm  equipment 
or  other  military  property  belonging  to  the  state  or  to  the 
regiment,  battalion  or  company,  and  refuse  to  make  good 
such  injury  or  loss,  or  who  shall  sell,  dispose  of,  secrete  or 
remove  the  same,  with  intent  to  sell  or  dispose  thereof,  or 
who  shall  fail  within  six  days  after  being  notified  to  return 
the  same  to  the  state  or  his  commanding  officer,  shall  be 
tried  by  court-martial  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not 
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more  than  fift}-  dollars,  or  undergo  imprisonment  in  the 
count}^  jail  of  not  mere  than  sixty  days,"  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended,  to  read  as  follows  : 

"  Every  arm,  uniform  and  equipment  issued  by  the  state 
shall  be  used  only  in  the  discharge  of  military  duty,  and 
any  non-commissioned  officer  or  private,  who  shall  willfall}' 
or  wantonly  injure  or  destroy  any  uniform,  arm  equipment 
or  other  military  property  belonging  to  the  state  or  to  the 
regiment,  battalion  or  company,  and  refuse  to  make  good 
such  injury  or  loss,  or  who  shall  sell,  dispose  of,  secrete  or 
remove  the  same,  with  intent  to  sell  or  dispose  thereof,  or 
who  shall  fail  within  six  days  after  being  notified  to  return 
the  same  to  the  state  or  his  commanding  officer,  shall  be 
tried  by  court  martial  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  undergo  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  of  not  mare  than  sixty  days,  and  all  clothing 
camp  and  garrison  equipage,  ordnance,  ordnance  stores  and 
quartermasters'  stores,  issued  by  the  state,  or  fabricated 
from  material  issued  b}^  the  state,  and  charged  against  the 
company  allowance,  or  for  which  commutation  has  been 
paid,  shall  be  tlie  property  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania." 

Section  11.  If  any  person  shall,  knowingly  and  willfull}-, 
purchase  or  receive  in  pawn  or  pledge  any  arm,  accoutre- 
ment, article  of  military  clothing  or  equipment,  tent  or  fly, 
or  any  quartermaster  or  ordnance  stores,  the  property  of 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and,  being  convicted  thereof  in  any  court  of  quar- 
ter sessions  of  the  proper  counties,  shall  be  sentenced  to  an 
imprisonment,  not  exceeding  one  year  and  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding three  hundred  dollars. 

Section  12.  The  publication,  according  to  military  usage, 
of  the  written  or  printed  orders,  from  or  through  regiment 
or  battalion  headquarters,  by  the  company  commander,  or 
prescribed  in  the  by-laws,  announcing  the  duty  to  be  per- 
formed, shall  be  sufficient  warning  to  the  officer  or  soldier, 
directed  to  perform  such  duty. 

Section  13.  That  military  duty  shall  require  the  attend- 
ance of  comirissioned  officers,  non-commissioned  officers, 
musicians  and  privates  on  all  occasions  of  drills,  parades, 
encampments  and  active  service,  ordered  by  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  company,  regiment,  battalion,  brigade, 
division  or  the  commander-in-chief,  or  provided  for  by  the 
company  by-laws,  unless  excused  therefrom  by  the  officers 
having  authority  to  grant  such  excuses,  and  that  while  on 
such  duty,  or  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same  obe- 
dience shall  be  rendered  to  all  rules,  regulations,  usages, 
customs  and  requirements  of  the  army  of  the  United  States 
and  of  the  code  and  regulations  of  the  state  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Section  14.  That  all  fines  and  penalties,  imposed  and  col- 
lected through  the  sentence  of  courts-martial,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  15.  That  the  keepers  and  wardens  of  all  county 
jails  are  required  to  receive  and  confine  all  military  offenders, 
when  delivered  under  the  proper  certificate  of  commitment 
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of  general  or  regimental  courts-martial  or  a  field  officers' 
court. 
Section  twelve  ot         SECTION  16.  That  the  fourth  paragraph  or  sub-division  of 
act  otAprii2i,  1858,   the  twelfth  section  of  the  act,  approved  April  twenty-one, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  re-enacted  by 
the  following  section  of  the  act,  approved  April  seventh,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy,  entitled  "A  further 
supplement  to  the  act  for  the  organization,  discipline  and 
regulation  of  the  militia  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, approved  May  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
^  four." 

Section  10.  Section  twelve  of  the  act  of  April  twenty- 
first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty -eight,  relating  to 
courts  of  inquiry  and  courts- martial,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  re-enacted,  except  that  the  number  of  officers,  con- 
stituting such  courts,  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  army 
of  the  United  States  ;  and  the  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of 
all  officers,  except  general  officers,  shall  be  ordered  by  the 
division  commander,"  which  read  as  follows  : 

"  Fourth.  All  other  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  com- 
missioned officers  shall  consist  of  three  officers,  and  shall  be 
ordered,  if  for  the  trial  of  officers  above  the  rank  of  captain, 
by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  division,  and  for  all  other 
officers,  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  brigade,"  is  hereby 
amended,  so  that  the  same  shall  read  as  follows  : 
Courts-martial  for  "Fourth.  All  other  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  com- 
triai  oi  offenders,  missioned  officcrs,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and 
privates  shall  consist  of  three  officers,  and  shall  be  ordered, 
if  for  the  trial  of  officers  above  the  rank  of  captain,  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  division ,  and  for  all  other  officers, 
non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates,  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  brigade."

.Turisfiictionof  ''Ninth.  The  jurisdiction  of  such  court-martial  shall  ex- 

such  courts-mar-  tend  to  all  offenses,  according  to  the  usage  and  practice  of 
the  United  States  army,  the  militia  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth and  their  sentences  be  as  provided  for  in  this  sup- 
plement." 

That  the  twelfth  paragraph  of  said  section  which  reads 
as  follows  : 

•'  Twelfth.  The  president  of  such  court-martial  shall  issue 
his  warrant  for  the  collection  of  all  fines  imposed  by  said 
court-martial,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the 'county  in  which 
the  court  was  held,  or  in  which  the  delinquent  resides,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  such  fines,  in  the  same  manner  as 
he  is  authorized  to  collect  any  debt  upon  civil  process,  to- 
gether with  costs  ;  and  the  amount  of  fine  to  be  paid  into  the 
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state  treasury,"  is  hereby  amended,  so  that  the  same  shall 
read  as  follows  : 

"  Twelfth.  The  president  of  such  court-martial,  or  the 
officer  of  a  regiment  or  battalion  court-martial,  shall  issue 
his  warrant  for  the  collection  of  all  fines  imposed  by  said 
court-martial,  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  the  court 
was  held,  or  in  which  the  delinquent  resides,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  collect  all  fines,  provided  for  by  this  supplement, 
in  the  same  manner  as  he  is  authorized  to  collect  debts  on

"  Section  10.  Section  twelve  of  the  act  of  April  twenty- 
first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  relating  to 
courts  of  inquiry  and  courts-martial,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  re-enacted,  except  that  the  number  of  officers  con- 
stituting such  courts  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  army 
of  the  IJnited  States ;  and  the  courts-martial  for  the  trial 
of  all  officers,  except  general  officers,  shall  be  ordered  by 
the  division  commander,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended, 
so  that  the  same  shall  read  as  follows  : 

"  Section  10.  Section  twelve  of  the  act  of  April  twenty- 
first,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  relating  to  courts  of 
inquiry  and  courts-martial,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
enacted,  except  that  the  number  of  officers  constituting  such 
courts,  and  except  regimental  and  battalion  courts-martial, 
shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  army  of  the  United  States  ; 
and  the  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  all  officers,  except  gen- 
eral officers,  shall  be  ordered  by  the  division  commander." 

Section  18.  That  the  following  sections  of  the  act,  ap- 
proved May  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  entitled 
"An  act  for  the  organization,  discipline  and  regulation  of 
the  militia  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,"  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  to  wit :  Thirty -three,  thirty- 
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eight,  forty,  fifty-four,  fifty-nine,  sixty-four,  from  sixty-six 
to  sixty-nine,  both  inclusive,  from  se\enty-one  to  seventy- 
four,  both  inclusive,  from  seventy-six  to  eighty-one,  both 
inclusive,  eighty-five  to  ninety-one,  both  inclusive,  ninety- 
five,  ninety-six,  ninety-eight  and  one  hundred. 

Section  19.  That  the  following  sections  of  the  act  ap- 
proved, the  seventh  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy,  entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  an  act  for  the 
organization,  discipline  and  regulation  of  the  militia  of  the 
commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  May  fourth,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-four,"  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed,  to  wit :  five,  six,  twelve,  fourteen,  fifteen,  sixteen 
and  seventeen. 

Section  20.  That  the  following  paragraphs  of  the  sub-divi- 
sion in  the  twelfth  section  of  the  act,  approved  April  twen- 
ty-first, eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  re-enacted  by  the 
act, approved  April  seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed  :  thirteenth,  fourteenth, 
twenty-first,  twenty-third,  twenty-fourth  and  thirty-third. 

Section  21.  That  the  sixt'i  and  seventh  sections  of  the 
act,  approved  June  sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine,  entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  the  several  acts 
providing  for  the  discipline  and  conduct  of  the  National 
Guard,"  and  also  the  acts,  approved  August  twenty- second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  and  August  twenty-fifth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  both  supplemental  acts  to 
the  act  for  the  organization,  discipline  and  regulation  of  the 
militia  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  May 
fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  22.  That  no  bill  or  allowance  authorized  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment shall  be  approved  by  the  military  board  and  paid  by 
the  state  treasurer,  unless  the  said  bill  or  allowance  is  item- 
ized and  its  correctness  duly  sworn  to  or  affirmed  before 
an  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  and  affirm- 
ations: Provided^  That  the  appropriation  for  the  annual 
current  expenses  of  the  National  Guard,  under  the  provi- 
sion of  this  act  and  all  previous  acts  of  assembly,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
($220,000)  dollars. 

That  section  seven  of  the  act,  approved  May  fourteenth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  pro\-iding 
for  the  appointment  of  regimental  paymasters  and  commis- 
saries, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  ;  and  the  adjutant 
general  is  directed  to  immediately  discharge  such  officers 
from  the  service. 

Section  23.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent 
with  this  supplement,  ai-e  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

To  make  an  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  balance  due  on  mark- 
ing the  grave  of  General  Anthony  Wayne  at  Erie,  Pennsylvania, 
and  to  provide  for  the  improvement  of  said  grounds. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c..  That  the  state  treasurer  is  Appropriation 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  captain  John  H. 
Welsh,  D.  T.  Jones  and  Doctor  E.  Germer,  they  being  a 
committee  appointed  by  the  citizens  of  the  city  of  Erie, 
Pennsylvania,  for  this  purpose,  the  sum  of  forty-nine  dol- 
lars, that  beino;  the  balance  heretofore  expended  in  excess 
of  the  appropriation  of  marking  the  grave  of  General  An- 
thony Wayne  at  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  further  sum  of 
four  hundred  dollars,  for  the  suitable  improvement  of  said 
grounds,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury,  not 
otherwise  appropriated ;  and  that  the  accounts  for  the  ex- 
penditures of  this  sum  shall  be  settled  by  the  auditor  gen- 
eral of  this  commonwealth.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  create  a  middle  penitentiary  district  in 
this  state,  and  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  state  penitentiary  for 
the  same,"  approved  the  twelfth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c.,  That  a  state  industrial  re- 
formatory shall  be  constructed  and  erected  on  the  property 
of  the  state,  located  in  the  coimtj'  of  Huntingdon,  and  which 
was  purchased  by  the  state  for  the  purpose  of  a  peniten- 
tiary, under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  sup- 
plement. 

Section  2.  The  governor  shall  appoint  seven  persons  who 
shall  act  as  a  board  of  buildiug  commissioners,  whose  dnij 
it  shall  be  to  exercise  a  general  superintendence  of  the 
grounds  and  the  construction  of  the  necessary  buildings 
thereon,  to  determine  upon  and  adopt  suitable  plans,  and 
make  all  necessar}-  contracts,  for  the  erection  of  said  build- 
ings, taking  security  in  all  cases  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  said  work:  Provided,  howevef.  That  the  plan  of  build- 
ings, which  they  may  adopt,  shall  be  submitted  for  and  re- 
ceive the  approval  of  the  governor. 

Section  .i.  The  said  industrial  reformatory  shall  be  con- 
structed to  accommodate  at  least  five  hundred  prisoners 
and  in  such  a  way  as  to  admit  of  their  classification,  and 
their  instruction  and  emplo3'ment  in  useful  labor. 

Section  4.  The  commissioners,  heretofore  appointed  b}' 
the  governor,  under  the  act  to  wdiich  this  is  a  supplement, 
shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  turn  over  and  deliver  to  the 
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commissioners,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  un- 
der this  supplement,  all  the  property  of  the  state  in  their 
hands,  custody  or  control,  and  the  same  shall  be  used,  so 
far  as  available  and  practicable,  for  the  purposes  of  the 
state  industrial  reformatory,  hereby  created. 

Section  5.  The  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  together  with  any  unexpended  bal- 
ance remaining  of  the  appropriation  heretofore  made  by  the 
act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  to  be  paid  on  warrants 
drawn  by  the  governor  in  favor  of  said  commissioners  on 
the  treasurer  of  the  commonwealth,  to  be  by  them  applied 
in  the  erection  of  the  industrial  reformatory  aforesaid  ;  and 
the  said  commissioners  shall  furnish  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  accounts  to  the  auditor  general  quarterly,  to  be  settled 
and  adjusted  in  the  usual  manner  :  Provided^  That  the  gov- 
ernor shall  draw  warrants  for  said  money,  in  such  amounts 
onl}'  as  in  bis  opinion  the  progress  of  the  work  requires. 

Section  6.  Whenever  said  industrial  reformatory  shall 
be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy,  the  said  board  of 
building  commissioners  shall  so  certify  under  their  hands 
and  seals  to  the  governor,  and  thereupon  the  governor  shall 
appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  senate,  five  (5)  per- 
sons, who  shall  act  as  a  board  of  managers  of  said  reform- 
atory, and  who  shall  manage  and  direct  the  business  thereof, 
and  make  all  needful  regulations  therefor,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

The  said  board  of  managers  shall  receive  no  compensa- 
tion, other  than  reasonable  traveling  or  official  expenses, 
and  shall  hold  their  office  for  ten  years,  and  shall  be  so 
classified  that  one  of  their  number  shall  go  out  of  office 
every  second  year. 

Section  7.  The  commissioners,  authorized  to  be  appointed 
by  the  second  section  of  this  act,  shall  receive  no  compen- 
sation, other  than  reasonable  traveling  and  official  expenses  ; 
the^'  shall  retain  general  superintendence  and  control  of  said 
reformatory,  and  everything  connected  therewith,  until  said 
board  of  managers,  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section, 
shall  have  been  appointed  by  the  goA'ernor  and  confirmed 
by  the  senate,  if  in  session,  when  they  shall  turn  over  to  said 
board  of  managers  the  said  reformatory  and  all  of  the  ap- 
purtenances and  things  thereto  belonging,  and  the  term  of 
office  of  said  building  commissioners  shall  be  at  an  end  and 
closed  ;  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  of  the 
said  commissioners,  before  the  completion  of  their  trust,  the 
govei-nor  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to  fill 
such  vacancy  or  vacancies. 

Section  8.  That  the  said  board  of  managers  shall  receive 
and  take  into  said  reformatory  a.l  male  criminals,  between 
the  ages  of  fifteen  and  twenty-five  and  not  known  to  have 
been  previousl}^  sentenced  to  a  penitentiary  or  state  prison 
in  this  or  any  other  state,  who  shall  be  legally  sentenced  to 
said  reformatory,  on  conviction  of  any  criminal  oflense  in 
any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof;  and  any  such  court 
may,  in  its  discretion,  sentence  to  said  reformatory  any  such 
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male  person,  convicted  of  a  crime  punishable  by  the  laws 
of  the  state  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  between 
the  ages  of  fifteen  and  twenty-tive  as  aforesaid  ;  the  disci- 
pline, to  be  observed  in  said  reformatory,  shall  be  such  as 
is  best  calculated  to  promote  and  encouraoe  the  reformation 
of  the  prisoners  therein  confined,  and  the  board  of  managers 
shall  have  power  to  use  such  means  of  reformation,  consist- 
ent with  the  improvement  of  tliose  confined  therein,  as  the}' 
ma}'  deem  expedient. 

Section  9.  All  provisions  or  existing  laws,  requiring  the  oertain  existing 
courts  of  this  state  to  sentence  male  criminals,  between  the 
ages  of  fifteen  and  twenty-five,  convicted  of  any  criminal 
offense,  to  the  penitentiary,  shall,  from  and  after  the  ap- 
pointment and  confirmation  of  the  board  of  managers,  pro- 
vided for  b}'  section  six  of  this  act,  apply  to  said  industrial 
reformatoi'y,  so  far  as  to  enable  courts  to  sentence  the  class 
of  prisoners,  mentioned  in  the  eighth  section  of  this  act,  to 
said  industrial  reformatory. 

Section  10.  That  the  provisions  of  the  act,  to  which  this   Kepe.ii. 
is  a  supplement,  which  creates  a  middle  penitentiary  district 
in  this  state  and  provides  for  the  erection  of  a  penitentiary 
therein,  and  all  other  parts  of  said  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with, be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  count3'  commissioners  of  tlie  several  counties  of  this 
commonwealth  to  re-build  bridges  owned  by  corporations,  that 
may  or  have  been  destroyed  by  ice  or  otherwise,  and  abandoned 
by  such  corporation. 
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Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  (&c.,  That  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  several  counties  of  this  commonwealth  are 
hereby  authorized  to  take  charge  of,  and  rebuild  and  recon- 
struct, any  bridge  that  was  owned  and  maintained  by  cor- 
porations, when  the  same  was  destroyed  by  ice  or  otherwise 
and  abandoned  by  the  owners  of  said  bridge,  if,  in  their  judg- 
ment, a  bridge  is  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
traveling  public  ;  and,  where  such  bridge  crosses  a  stream 
forming  the  boundary  line  between  two  counties,  then  the 
commissioners  of  the  respective  counties  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  jointly  reconstruct  and  maintain  such  bridge  as  a 
county  bridge. 

Section  2.    For  the  purpose  of  carrying  into   effect  the   county  may  bor 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  county  commissioners  of  the  re    '  " 
spective  counties  of  this  commonwealth  are  hereby  author 
ized  to  borrow  any  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  the  consti- 
tutional limitations,  if  necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum,  and  to   interest, 
issue  bonds  therefor,  in  sums  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  each. 
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Section  3.   All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  here- 
with, are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Extending  to  the  superintendent  and  watchman  of  public  grounds 
and  buildings  power  to  make  arrests,  and  to  preserve  the  peace 
upon  and  within  the  same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.^  That  the  superintendent 
and  watchmen  of  the  public  grounds  and  buildings  shall 
each  have  the  same  power  to  make  arrests  and  to  preserve 
the  peace,  upon  and  within  the  said  public  grounds  and 
buildings,  and  to  take  persons  so  arrested  before  the  mayor 
or  any  alderman  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  for  examination 
and  punishment  as  any  constable  or  policeman  now  have 
within  said  city  of  Harrisburg.

of  indebtedness,  and  the  creation  of  a  sinking  fund  to  redeem  the 
same,  defining  and  punishing  certain  offenses  in  all  of  said  cities, 
and  providing  for  the  incorporation  and  government  of  cities  of 
the  third  class,"  approved  May  twenty-third.  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  relating  to  the  opening, 
widening,  narrowing,  vacating,  and  changing  the  grades  of  streets, 
et  cetera,  in  cities. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  rfc.  That  the  thirteenth  section 
of  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  dividing  the  cities  of  this  state 
into  three  classes,  regulating  the  passage  of  ordinances, 
providing  for  contracts  for  supplies  and  work  for  said  cities, 
authorizing  the  increase  of  indebtedness,  and  the  creation 
of  a  sinking  fund  to  redeem  the  same,  defining  and  punish- 
ing certain  offenses  in  all  of  said  cities,  and  providing  for 
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the  incorporation  and  government  of  cities  of  the  third 
class,"  approved  May  twenty-third,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  is  hereby  amended, 
and  it  is  liereby  declared  that  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  the  same  is  and  shall  be,  as  follows  :

courts,  anj'  private  or  special  statute  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding ;  proceedings  to  be  had  in  such  cases  as  are 
now  required  by  law.  Streets  commenced  under  any  f.pecial 
authority  shall  be  completed,  unless  otherwise  decided  by 
councils  ;  and  any  of  said  cities  may,  with  the  consent  of 
the  courts  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county,  enter 
security  for  damages  to  private  property  by  reason  of  street  Security, 
improvements,  in  such  sum  or  sums  as  the  said  court  may 
direct."

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c.,  That  wheneA^er  any  corpo- 
ration ma}'^  have  soldj  let  or  mortgaged,  or  may  hereafter 
sell,  let  or  mortgage,  any  of  its  corporate  property,  real  or 
personal,  or  its  franchises,  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  any 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  or  directors  of  such  corpora- 
tion, authorizing  or  directing  any  such  sale,  letting  or  mort- 
gaging, proA^en  by  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  secretary,  or 
other  proper  custodian  of  such  minutes,  to  be  a  full  and  true 
copy  of  the  minutes  of  such  meeting,  so  far  as  relates  to 
an}^  such  sale,  letting  or  mortgaging,  shall  be  prima  facia 
evidence  of  the  matters  therein  set  forth  in  any  case  in  which 
the  original  minutes,  if  duly  proven,  would  be  evidence  in  any 
judicial  proceeding,  relating  to  such  property  or  franchises ; 
and  such  cop}^,  so  probated  before  any  officer  authorized  to 
take  probate  or  acknowledgment  of  deeds  for  the  purpose 
of  record  in  this  commonwealth,  may  be  recorded  in  the 
office  for  recording  deeds,  in  the  proper  county,  in  like  man- 
ner, and  with  like  etfect,  as  other  instruments  of  writing, 
relating  to  real  estate  in  such  county,  may  be  recorded.

Section  1.    Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  hereafter,  if  a  candi- 
date for  any  office  within  this  commonwealth  shall,  directly 
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or  indirectly,  give,  offer  or  promise  to  give,  or  procure  anj- 
other  person  to  give,  offer  or  promise  to  give,  to  any  elector 
any  gift  or  reward  in  mone}',  goods  or  other  valuable  thing, 
or  any  security  for  the  payment  or  the  delivery  of  mone}', 
goods  or  other  valuable  thing  or  any  office,  emolument  or  em- 
ployment, on  condition,  express  or  implied,  that  such  elector 
shall  cast,  give,  retain  or  withhold  his  vote,  or  use  his  influ- 
ence at  a  nominating  election  or  delegate  election,  or  cast, 
give  or  substitute  another  to  cast  or  give,  his  vote  or  use  his 
influence  at  a  nominating  conA'ention,  for  or  against  the  nom- 
ination of  any  particular  candidate  for  nomination,  so  as  to 
procure  such  person  to  be  voted  for,  at  any  election  to  take 
place,  the  person  so  hiring,  procuring,  influencing,  abetting, 
endeavoring  or  offering,  either  directly  or  indirectly  through 
others,  their  aiders  or  abetters,  to  procure  the  person  to  be 
voted  for  by  such  electors,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  on  conviction,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding three  hundred  dollars  and  be  imprisoned  for  a  pe- 
riod not  exceeding  three  months.

surgery. 

Prothonotary  to  SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted,  (&c.,  That  the  prothonotary  of 

?egut*e*r.°'^''**'**       each  county  shall  purchase  a  book  of  suitable  size,  to  be 

known  as  the  medical  register  of  the  county,  (if  such  book 
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has  not  been  purchased  already),  and  shall  set  apart  one  full 
IDage  for  the  registration  of  each  practitioner,  and  when  any 
practitioner  shall  depart  this  life,  or  reraoA^e  from  the  county, 
he  shall  make  a  note  of  the  same  at  the  bottom  of  the  page, 
and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  required  by  this 
act. 

Section  2.  Every  person  who  shall  practice  medicine  or 
surgery,  or  any  of  the  branches  of  medicine  or  surgery,  for 
gain,  or  shall  receiA'^e  or  accept  for  his  or  her  services,  as  a 
practitioner  of  medicine  or  surgery  any  fee  or  reward, 
directly  or  indii-ectly,  shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  legally 
chartered  medical  college  or  university,  having  authority  to 
confer  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine,  (except  as  provided 
for  in  section  live  of  this  act,)  and  such  person  shall  present 
to  the  prothonotar}'^  of  the  county,  in  which  he  or  she  re- 
sides or  sojourns,  his  or  her  medical  diploma,  as  well  as  a 
true  copy  of  the  same,  including  any  endorsements  thereon, 
and  shall  make  atlidavit  before  him  that  the  diploma  and 
endorsements  are  genuine ;  thereupon  the  prothonotary 
shall  enter  the  following  in  the  register,  to  wit :  The  name 
in  full  of  the  practitioner,  his  or  her  place  of  nativit3%  his 
or  her  place  of  residence,  the  name  of  the  college  or  uni- 
versity that  has  conferred  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine, 
the  year  when  such  degree  was  conferred,  and  in  like  man- 
ner any  other  degree  or  degrees  that  the  practitioner  may 
desire  to  place  on  record,  to  all  of  which  the  practitioner 
shall  likewise  make  affidavit  before  the  prothonotary,  and 
the  prothonotary  shall  place  the  copy  of  such  diploma,  in- 
cluding the  endorsements,  on  file  in  his  office,  for  inspec- 
tion by  the  public. 

Section  3.  Any  person,  whose  medical  diploma  has  been 
destroyed  or  lost,  shall  present  to  the  prothonotary  of  the 
county,  in  which  he  or  she  resides  or  sojourns,  a  duly  cer- 
tified copy  of  his  or  her  diploma,  but  if  the  same  is  not  ob- 
tainable, a  statement  of  this  fact,  together  with  the  names  of 
the  professors  whose  lectures  he  or  she  attended  and  the 
branches  of  study  upon  which  each  professor  lectured,  to 
all  of  which  the  practitioner  shall  made  affidavit  before  the 
prothonotary,  after  which  the  practitioner  shall  be  allowed 
to  register,  in  manner  and  form  as  indicated  in  section  two 
of  this  act,  and  the  prothonotary  shall  place  such  certified 
statement  on  file  in  his  office,  for  inspection  by  the  public. 

Section  4.  Any  person,  who  may  desire  to  commence  the 
practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  having  a  medical  diploma  issued  or  pur- 
porting to  have  been  issued  by  any  college,  univei'sity,  so- 
ciety or  association  in  another  state  or  foreign  country,  shall 
lay  the  same  before  the  faculty  of  one  of  the  medical  col- 
leges or  universities  of  this  commonwealth  for  inspection, 
and  the  faculty,  being  satisfied  as  to  the  qualifications  of  the 
applicant  and  the  genuineness  of  the  diploma,  shall  direct  the 
dean  of  the  faculty  to  endorse  the  same,  after  which  such 
person  shall  be  allowed  to  register,  as  required  by  section 
two  of  this  act.

Section  5.  Any  person,  who  has  been  in  the  continuous 
practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  commonwealth  since 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one  without  the 
decree  of  doctor  of  medicine,  shall  be  allowed  to  continue 
such  practice,  but  such  person  shall  nevertheless  appear  be- 
fore the  prothonotary  of  the  county,  in  which  he  or  she  re- 
sides, and  shall  present  to  him  a  written  statement  of  these 
facts,  to  which  the  practitioner  shall  make  affidavit.  There- 
upon the  prothonotary  shall  enter  the  following  in  the  reg-

Section  7.  Any  practitioner,  who  shall  present  to  the  fac- 
ulty of  an  institution  for  endorsement  or  to  any  prothono- 
tary a  diploma  which  has  been  obtained  fraudulently,  or  is 
in  whole  or  in  part  a  forger}^,  or  shall  make  affidavit  to  an}' 
false  statement  to  be  filed  or  registered,  or  shall  practice 
medicine  or  surgery  without  conforming  to  the  requirements 
of  this  act,  or  shall  otherwise  violate  or  neglect  to  comply

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &g..  That  the  consent  of  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania  is  hereby  giA^en  to  the  purchase,  made 
under  the  laws  of  this  state,  by  the  United  States,  of  a  cer- 
tain piece  of  land  from  James  S.  Negley  and  Grace  Negley, 
on  the  thirteenth  day  of  July,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy -five,  and  recorded  August  third, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-five,  in  the  office 
of  the  recorder  of  deeds  of  Allegheny  county,  in  deed  book, 
volume  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  page  four  hundred 
and  forty-five,  situated  in  the  twentieth  ward,  in  the  city  of 
Pittsburg,  Allegheny  county,  bounded,  as  follows  :  On  the 
north  b}'  Ellsworth  avenue,  on  the  east  by  Filbert  street,  on 
the  south  by  Elmer  street  and  on  the  west  by  Oak  street ; 
containing  two  (2)  acres  seventy-four  and  one  fourth  perches, 
more  or  less,  on  which  to  erect  a  marine  hospital  and  neces- 
sary buildings  ;  and  the  said  United  States  shall  have  and 
hold,  use  and  occupy,  and  own  the  said  land  and  exercise 
and  control  over  the  same  and  every  part  thereof,  subject  to 
the  restrictions  hereinafter  mentioned.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  any  person  or  persons, 
who  shall  willfully  enter  or  break  down,  through  or  over  any 
field,  orchard,  garden  or  yard  fence,  hot-bed  or  green-house, 
or  who  shall  wrongfully  club,  stone,  cut,  break, bark  or  other- 
wise mutilate,  or  damage  any  field  crop,  nut,  fruit  or  orna- 
mental tree,  shrub,  bush,  plant  or  vine,  trellis,  arbor,  hot- 
bed, hot  or  green-house,  or  who  shall  trample,  or  in  any  wise 
injure,  any  grain,  grass,  vines,  vegetables  or  other  growing 
crop,  or  who  shall  willfully  take  or  carry  away  any  grain, 
corn,  rye,  wheat  or  other  field  crop,  fruit,  vegetables,  plants, 
fruit  or  ornamental  trees,  vines  or  shrubs,  whether  the  same 
be  attached  to  the  soil  or  not,  shall  subject  said  person  or 
persons  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  for  each  and  every  ofiense. 

Section  2.  Any  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman,  upon 
information  or  complaint  made  before  him,  by  the  affidavit 
of  one  or  more  persons,  of  the  violation  of  said  act  by  any 
person  or  persons,  shall  issue  his  warrant,  directed  to  any 
constable  or  police  otTicer,  to  cause  such  person  or  persons

AN  ACT 

To  organize  the  state  hospital  for  the  insane  at  Warren,  Pennsylvania. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  governor  shall 
nominate  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate,  appoint  nine  persons  to  be  trustees  of  said  hospital, 
who,  under  the  name  and  title  of  the  "  Trustees  of  the  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Warren,  Pennsylvania,"  shall 
manage  and  direct  the  concerns  of  the  institution  and  make 
all  necessary  by-laws  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  and  shall 
have  power  to  receive,  hold,  dispose  of  and  convey  all  real 
and  personal  property,  purchased  by  or  conveyed  to  them 
by  gift,  devise  or  otherwise,  in  trust  for  the  use  of  said  in- 
stitution, and  shall  serve  without  compensation  ;  of  those 
first  appointed  three  shall  serve  for  one  year,  three  for  two 
years,  three  for  three  years,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  re- 
spective periods  the  vacancies  ^hall  be  filled  by  appointment 
for  three  years  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and,  should  any 
vacancy  occur  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise  of  any 
trustee,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  as  afore- 
said for  the  unexpired  term  of  such  trustee. 

Section  2.  Not  more  than  three  trustees  shall  be  ap- 
pointed from,  or  be  resident  in,  any  one  county  at  any 
one  time,  nor  shall  any  trustee  be  in  any  wise  interested, 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  an}'  purchase  for,  or  furnishing  to, 
the  hospital  of  any  article  of  any  kind,  intended  for  the  use 
of  said  hospital. 

Section  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  charge  of  the  gen- 
eral interests  of  the  institution,  shall  visit  and  examine  the 
hospital,  either  as  a  body  or  by  committee,  at  least  once  in 
every  month ;  they  shall  appoint  the  superintendent,  who 
shall  be  a  skillful  physician,  subject  to  removal  or  reelection 
no  oftener  than  in  periods  of  five  j^ears,  except  for  infidel- 
ity to  the  trust  reposed  in  him,  or  for  incompetency  ;  said 
physician  shall  always  reside  in  the  hospital  and  his  family 
shall  reside  with  him.  The  board  of  trustees  may  appoint 
a  skillful  female  physician  to  have  immediate  charge  of  the 
female  department  of  said  hospital,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  superintendent  and  the  trustees,  and  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  of  five  years,  unless  dismissed  for  in- 
competency^ or  unfaithfulness  in  the  performance  of  her  du- 
ties, and  shall  be  subject  to  such  orders  and  regulations  as 
the  said  board  of  trustees  may  prescribe. 

Section  4.  The  trustees,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
governor,  shall  make  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  shall 
be  necessar}' ;  the}'  shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  who  shall  give 
bonds  to  the  commonwealth  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties,  they  shall  determine  his  compensation  for  ser- 
vices, also  the  salaries  of  the  other  officers  and  assistants 
of  difierent  kinds,  who  may  be  necessary  for  the  just  and 
economical  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  hospital. 

Section  5.  The  trustees  shall  appoint,  or  authorize  the 
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appointment  of,  and  exercise  control  over,  all  officers  and  as- 
sistants in  the  institution,  and  shall  have  direction  of  the 
duties  of  the  same,  subject,  howcA^er,  to  the  existing  laws, 
regulating  and  prescribing  the  duties  of  officers  of  such  in- 
stitutions. 

Section  6.  The  said  trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
shall  have  power  to  take  and  hold,  in  trust  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  said  hospital,  any  grant  or  devise  of  land  or  any 
donation  or  bequest  of  money  or  other  personal  property, 
to  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  insane  persons  in  or  to 
the  general  use  of  the  hospital. 

Section  7.  The  courts  of  this  commonwealth  shall  have 
power  to  commit  to  said  hospital  any  person  who,  having 
been  charged  with  any  offense  punishable  by  imprisonment 
or  death,  shall  have  been  found  to  have  been  insane,  in  the 
manner  now  provided  by  law,  at  the  time  the  offense  was 
committed, and  who  still  continues  insane;  and  the  expenses 
of  said  person,  if  in  indigent  circumstances,  shall  be  paid  by 
the  county  to  which  he  or  she  may  belong  by  residence. 

Section  8.  The  authorities  of  the  several  poor  districts, 
within  that  portion  of  the  state  comprising  the  district  for 
the  said  hospital,  shall  have  authority,  in  their  discretion  to 
send  to  the  said  hospital  the  indigent  insane  under  their 
charge  ;  the  amount  to  be  charged  for  the  support  of  such  in- 
sane persons,  committed  by  the  court,. or  of  any  insane  indi- 
gent person  sent  to  the  said  hospital  by  the  poor  authorities 
of  a  poor  district,  shall  not  exceed  three  dollars  per  week. 

Section  9.  The  governor,  lieutenant  governor,  judges  of 
the  several  courts  of  record  in  the  commonwealth  and  mem- 
bers of  the  legislature  shall  be  ex-officio  visitors  of  the  hos- 
pital.

That  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  ownerorowners  thereof,  will- 
fully daub,  paint  advertisements  or  post  placards  upon,  or 
otherwise  deface,  the  walls  ofany  building  or  buildings,  house 
or  houses,  or  the  fences  around  the  yard  or  yards  connected 
therewith,  or  any  fences  surrounding  or  enclosing  any  va- 
cant lot  or  lots,  farm  or  farms,  or  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
done  by  others,  or  if  any  person  or  persons  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  daub,  paint  ad- 
vertisements or  post  placards  upon,  or  otherwise  deface,  any 
tree  or  trees,  or  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  done  by  others, 
such  offender  or  offenders  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  dollars,  and  undergo  an  imprisonment  not  Punishment, 
exceeding  thirt}^  daj's,  or  both,  or  either,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court.

To  an  act  in  regard  to  the  boundary  monuments  on  the  line  between 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  states  of  Ohio  and  West  Virginia, 
approved  the  eigliteenth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  tliousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  appropriating  money  for  the  fur- 
ther carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

Whereas,  The  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  appropri- 
ated in  the  act  of  the  eighteenth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy -eight,  has  proved 
inadequate  for  the  purpose  to  which  it  was  applied  ; 

And  whereas,  If  the  work  be  left  in  its  present  incomplete 
condition  the  amount  already  expended  will  be  entirely  lost ; 

And  whereas.  The  estimation  already  made  shows  conclu- 
sively that  a  complete  revision  of  said  boundary  is  of  great 
importance  and  is  actually  necessary  ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  d;c..  That  the  further  sum  of 
eight  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  ma}'  be  neces- 
sary, is  hereby  appropriated  for  expenses  of  the  continued 
placing  and  replacing  of  the  monuments  and  for  contingent 
expenses,  as  set  forth  in  the  act  of  May  eighteenth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight :  Provided,  That  the 
sum  of  at  least  four  thousand  dollars,  out  of  the  amount  ap- 
propriated in  this  act,  be  applied  to  the  adjustment  of  the 
marking  of  the  boundary  line  between  Pennsylvania  and 
West  Virginia:  And  provided,  further.

To  provide  a  remedy  for  the  recovery  of  property  by  bailees  when 
the  possession  has  been  parted  with  by  mistake. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  (§c.,  That  any  carrier  or  other 
bailee  of  property,  who  has  parted  with  its  possession  by 
mistake  to  any  person  not  entitled  to  the  possession,  may, 
after  demand,  maintain  an  action  of  replevin  for  the  same, 
or,  if  the  property  can  not  be  found,  an  action  of  assumpsit 
or  trover  and  conversion  against  the  party  converting  or 
removing  it.  In  the  case  of  replevin,  if  there  was  no  fraud 
in  obtaining  such  possession,  the  plaintiff  shall  first  tender 
to  the  defendant  the  freight  or  other  proper  charges  which 
have  accrued  at  the  time  of  the  demand  of  possession.

Whereas,  During  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  certain  loans  of  the  commonwealth,  to  the 
amount  of  ten  millions  of  dollars,  will  become  due  or  paya- 
ble by  the  terms  of  the  acts  creating  them ; 

And  whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  this  amount  shall  be 
refunded  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest ; 

Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.^  That  the  governor  and  Loan  of  ten  mil 
commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  be  and  are  hereb}^  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  borrov/  on  the  faith  of  the  com- 
monwealth, in  such  amounts  as  they  may  deem  most  expe- 
dient for  the  interests  of  the  state,  ten  millions  of  dollars  or 
a  less  amount  wiiich,  together  with  the  premium  on  the 
bonds,  will  enable  them  to  pay  the  maturing  indebtedness, 
referred  to  in  the  preamble,  and  issue  certificates  of  loan  on 
bonds  for  the  commonwealth  for  the  same,  bearing  interest 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per  centum  per  annum  ;  bids  to 
be  received  at  three,  three  and  a  half  and  four  per  centum 
and  the  officers  above  named  shall  accept  the  bids  which  are 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  commonwealth,  the  interest  to 
be  paid  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  semi-annu- 
ally, on  the  first  of  February'  and  first  of  August,  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia ;  which  certificates  of  loan  or  bonds 
shall  not  be  subject  to  any  taxation  whatever  for  state,  mu-  ^tfo^^*^  romtax 
nicipal  or  local  purposes  in  Pennsylvania,  and  shall  be  pay- 
able as  follows,  namely  : 

Seven  million  five  hundred  thousand  .dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  at  fmy  time  after  thirty  years  ; 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three, 
designated  as  series  one  ; 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four, 
designated  as  series  two  ; 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five, 
designated  as  series  three  : 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six,  desig 
nated  as  series  four  ; 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
designated  as  series  five  ; 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight, 
designated  as  series  six  ; 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine, 
designated  as  series  seven  ; 
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Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety,  desig- 
nated as  series  eight ; 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one, 
designated  as  series  nine  ; 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety -two, 
designated  as  series  ten. 

The  certificates  for  the  whole  of  this  loan  shall  be  issued 
in  amounts  of  fifty  dollars,  one  hundred  dollars,  and  any 
multiples  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  be  sig-ned  by  the 
governor  and  state  treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  au- 
ditor general,  and  registered  in  the  books  of  the  auditor 
general,  and  to  be  transferable  on  the  books  of  the  common- 
w^ealth  at  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics'  National  Bank  of 
Philadelphia;  the  proceeds  of  the  whole  of  which  loan,  in- 
cluding premiums,  et  cetera,  received  on  the  same,  shall  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  maturing  bonds  of  the  com- 
monwealth :  Provided^  That  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
for  the  receiving  of  said  bids  shall  be  first  given  by  adver- 
tisement in  two  daily  papers  in  the  counties  of  Allegheny, 
Philadelphia  and  Dauphin,  during  at  least  five  weeks. 

Section  2.  The  bids  for  the  said  loan  shall  be  opened  in 
the  presence  of  the  governor  and  commissioners  of  the  sink- 
ing fund,  and  awarded  to  the  highest  and  best  bidder,  and 
in  evidence  of  the  good  faith  of  the  bidders  such  proposals 
shall  be  accompanied  with  a  deposit  of  five  per  centum  on 
the  amount  bid  for :  Provided,  That  no  certificate  hereby 
authorized  to  be  issued  shall  be  negotiated  for  less  than  its 
par  value. 

Section  3.  The  maturing  bonds  of  the  state  shall  be  re- 
ceivable in  payment  of  the  said  loan  under  such  regulations 
as  the  governor  and  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund 
may  prescribe,  and  every  bidder  for  the  loan,  now  author- 
ized to  be  issued,  shall  state  in  his  bid  whether  the  same  is 
payable  in  cash  or  in  the  maturing  bonds  of  the  common- 
wealth. 

Section  4.  That  all  trustees,  executors,  administrators, 
guardians,  agents,  treasurers,  committees  or  other  persons, 
holding  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  state  or 
moneys,  are  hereby  authorized  to  bid  for  the  loan  hereby 
authorized  to  be  issued,  and  to  surrender  the  bonds  or  cer- 
tificates of  loan  held  by  them  at  the  time  of  making  such  bid, 
and  to  receive  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  this  act. 

Section  5.  Any  person  or  persons,  standing  in  the  fidu- 
ciary capacity  stated  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  who 
may  desire  to  invest  money  in  their  hands  for  the  benefit^  of 
the  trust,  may,  without  any  order  of  court,  invest  the  same 
in  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  this  act,  at  a  rate  of 
premium  not  exceeding  twenty  per  centum. 

Section  6.  That  all  existing  laws  or  portions  thereof,  in- 
consistent herewith,  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Authorizing  companies,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  any  other 
state  of  the  United  States  for  the  manufacture  of  any  form  of  iron, 
steel  or  glass,  to  erect  and  maintain  buildings  and  manufacturing 
establishments,  and  to  take,  have  and  hold  real  estate  necessary 
and  proper  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  any  company,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  any 
other  state  for  the  manufacture  of  any  form  of  iron,  steel  or 
glass,  to  erect  and  maintain  buildings  and  manufacturing 
establishments  within  this  commonwealth  and  to  take,  have 
and  hold  real  estate,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  acres,  nec- 
essary and  proper  for  such  manufacturing  purposes  :  Pro- 
vided, That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to 
prevent  or  relieve  real  estate  taken  and  held  by  any  such 
company,  under  the  provisions  of  this  statute,  from  being 
taxed  in  like  manner  witli  other  real  estate  within  this  com- 
monwealth ;  And  provided,  further.  That  no  foreign  cor- 
poration shall  be  entitled  to  employ  any  greater  amount  of 
capital  in  any  such  business  in  this  state  than  the  same  kind 
of  corporations,  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  are 
entitled  to  employ.  And  provided,  further,  That  every 
such  foreign  corporation,  doing  business  as  afosesaid  in  this 
commonwealth,  shall  be  liable  to  taxation  to  an  amount,  not 
exceeding  that  imposed  on  corporations  organized  for  simi- 
lar purposes  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  every  such 
foreign  corporation,  taking  the  benefit  of  this  act  shall  make 
the  same  returns  to  the  auditor  general  that  are  now  required 
by  laws  of  the  corporations  of  this  state.

AN  ACT 

To  authorize  foreign  corporations  to  become  corporations  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  to  prescribe  the  mode  for  their  so  doing. 

Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  corporations,  created  by  or  under 
the  laws  of  any  other  state,  doing  business  in  this  state,  and 
in  which  three  or  more  of  the  stockholders  are  citizens  of 
this  state,  and  which  are  embraced  within  corporations  of 
the  second  class  defined  in  section  two  (2)  of  an  act,  ap- 
proved the  twenty-ninth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-four,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for 
the  incorporation  and  regulation  of  certain  corporations," 
may  become  corporations  of  this  state,  under  the  provisions 
of  said  last  mentioned  act,  by  preparing,  having  approved 
and  recorded  a  certificate,  in  which  shall  be  stated : 

First.  The  name  of  the  corporation. 

Second.  Its  purpose.

The  number  of  its  directors,  and  the  names  and 
residences,  of  those  elected  for  the  current  year. 

The  amount  of  its  capital  stock  and  the  number 
and  par  value  of  the  shares  into  which  it  is  divided. 

Eighth.  The  legislation  under  which  it  was  originally 
created. 

Ninth.  Its  financial  condition  at  the  date  of  the  certificate, 
showing  capital  stock  paid  in,  funded  debt,  floating  debt, 
estimated  value  of  property  and  cash  assets,  if  any. 

Said  certificate  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate,  un- 
der the  seal  of  the  corporation,  showing  the  consent  of  a 
majority  in  interest  of  such  corporation  to  such  application 
for  a  charter,  and  to  a  renunciation  of  its  original  charter 
and  of  all  privileges  not  enjoyed  by  corporations  of  its  class, 
under  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  2.  Said  certificates  shall  be  acknowledged  by  at 
least  three  of  the  directors  of  said  corporation,  before  the 
recorder  of  deeds  of  the  county  in  which  the  chief  operations  *- 
are  to  be  carried  on  or  in  which  the  principal  office  is  situa- 
ted, and  said  directors  shall  also  make  and  subscribe  an  oath 
or  affirmation  before  him,  to  be  endorsed  on  the  said  certifi- 
cate, that  the  statements  contained  therein  are  true.  The 
said  certificate  shall  then  be  produced  to  the  governor  of  this 
commonwealth,  who  shall  examine  the  same,  and  if  he  find 
it  to  be  in  proper  form  and  within  the  purposes  named  for 
corporations  of  the  second  class  in  the  said  second  section  of 
said  act  of  April  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-four,  before  mentioned,  he  shall  approve  thereof 
and  endorse  his  approval  thereon,  and  direct  letters  patent 
to  issue,  in  the  usual  form,  incorporating  said  stockholders 
and  their  successors  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in 
deed  and  in  law  by  the  name  chosen ;  and  the  said  certificate 
shall  be  recorded,  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  com- 
monwealth, in  a  book  to  be  by  him  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  he  shall  forthwith  furnish  the  auditor  general  an  abstract 
therefrom,  showing  the  name,  location,  amount  of  capital 
stock,  and  name  and  address  of  the  treasurer  of  such  cor- 
poration ;  the  said  original  certificate,  with  all  its  endorse- 
ments, shall  then  be  recorded  in  the  office  for  the  recording 
of  deeds  in  and  for  the  county  where  the  chief  operations 
are  to  be  carried  on. 

Section  3.  From  the  date  of  said  letters  patent,  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  and  exist  as  a  corporation  of  this  common- 
wealth, under  the  provisions  of  law  regulating  corporations 
of  its  class  and  of  its  charter;  and  all  of  the  rights,  privi- 
leges, powers,  immunities,  lands,  property  and  assets,  of 
whatever  kind  or  character  the  same  may  be,  possessed  and 
owned  by  the  original  coi'poration ,  shall  vest  in,  and  be 
owned  and  enjoyed  b}^,  the  said  corporation  so  created  as 
fully  and  with  like  effect  as  if  its  original  charter  had  re- 
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mained  in  force,  save  as  by  general  law  and  said  certificate 
expressl}'  stated  otherwise ;  and  all  suits,  claims  and  demands 
by  said  corporation  in  existence  at  the  date  of  said  new 
charter  shall  and  may  be  sued,  prosecuted  and  collected 
under  the  laws  governing  the  said  corporation  prior  to  its 
new  charter,  and  claims  and  demands  of  every  nature  and 
character  in  existence  at  the  date  of  sr.id  new  charter  may 
be  collected  from  and  of  said  new  chartered  corporation,  as 
fully  and  with  like  effect  as  if  no  change  had  taken  place.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  "  An  act  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  several  acts  relating  to  game 
and  game  fish,"  approved  the  third  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-eight,  changing  the  time  for  hunting  and 
killing  deer,  squirrels,  rabbits,  wild  turkeys,  pheasants  and  prairie 
chicken. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c.^  That  the  first  section  of  the 
act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  which  reads  as  follows  : 

"  That  no  person  shall  kill  or  pursue,  in  any  part  of  the  section  first  of  act 
State,  any  elk  or  wild  deer,  save  only  from  the  first  day  of  of thirdJune, isTs, 
October  in  an}^  year  to  the  sixteenth  day  of  December  next 
following;  no  person  shall  have  in  his  or  her  possession,  or 
offer  for  sale  or  transport,  any  elk,  wild  deer,  antelope  or 
fresh  venison,  save  only  from  the  first  day  of  October  in  any 
year  to  the  sixteenth  day  of  December  next  following  ;  no 
person  shall  at  any  time  kill  any  fawn,  when  in  its  spotted 
coat,  or  have  the  fresh  skin  of  any  such  fawn  in  his  or  her 
possession  ;  no  person  shall  pursue  any  elk  or  wild  deer  with 
dogs  in  any  part  of  this  state,  or  shall  kill  in  the  water  an}^ 
elk  or  wild  deer  or  fawn  which  has  been  driven  thereto  by 
dogs  ;  any  person  ofiending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  elk,  wild 
deer  or  fawn  so  killed  or  pursued  or  trapped,  or  fresh  elk, 
wild  deer,  antelope  or  fawn  skin  had  in  his  or  her  possession, 
and  may  be  proceeded  against  in  any  county  of  the  state 
wherein  he  may  be  arrested  having  the  same  in  his  or  her 
possession :  And  provided  also,  That  any  dogs  pursuing 
elk  or  wild  deer  or  fawns  may  be  killed  by  any  person,  and 
any  constable  or  other  town  official  may  kill  any  dog  that 
habitually  pursues  elk,  wild  deer  or  fawns,  and  the  owner  of 
such  dog  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
elk,  wild  deer  or  fawn  killed  by  such  dog  :  Provided  fur- 
ther, That  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  not  to  change  or  ^ricun^lts  appii- 
alter  any  exception  of  any  counties  or  parts  of  counties  of  cation  to  certain 
this  State,  hereinbefore  made  in  any  act  of  assembly  pro-  omitted.  '  ^ 
hibiting  running  of  deer  with  dogs,"  shall  be  so  amended  as 
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Section  twenty- 
five  of  said  act 
amended.

pursue,  in  any  part  of  this  state  any  elk  or  wild  deer,  save 
only  from  the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year  to  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  next  following ;  and  no  person  shall 
have  in  his  or  her  possession,  or  offer  for  sale  or  transport, 
any  elk,  wild  deer,  antelope  or  fresh  venison,  save  only  from 
the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year  to  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December  next  following.  No  person  shall  at  any  time 
kill  any  fawn,  when  in  its  spotted  coat,  or  have  the  fresh 
skin  of  an}'  such  fawn  in  his  or  her  possession.  No  person 
shall  pursue  any  elk  or  wild  deer  with  dogs  in  any  part  of 
this  state,  or  shall  kill  in  the  water  any  elk  or  wild  deer  or 
fawn  which  has  been  driven  thereto  by  dogs.  Any  person 
offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  elk,  wild  deer  or  fawn  so 
killed  or  pursued  or  trapped,  or  fresh  elk,  wild  deer,  ante- 
lope or  fawn  skin  had  in  his  or  her  possession,  and  may  be 
proceeded  against  in  any  county  of  the  state  wherein  he  may 
bearrested  having  the  same  in  his  or  her  possession :  And  pro- 
vided also^  That  any  dogs  pursuing  elk  or  wild  deer  or  fawns 
may  be  killed  by  an}"  person,  and  any  constable  or  other  town 
official  may  kill  any  dog  that  habitually  pursues  elk,  wild 
deer  or  fawns,  and  the  owner  of  such  dog  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  elk,  wild  deer  or  fawn  killed 
by  such  dog." 

Section  2.  That  section  twenty-five  of  the  act  to  amend 
and  consolidate  the  several  acts  relative  to  game  and  game 
fish,  explanatory  of  the  same,  approved  June  third,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  which  reads  as  follows : 

"  No  person  shall  by  any  means  or  device  whatsoever  catch 
or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  this  state  any  black  bass,  green 
bass,  yellow  bass,  willow  bass,  rock  bass.  Lake  Erie  or  grass 
bass,  pike  or  pickerel,  or  wall-eyed  pike  commonly  known 
as  Susquehanna  salmon,  between  the  first  day  of  January 
and  the  first  day  of  June,  nor  shall  catch  or  kill  any  of  said 
species  of  fish  at  any  other  time  during  the  year,  save  only 
with  a  hook  and  line,  scroll  or  spear ;  an}'  violation  of  this 
section  shall  subject  the  offender  to  a  penalty  often  dollars 
for  each  and  every  oflTense  :  Provided,  This  section  shall  not 
apply  to  the  waters  of  Lake  Erie,  except  in  the  ponds  on  the 
island  or  peninsula  forming  the  north  and  east  shores  of  the 
harbor  of  Erie,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  folio  vvs : 

"  No  person  shall  by  any  means  or  device  whatsoever  catch 
or  kill  in  any  wateis  of  this  state  any  black  bass,  green  bass, 
yellow  bass,  willow  bass,  rock  bass.  Lake  Erie  or  grass  bass, 
pike  or  pickerel,  or  wall-eyed  pike  commonly  known  as  Sus- 
quehanna salmon,  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the 
first  day  of  June,  nor  shall  catch  or  kill  any  of  said  species 
of  fish  at  any  other  time  during  the  year,  save  only  with  a 
rod,  hook  and  line ;  any  violation  of  this  section  shall  sub- 
ject the  offender  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offense  :  Provided,  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
waters  of  Lake  Erie,  except  in  the  ponds  on  the  island  or 
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peninsula  forming  the  north  and  east  shores  of  the  harbor 
of  Erie." 

Section  3.  That  no  person  shall  at  any  time  catch,  take, 
kOl  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession,  after  the  same  has  been 
killed,  any  speckled  trout  or  California  mountain  trout  for 
sale  less  than  five  inches  in  length,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  fish  in  any  stream  in  this  commonwealth, 
for  a  period  of  three  years,  in  which  brook  trout  have  been 
planted  b}^  the  fish  commissioners  of  the  state,  under  a  pen- 
alty of  twenty  dollars,  as  provided  for  in  section  thirty-six 
of  act  of  Assembly,  approved  June  third,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-eight:  Provided,  Public  notice  has 
been  given  of  said  planting  at  the  time  in  anj^  newspaper 
published  in  the  county  where  said  streams  are  located,  for 
the  period  of  three  weeks. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  take,  catch  or  kill  any  shad  in  the  Susquehanna 
and  Juniata  rivers,  from  sunset  on  Saturday  till  sunrise  on 
Monday  of  any  week  during  the  run  of  said  fish  from  March 
fifteenth  to  June  twenty-fifth  of  each  year,  but  fishing  shall 
be  permitted  for  said  fish  from  Monday  at  sunrise  till  Sat- 
urday at  sunset  of  each  week  during  said  time  with  seine  or 
seines,  net  or  nets,  not  less  than  four  and  one  half  inches  in 
the  mesh,  measured  from  knot  to  knot  diagonally ;  that  if 
any  perfeon  or  persons  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section 
during  the  close  time  any  fish  warden,  constable  or  sheriff 
of  any  county  in  said  commonwealth  is  hereby  empowered 
to  arrest  the  oflender  or  oftenders  on  sight  and  confiscate 
all  seine  or  seines,  net  or  nets,  boat  or  boats  of  any  kind 
and  implements  of  fishing,  outside  of  any  enclosure  used  in 
an}'  connection  with  the  same,  and  sell  the  same  at  public 
auction,  and  appropriate  the  proceeds,  less  expenses,  to  the 
school  fund  of  said  district  where  the  violation  occurs  ;  and 
the  same  penalties  of  forfeiture  shall  apply  to  any  person  or 
persons  who  shall  employ  or  use  in  any  way  whatever  any 
gill  or  drift  seine  or  seines,  net  or  nets  at  any  time  ;  and,  in 
addition  to  the  forfeitures  aforesaid,  the  person  or  persons 
so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars, 
and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  three 
months,  or  both,  or  either,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court 
trying  the  same. 

Section  5.  That  section  third  of  the  act,  to  which  this  is 
a  supplement,  which  reads  as  follows  :  "  No  person  shall 
kill  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have  in  his  possession  after  the 
same  has  been  killed,  any  hare  commonly  called  rabbit,  be- 
tween the  first  day  of  January  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  Oc- 
tober in  any  year,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each 
and  every  hare  or  rabbit  so  killed  or  exposed  for  sale  or  had 
in  his  possession.

Sectton  1.  Be  it  enacted^  t&c.  That  section  fifteen  of  the 
act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  several 
acts  relating  to  game  and  game  fish,"  approved  June  third, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  which  pro- 
vides as  follows,  namely  :  "  No  person  shall  kill,  catch  or 
discharge  any  fire-arms  at  any  wild  pigeon  while  on  its  nest- 
ing ground,  or  break  up  or  in  any  manner  disturb  such  nest- 
ing grovmd  or  the  birds  thereon,  or  discharge  any  fire-arms 
within  one  fourth  of  a  mile  of  such  nesting  place  of  any  wild 
pigeon  or  pigeons,  or  shoot  at,  maim  or  kill  any  wild  pigeon 
or  pigeons  within  their  roostings,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars :  Provided.,  That  no  person  except  citizens  of  this 
commonwealth  shall  trap  or  catch  wild  pigeons  with  nets  in 
any  of  the  counties  of  this  commonwealth,  unless  he  shall 
have  first  taken  out  a  license  from  the  county  treasurer  in 
the  county  in  which  said  pigeons  are  found,  for  which  li- 
cense he  shall  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  use  of 
said  county,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  :  And 
provided  further.,  That  no  person  shall  at  any  time  or  place 
within  this  state  kill  or  take  any  wild  pigeon  with  any  net, 
trap  or  snare,  nor  set  any  such  net,  trap  or  snare  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  or  killing  any  of  said  pigeons  during  the 
nesting  season,  nor  shall  any  person  sell  or  expose  for  sale 
any  of  the  said  pigeons  after  the  same  shall  have  been  so 
taken  or  killed,  under  a  penalty  often  dollars  for  each  bird 
so  taken,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  so  that  it 
shall  read  as  follows  : 

"  Section  15.  No  person  shall  kill  or  take  any  wild  pigeon 
or  squab  while  on  its  nesting  or  roosting  ground,  or  break 
up  or  in  any  manner  disturb  such  nesting  or  roosting  ground 
or  the  birds  thereon,  or  kill  or  catch  with  gun,  net  or  trap, 
or  otherwise  take  or  destroy  any  such  pigeon  or  pigeons, 
within  one  mile  of  any  nesting  or  roosting  ground,  or  dis- 
charge any  fire-arms  within  one  mile  of  any  nesting  or  roost- 
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ing  ground,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars:  Provilfd., 
That  no  person  except  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  shall 
trap  or  catch  wild  pigeons  with  nets  in  any  of  the  counties 
of  this  commonwealth,  unless  he  shall  first  have  taken  out 
a  license  from  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which 
said  pigeons  are  found,  for  which  license  he  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  use  of  said  county,  under  a  pen- 
alty of  one  hundred  dollars."

Regulating  the  satisfaction  of  mortgages  where  the  legal  presumption 
of  the  payment  of  the  same  exists  from  the  lapse  of  time,  and  no  sat- 
isfaction of  record  appears. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  (fee,  That  in  all  cases  where  the 
legal  presumption  of  the  payment  of  mortgages  shall  exist 
from  lapse  of  time,  and  no  satisfaction  appears  on  the  record 
thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
mortgaged  premises  to  apply  by  petition  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  county  where  the  mortgaged  premises 
are  situate,  setting  forth  the  premises,  and  also  the  name  of 
the  holder  or  holders  of  the  mortgage,  if  known,  and  if  not 
known  then  stating  that  fact,  whereupon  the  said  court  shall 
direct  the  sheriff^  of  the  said  coimty  to  serve  a  notice,  stat- 
ing the  facts  set  forth  in  the  petition,  on  the  holder  or  hold- 
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Kule. 


ers  of  the  said  mortgage,  if  to  be  found  in  the  said  county, 
and,  in  case  the  parties  aforesaid  cannot  he  found  in  the  said 
county,  then  the  said  sheriff  shall  give  public  notice  as  afore- 
said, in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  within  or  nearest 
the  said  county,  once  a  week  for  four  weeks  successively 
prior  to  the  then  next  term  after  the  petition  as  aforesaid 
shall  have  been  presented,  requiring  said  parties  to  appear 
at  said  term  and  answer  the  petition  as  aforesaid  ;  at  which 
term,  should  any  person  or  persons  appear,  claiming  to  be 
the  holder  or  holders  of  the  said  mortgage,  the  said  court

scire  facias,  and  in  default  of  a  compliance  with  the  said 
rule,  and  in  the  event  of  a  non-appearance  of  any  person  to 
answer  the  said  petition  as  aforesaid,  the  said  court,  being 
satisfied  of  the  truth  of  the  said  petition,  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  required,  at  the  same  or  any  subsequent  term  of 
the  said  court,  to  decree  and  direct  that  satisfaction  shall  be 
entered  on  the  record  of  the  said  mortgage  by  the  recorder 
of  the  proper  county,  on  payment  of  the  costs  due  relative 
to  the  entry  of  said  mortgage  or  any  proceedings  thereon  ; 
which  said  satifaction  so  entered  shall  forever  thereafter  dis- 
charge, defeat  and  release  the  same,  and  shall  likewise  bar  Effect  thereof, 
all  actions  brought  or  to  be  brought  thereon,  as  fully  and 
effectually  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  the  satisfaction 
had  been  entered  by  the  legal  holder  or  holders  of  the  said 
mortgage.

Relating  to  the  hospital  for  the  insane  for  the  northern  district  of 
Pennsylvania  at  Danville. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  trustees  of  the  hospital  for  the  insane  for  the  northern 
district  of  Pennsylvania  at  Danville  to  pay  into  the  ti^eas- 
ury  of  the  commonwealth  the  amount  of  the  insurance  money 
which  they  have  received,  or  shall  hereafter  receive,  from 
the  policies  of  insurance  held  by  them  upon  the  buildings  of 
said  hospital,  which  were  destroyed  or  damaged  by  fire. 

Section  2.  When  said  money  shall  have  been  received  by   gueh  money  to  be

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  revenue  by  taxation,"  ap- 
proved the  seventh  of  June,  one  thousand  eiglit  hundred  and 
seventy-nine. 

Section  L  Be  it  enacted,  Sc,  That  all  mortgages,  money 
owing  by  solvent  debtors,  whether  by  promissory  note  or 
penal  or  single  bill,  bond  or  judgment,  also  all  articles  of 
agreement  and  accounts  bearing  interest,  owned  or  possessed 
by  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  except  notes  or  bills 
for  work  or  labor  done  and  all  obligations  given  to  banks 
for  money  loaned  and  bank  notes,  also  all  shares  of  stock  in 
any  bank,  banking  or  saving  institution  or  company,  now 
or  hereafter  incorporated  by  or  in  pursuance  of  any  law  of 
this  commonwealth,  and  all  public  loans  or  stocks  whatso- 
ever, except  those  issued  by  this  commonwealth  or  the 
United  States,  and  all  money  loaned  or  invested  in  any  other 
state,  and  all  other  moneyed  capital  in  the  hands  of  individ- 
ual citizens  of  the  state,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  taxable  for 
state  purposes,  at  the  rate  of  four  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the 
value  thereof  annually :  Provided,  That  all  mortgages,  judg- 
ments and  recognizances  whatsoever,  and  all  moneys  due 
or  owing  upon  articles  of  agreement  for  the  sale  of  real  es- 
tate shall,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be  exempt  from  all 
taxation,  except  for  state  purposes  :  Provided^  The  ])rovis- 
ions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  building  and  loan  associ- 
ations ;  Provided,  however.  That  moneys  loaned  by  build- 
ing and  loan  associations  shall  be  subject  to  tax  the  same 
as  money  loaned  by  individuals. 

Section  2.  That  hereafter  all  corporations,  paying  inter- 
est on  a  loan  or  loans  which  are  taxable  for  state  jDurposes 
whether  secured  by  bond  mortgage,  recognizance  or  other- 
wise, shall  report  annually,  in  the  month  of  November,  to 
the  auditor  general  the  amount  of  such  indebtedness  owned 
by  residents  of  this  commonwealth,  as  nearly  as  can  be  as- 
certained, under  oath  of  the  president  or  treasurer,  and  shall 
pay  into  the  state  treasury  four  mills  upon  every  dollar  of 
such  indebtedness  so  returned  and  owned  by  residents  as 
aforesaid,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  in  each  year ;  and  for  every  failure  to  report  or 
pay  as  aforesaid  the  auditor  general  shall  add  ten  per  centum 
as  a  penalty  to  the  said  tax ;  and  the  said  tax  may  be  de- 
ducted by  the  corporation  paying  the  same  from  the  inter- 
est on  such  indebtedness,  whereupon  such  indebtedness, 
whether  secured  by  bond,  mortgage,  judgment  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  exempt  from  other  taxation  in  the  hands  of  the 
holders  thereof. 

Section  3.  In  case  any  bank  or  savings  institution,  incor- 
porated by  this  state  or  the  United  States,  shall  elect  to  col- 
lect annually  from  the  shareliolders  thereof  a  tax  of  six 
tenths  of  one  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  all  the 
shares  of  said  bank  or  savings  institution, and  pa^^the  same 
into  the  state  treasury  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March 
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in  eacli  .year,  the  shares,  and  so  much  of  the  capital  and 
profits  of  such  bank  as  shall  not  be  invested  in  real  estate, 
shall  be  exempt  from  all  other  taxation  under  the  laws  of 
this  commonwealth. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  cash- 
ier of  every  bank  or  saving:s  institution,  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States  and 
doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  failing  to  pay  in  the 
six  mill  tax  as  aforesaid,  to  make  report  in  writing  to  the 
auditor  general  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  June  in 
each  year,  stating  specifically  the  amount  of  capital  stock 
and  the  amount  paid  in,  a  full  and  complete  list  of  the  share- 
holders of  such  bank  or  savings  institution,  with  their  resi- 
dence and  number  and  par  value  of  shares  of  stock  held  by 
each  person  respectively,  value  of  said  stock  in  the  market 
where  such  bank  is  located  during  the  year  ending  with  the 
twentieth  day  of  June,  which  said  report  shall  be  verified 
by  the  oath  of  the  president  or  cashier,  taken  before  some 
oflScer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  ;  and  the  said  presi- 
dent or  cashier  shall  also  furnish  a  duplicate  original  of  said 
report  to  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  city  or  county  in 
which  such  bank  or  institution  is  located,  to  be  used  by 
them  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  all  taxes  against  said 
shareholders.  The  auditor  general  shall  have  power  to  in- 
quire into  the  value  of  such  stock,  and  eitlier  abate  or  in- 
crease the  assessment  as  may  be  just.  If  the  said  bank 
oflScer  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  furnish  the  reports  afore- 
said as  above  required,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor 
general  to  require  the  said  officers  to  appear  before  him  in 
person  with  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  said  bank  or 
savings  institution  for  interrogation  and  examination,  and 
the  auditor  general  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoenas  and 
attachments,  to  be  served  by  any  constable  or  sheriff,  and 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  such  bank  officer  and  the  pro- 
duction of  such  books  and  papers  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  make  a  correct  list  of  the  shareholders,  with  their 
residences  and  the  number  and  value  of  their  shares ;  and 
the  said  auditor  general  may  settle  an  account  in  the  usual 
mode  against  the  individual  shareholders  for  the  state  tax 
of  four  mills  and  proceed  to  collect  the  same  according  to 
law,  and  he  shall  also  transmit  the  lists  and  assessments 
made  by  him  to  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  cities  and 
counties  to  be  used  by  them  in  assessing  taxes  against  the 
said  shareholders. 

Section  5.  That  one-half  the  taxes  imposed  by  the  fourth 
section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  the 
revenues  derived  therefrom,  shall  be  assigned  to  the  sink- 
ing fund  of  this  commonwealth,  and  all  other  taxes  imposed 
by  the  said  act,  and  the  revenue  derived  therefrom,  shall  be 
applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  ordinary  and  current  ex- 
penses of  the  government. 

Section  6.  The  office  of  assessor  provided  for  under  the 
second  section  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  increase  the

That  all  insurance  companies,  which  shall,  with- 
in thirty  days  after  the  approval  of  this  act,  pay  into  the 
treasury  of  this  commonwealth  the  amount  of  money  claim- 
ed by  the  commonwealth  for  taxes  upon  their  gross  premi- 
ums, for  the  period  of  time  between  the  twentieth  day  of 
March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  and  the  first  da}^  of  January,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  together  with 
interest  upou  the  same,  shall  be  liable,  from  and  after  the

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  t&c,  That  any  corporation,  or-

by  the  recorder  of  the  county,  shall  be  recorded  with  the 
commission  in  the  county  in  whicli  the  property  of  such  cor- 
poration, for  which  such  policeman  is  appointed,  may  be

Such  corporation  police  shall,  when  on  duty,   To  wear  shield, 
severally  wear  a  metallic  shield  with  the  word  "  police  "  and 
the  name  of  the  corporation,  for  which  appointed,  inscribed 
thereon,  and  said  shield  shall  always  be  worn  in  plain  view, 
except  when  employed  as  detectives.

Se  it  enacted,  (&c.,  That  whenever  the  city  coun- 
cils ot  any  city  of  this  commonwealth,  except  cities  of  the  first, 
second,  third  and  fourth  classes,  shall,  by  ordinance,  alter  or 
change  the  channel  of  any  water  course  in  such  city,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  city  council,  in  case  such  city  cannot  agree 
with  the  owners  of  the  property  affected  by  such  change,  as 
to  the  damac^es  and  benefits  occasioned  to  such  properties, 
by  reason  of  such  change  of  channel,  to  procure  viewers  to 
be  appointed  for  the  assessment  of  such  damages  and  bene- 
fits, in  like  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  appointment 
of  viewers  in  the  case  of  opening  streets  in  such  city. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  viewers,  after  being

and  also  to  make  assessments  for  contribution  upon  all  such

Be  it  enacted^  <&c.,  That  in  all  cases  in.  which 
the  period  of  two  j'ears,  the  limitation  of  the  warrants  in 
the  duplicate  of  county,  city,  township,  ward  and  borough 
tax  collectors  have  expired,  and  said  collector  or  collectors 
have  become  liable  for  the  amount  of  tax  on  said  duplicates 
without  having  collected  the  same,  the  said  duplicates  and 
warrants  in  all  such  cases  are  hereby  revived  and  extended 
for  another  period  of  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act ; 
and  said  collector  or  collectors  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  proceed  and  collect  said  taxes  from  all  per- 
sons who  have  not  paid  taxes  assessed  to  them,  residing  in 
said  districts  within  which  it  may  have  been  assessed,  as 
well  as  from  all  persons  who  removed  from  said  city,  vrard, 
township  or  townships  or  boroughs,  and  have  neglected  to 
pay  taxes  so  as  aforesaid  assessed,  with  like  effect  as  if  said

Regulating  the  mode  of  plugging  abandoned  oil  wells,  and  provid- 
ing a  penalty  for  the  violation  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  whenever  any  well 
shall  have  been  put  down  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  for 
and  producing  oil,  upon  abandoning  or  ceasing  to  operate 
the  same,  the  owner  or  operator  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
cluding all  fresh  water  from  the  oil-bearing  rock  and  before 
drawing  the  casing,  till  up  the  well  with  sand  or  rock  sedi- 
ment to  the  depth  of  at  least  twenty  feet  above  the  third 
sand  or  oil-bearing  rock,  and  drive  a  round,  seasoned,  wooden 
plug  at  least  two  feet  in  length,  equal  in  diameter  to  the 
diameter  of  the  well  below  the  casing,  to  a  point  at  least 
five  feet  below  the  bottom  of  the  casing,  and,  immediately 
after  the  drawing  of  the  casing,  shall  drive  a  round  wooden 
plug  into  the  well  at  the  point  just  below  where  the  lower 
end  of  the  casing  shall  have  rested,  which  plug  shall  be  at 
least  three  feet  in  length,  tapering  in  form  and  to  be  of  the 
same  diameter  at  the  distance  of  eighteen  inches  from  the 
smailer  end  as  the  diameter  of  the  well  below  the  point  at 
which  it  is  to  be  driven  ;  after  it  has  been  properly  driven 
shall  fill  in  on  top  of  same  with  sand  or  rock  sediment  to  the 
depth  of  at  least  five  feet. 

Section  2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalt}^  of  two  hundred  dollars, 
one  half  to  be  for  the  use  of  the  informer  and  one  half  to  the 
use  of  the  school  district  in  which  such  well  may  be  sit- 
uated, to  be  recovered  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law 
recoverable. 

Section  .3.  Whenever  any  owner  or  operator  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  one 
of  this  act,  the  owner  of,  or  operator  upon  any  land  adjoin- 
ing that  upon  which  such  abandoned  well  may  be,  may  enter, 
take  possession  of  said  abandoned  well  and  plug  the  same  as 
provided  by  this  act,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  opera- 
tor whose  duty  it  may  be  to  plug  the  same.

any  part  of  the  milk  known  as  "  strippings,"  or  shall  know- 
ingly bring  or  supply  milk  to  any  butter  or  cheese  manufac- 
tory that  is  tainted  or  partially  sour,  or  shall  knowingly  bring 
or  supply  to  any  butter  or  cheese  manufactory,  milk  drawn 
from  cows  within  fifteen  days  before  parturition  or  within 
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five  days  after  parturition,  shall  for  each  offense  forfeit  and 
pay  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  with  costs  of  suit,  to  be  sued  for  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  for  the  benefit  of  the  person  or 
persons,  firm  or  association  or  corporation  upon  whom  such 
fraud  or  neglect  shall  be  committed.

Be  it  enacted,  dc,  That  whenever  a  railroad  is 
located  or  constructed  over  or  upon  a  property  situated  in 
two  or  more  counties,  the  railroad  company  and  the  owners 
of  the  property  or  their  authorized  agents  or  representatives 
may  by  agreement  submit  the  matter  of  the  approval  of 
damage  bond  and  the  assessment  of  damages  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  either  one  of  the  counties  in  which  the  land 
lies.

Whereas,  Section  sixteen  of  said  act  of  April  eleven,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  provides  as  follows  : 
"  That  the  trustees  of  any  acadeni}^  or  seminary  in  the 
commonwealih  which  received  money  or  land  therefrom  for 
educational  pvirposes,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  convey,  by  deed  of  not  less  than  two  thirds  of  their  num- 
ber, to  be  approved  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
proper  county,  all  the  real  estate,  buildings  and  property 
and  funds  of,  or  belonging  thereto,  to  the  board  of  directors, 
and  their  successors  in  office,  of  the  common  schools  of  the 
district  in  which  the  main  building  thereof  may  be  situated, 
to  be  used  and  applied  by  said  directors  for  the  purposes  of 
common  school  education  therein,  and  for  no  other  purpose  : 
Provided,  That  when  a  high  common  school  shall  have  been 
established  therein,  by  means  of  said  property,  the  citizens 
of  the  county  within  which  said  district  is  situated  shall 
have  the  right  to  have  their  sons  and  daughters  admitted 
into  such  high  school,  if  duly  qualified,  on  paying  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  district  the  same  rate  of  tuition  on  which  it 
shall  actually  cost  said  district,  per  student,  to  keep  said 
high  school  in  operation,  without  adding  anything  thereto 
to  the  use  of  the  building." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.^  That  in  all  cases  where  the 
trustees  of  any  academy  or  seminary  in  this  commonwealth, 
which  received  money  or  land  therefrom  for  educational 
purposes,  have  conveyed  the  real  estate,  buildings  and  prop- 
erty and  funds  of,  or  belonging  thereto,  to  the  board  of  di- 
rectors, and  their  successors  in  office,  of  the  common  schools 
of  the  district  in  which  the  main  building  thereof  was  situ- 
ated, in  pursuance  of  the  authority  contained  in  section  six- 
teen of  the  act  of  April  eleven,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty -two,  and  when  the  amount  or  value  of  such  estate, 
real  and  personal,  still  remaining  unused  and  unexpended 
by  the  said  school  district,  exceeds  ten  thousand  dollars, 
($10,000,)  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  the  proper  county,  upon  the  petition  of  the  majority  of 
the  board  of  school  directors  of  said  school  district  presented 
for  that  purpose,  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  as  trustee  of 
said  estate  thus  transferred  and  still  remaining  unexpended, 
who  shall  receive  the  same,  collect  the  money  due  up  n  the 
securities  and  convert  the  stock  into  money,  if  deemed  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  district,  and  invest  and  keep  in- 
vested, from  time  to  time,  all  moneys  received  or  collected 
at  interest  in  bonds  or  mortgages  upon  real  estate  or  in  the 
interest-bearing  debt  of  the  state  or  of  the  United  States,  as 
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may  be  approved  by  said  court,  and  pay  over  the  interest  or 
income  thereof  regularly  to  the  treasurer  of  said  school  dis- 
trict for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  first  deducting  therefrom  all 
reasonable  expenses  attending  the  execution  of  the  trust, 
including  a  compensation  to  said  trustee  not  exceeding  four 
per  cent,  upon  the  income  received. 

Section  2.  Before  the  said  trustee  or  his  successors  in  the  Bond  of  trustee. 
trust  shall  receive  any  part  of  said  money,  securities  or 
stocks,  he  shall  give  bond  to  said  district  in  such  sums  and 
with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  approA-ed  by  said  court,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  duties  pertaining 
to  said  trust  and  paying  and  delivering  over  to  his  successor 
therein  or  other  party  legally  entitled  to  receive  the  same  all 
moneys  and  securities  received  and  held  by  him  as  trustee ; 
and  he  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  the  first  term  of  each  year, 
exhibit  to  said  court  a  full  true  and  correct  account  in  writ- 
ing under  oath  of  his  management  of  said  trust  fund,  how 
and  in  what  securities  the  same  is  invested,  and  the  rates  of 
interest  received  thereon,  which  account,  when  examined 
and  approved  by  the  said  court,  shall  be  filed  with  the  rec- 
ords thereof.  Said  court  shall  also  have  the  posver,  at  any 
time  upon  sufficient  cause  shown,  to  remove  said  trustee  or 
require  of  him  additional  sureties  for  the  performance  of  his 
trust,  and  shall,  whenever  and  as  often  as  a  vacancy  occurs 
by  reason  of  such  removal,  or  the  death  or  resignation  of 
said  trustee,  appoint  a  suitable  person  as  his  successor;  and 
said  trustee  shall  in  all  respects  be  subject  to  the  control 
and  jurisdictior  of  said  court,  in  like  manner  as  other  trus- 
tees under  existing  laws.

A  SUPPLEMENT 
To  "A  supplement  to  an  act.  entitled  'An  act  to  establish  an  insurance 
department,'  approved  the  fourth  day  of  April,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-three,  providing  for  the  incorporation 
and  regulation  of  insurance  companies,  and  relating  to  insurance 
agents  and  brokers  and  to  foreign  insurance  companies,"  approved 
the  first  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six, 
amending  the  twenty-seventh  section  thereof,  and  relating  to  the 
increase  and  sale  of  capital  stock. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  the  twenty-seventh 
section  of  an  a  supplement  to  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
establish  an  insurance  department,"  approved  the  fourth 
day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
three,  providing  for  the  incorporation  and  regulation  of  in- 
surance companies,  and  relating  to  insurance  agents  and 
brokers  and  to  foreign  insurance  companies,  approved  the 
first  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
six,  which  now  reads  as  follows: 

Section  27.  Any  existing  fire  or  fire  and  marine  insurance 
company,  and  any  stock  company  formed  under  this  act, 
may  at  any  time  increase  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock,  if 
authorized  so  to  do  by  the  stockholders  holding  the  larger 
amount  in  value  of  the  stock,  at  a  meeting  specially  called 
for  that  purpose,  of  which  at  least  sixty  days'  previous 
public  notice  shall  have  been  given.  At  such  meeting  of 
the  stockholders,  and  at  all  other  meetings  thereof,  each 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  cast,  either  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  to  voting  by  proxy  as 
the  by-laws  of  the  company  may  prescribe,  one  vote  for 
each  share  of  stock  that  shall  have  stood  in  his  or  her  name 
on  the  books  of  the  company  for  at  least  three  months  pre- 
vious thereto.  Increase  of  capital  stock  as  aforesaid  may 
be  made  by  increasing  the  number  of  the  shares  of  stock, 
or  by  increasing  the  par  value  of  the  same,  and  such  in- 
creased shares  or  increased  par  value  shall  be  allotted  pro 
rata  to  the  stockholders  of  said  company  according  to  their 
interest,  and  may  be  paid  in  whole  or  in  part  out  of  the  ac- 
cumulated reserve  of  the  company,  in  case  the  condition  ot 
the  company  warrants  such  allotments,  or  the  same  may  be 
disposed  of  as  is  provided  in  this  act  for  the  organization 
of  stock  companies.  No  portion  of  the  funds  of  a  company 
shall  be  regarded  as  accumulate  reserve  subject  to  allot- 
ment under  this  section,  except  such  amounts  as  may  re- 
main after  charging  the  entire  amount  of  premium  receipts 
on  undetermined  policies,  in  addition  to  capital  stock  and 
all  other  liabilities.  Before  any  such  company  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  authorized  to  increase  its  capital  stock  as  herein 
provided,  it  shall  file  with  the  insurance  commissioner  a 
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certificate,  setting  forth  the  amount  and  manner  of  such  de- 
sired increase,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  stockholders 
authorizing  the  same,  and  thereafter  such  company  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  the  increased  amount  of  capital  fixed  by 
said  certificate ;  and  the  examination  of  securities  compos- 
ing the  capital  stock  thus  increased  shall  be  made  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  provided  in  this  act  for  capital  stock 
originally  paid  in.  Whenever  any  existing  fire  or  fire  and 
marine  insurance  company,  shall,  by  a  resolution  of  its 
board  of  directors,  accept  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
of  this  act  as  a  part  of  the  charter  of  the  said  company, 
and  a  dul}'  certified  copy  of  such  resolution  shall  have  been 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  insurance  commissioner,  the  char- 
ter of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  have  been 
amended  by  the  addition  thereto  of  this  section,  which  shall 
have  the  same  force  and  eff"ect  as  if  a  part  of  the  company's 
original  charter,  or  constituting  a  supplement  thereto,"  shall 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  in  the 
following  manner : 

"  Section  27.  Any  existing  fire  or  fire  and  marine  insur- 
ance company,  and  any  stock  company  formed  under  this 
act,  may  at  any  time  increase  the  amount  of  its  capital 
stock,  if  authorized  so  to  do  by  the  stockholders  holding 
the  larger  amount  in  value  of  the  stock,  at  a  meeting 
specially  called  for  that  purpose,  of  which  at  least  sixty 
days'  previous  public  notice  shall  have  been  given.  At  such 
meeting  of  the  stockholders,  and  at  all  other  meetings 
thereof,  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  cast,  either  in 
person  or  by  proxy,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  to  voting 
by  proxy  as  the  by-laws  of  the  company  may  prescribe,  one 
vote  for  each  share  of  stock  that  shall  have  stood  in  his  or 
her  name  on  the  books  of  the  company  for  at  least  three 
months  previous  thereto.  Increase  of  capital  stock  as 
aforesaid  may  be  made  by  increasing  the  number  of  the 
shares  of  stock,  or  by  increasing  the  par  value  of  the  same, 
and  such  increased  shares  or  increased  par  value  shall  be 
allotted  pro  rata  to  the  stockholders  of  said  company  ac- 
cording to  their  interest,  and  may  be  paid  in  whole  or  in 
part  out  of  the  accumulated  reserve  of  the  company,  in  case 
the  condition  of  the  company  warrants  such  allotments,  or 
the  same  may  be  disposed  of  as  is  provided  in  this  act  for 
the  organization  of  stock  companies.  The  stockholders 
may  direct  the  sale  of  the  new  stock  by  auction  or  other- 
wise and  for  such  price  per  share  as  they  may  designate,  or 
may  require  the  payment  of  any  sum  they  may  see  fit  for 
the  right  to  subscribe  for  the  increased  stock  to  be  issued : 
Provided,  That  new  stock  shall  never  be  disposed  of  for 
less  than  the  par  value,  to  be  received  by  the  company  and 
constitute  capital,  and  that  every  stockholder  shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  like  option  with  all  other  stockholders  of  taking 
the  new  shares  in  proportion  to  his  interest  in  the  company, 
and  that  all  moneys  thus  received  beyond  the  amount  con- 
tributed for  capital  shall  be  applied  as  directed  by  the  stock- 
holders, and  the  company  may  direct  the  sale  of  options 
not  taken  after  a  reasonable  time  shall  have  been  given  for

electing  to  take  or  refuse  the  same.  No  portion  of  the 
funds  of  a  company  shall  be  regarded  as  accumulate  reserve 
subject  to  allotment  under  this  section,  except  such  amounts 
as  may  remain  after  charging  the  entire  amount  of  premium 
receipts  on  undetermined  policies,  in  addition  to  capital 
stock  and  all  other  liabilities.

Making  an  appropriation  to  the  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb,  for  educating  and  supporting  the  indigent  deaf  mute 
pupils  of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  following  sums  are  Pennsylvania  in- 
hereby  appropriated  to  the  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated  : 

For  expenses  incurred  in  the  eduction  and  maintenance 
of  indigent  deaf  mutes  of  the  commonwealth,  educated  in 
said  institution  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  for  six  months 
commencing  on  the  first  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  and  terminating 
on  the  first  day  of  September,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  the  sum  of  eighteen  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  and  sixty-one 
cents. 

For  six  months  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber, Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine,  and  terminating  on  the  first  day  of  March,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty,  the  sum  of 
thirty-six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.

aforesaid:  And  provided  further,  That  no  warrant  shall  be  Proviso 
issued  for  the  payment  of  the  said  sum  until  a  sufficient 
amount  of  money  is  in  the  state  treasury,  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated, to  pa}^  the  same.

Making  an  appropriation  to  the  Eastern  Penitentiary  for  tlie  salaries 
of  officeis,  repairs,  books  and  stationery  for  library,  and  gratuities 
to  discharged  convicts. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  the  following  sums  be 
and  are  hereby  specifically  appropriated  to  the  Eastern  Peni- 
tentiary for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
one  and  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
two,  as  follows,  namely  :  That  is  to  say,  for  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighty  one,  for  salaries  of  officers, 
thirty-eight  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five  ($88,925) 
dollars,  for  repairs  one  thousand  five  hundred  ($l,.5uO)  dol- 
lars, for  books,  and  stationery  for  the  library  five  hundred 
($500)  dollars,  for  each  discharged  convict  from  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  or  whose  residence  is  within  fifty  miles  thereof, 
the  sum  of  five  ($5)  dollars,  and  for  each  discharged  convict, 
whose  residence  is  over  fifty  miles  from  the  penitentiary,

Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  lawful  and  it  is  hereby  made 
the  duties  of  tlie  judges,  inspectors  and  clerks  or  other  offi- 
cers, of  the  primary  elections,  meetings  or  caucus  held  for 
the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates  for  state,  city  and 
count}'  offices  w  thin  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsjdvania, 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  severally 
to  take  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  or  affirmation  in  the  pres- 
ence of  each  other  in  form  as  follows,  namely  :  "  I  (A  B) 
do  that  I  v/ill  as  judge,  inspector  or  clerk  (as  the  case 

may  be)  at  the  ensuing  election,  impartially  and  faithfully 
perform  my  duties,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  consti- 
tution of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the 
party  of  the  county  of  for  the  government  of  the  said 

primary  elections,  meetings  or  caucus,  to  the  best  of  my 
judgment  and  abilities  ;"  the  oath  oi  affirmation  shall  be 
first  administered  to  the  judge  by  one  of  the  inspectors, 
then  the  judge  so  qualified  shall  administer  the  oath  or  affir- 
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mation  to  the  inspectors  and  clerks,  and  may  administer  the 
oath  to  an}'  elector  offering  to  vote  as  to  his  qualifications 
to  vote  at  such  election. 

Section  2.  If  any  judge,  inspector,  clerk  or  other  officer

two  hundred  dollars  ;  and  if  any  judge  or  inspector  of  a  pri- 
mary election  as  aforesaid  shall  knowingly  reject  the  vote 
of  any  person  entitled  to  vote  under  the  rules  of  the  said 
party,  or  shall  knowingly  receive  the  vote  of  any  per- 
son or  persons  not  qualified  as  aforesaid,  shall  on  conviction 
be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  ;  and  if  any 
judge,  inspector,  clerk  or  other  officer  of  a  primary  election 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  guilty  of  any  willful  fraud  in  the  dis-

Provided,  That  the  directors  or  managers  of  said  institu- 
tion shall  make  under  oath  a  quarterly  report  to  the  audi- 
tor general  of  the  coramon wealth,  containing  an  iteraized 
statement  of  the  expenses  of  the  institution  during  the  pre- 
vious quarter  and  unless  such  iteraized  report  is  raade,  and 
approved  by  both  the  auditor  general  and  state  treasurer, 
the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  directed  not  to  pay  any  raore 
money  to  said  institution  until  such  report  is  raade  and  ap- 
proved as  aforesaid  :  And  provided  further  ^  That  no  war- 
rant shall  be  issued  for  the  payment  of  the  said  sura  until 
a  sutficient  amount  of  money  is  in  the  state  treasury,  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  to  pay  the  same.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  ordinaryexpensesof  the  executive,  legislative  and 
judicial  departments  of  tlie  commonwealth,  interest  on  the  public 
debt,  and  for  the  support  of  the  common  schools,  for  the  years 
Anno  Domini  one  tliousand  eiglit  hundred  and  eighty-one  and  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c..  That  the  fo.lowirip;  suras 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  specifically  appropriated  to  the 
several  objects  hereinafter  named,  for  the  years  commenc- 
ing the  first  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hunrded  and  eighty-one  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty -two,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  an}'  moneys  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Section  2.  For  the  paj-ment  of  the  expenses  of  the  legis- 
lature for  the  year  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-one,  for  the  pay,  stationery  and  mileage  of 
members,  for  the  pay  and  mileage  of  the  clerks  and  other 
employees  of  both  houses,  for  postage  stamps  for  the  mem- 
bers and  clerks  of  both  houses,  and  for  the  postage  on  the 
legislative  record,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  thirty  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  ;  and 
the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  pay 
to  each  member  of  the  legislature  the  sum  of  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars,  ($1,500)  as  a  salary  for  the  session  of  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighty-one ;  the  engineer  and  one 
fireman,  and  the  watchman  for  each  house,  shall  be  paid  for 
the  time  actually  engaged  during  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-two  out  of  the  said  sum,  at  the 
rate  per  day  now  provided  by  law  :  Provided^  That  the 
salary,  stationer^^  postage  and  mileage  of  the  members  of 
the  legislature  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  on  the 
"warrant  of  the  presiding  ofliicer  of  each  house :  Provided, 
That  each  officer  and  employee  of  the  senate  and  house  of 
representatives  shall  be  paid  pro  rata,  according  to  their 
respective  salaries,  for  every  day  exceeding  one  hundred 
daj^s ;  and  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  two  houses  of 
the  legislature,  for  the  year  commencing  December  first, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight}^  such  sum  as  may 
be  necessary,  to  be  expended  by  the  chief  clerks  of  the 
two  houses,  who  shall  render  to  the  auditor  general  accounts 
thei'efor,  from  time  to  time,  with  proper  vouchers  to  be  set- 
tled in  the  same  manner  as  other  accounts  ;  but  neither 
chief  clerk  shall  have  in  his  hands  at  any  time  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  for  which  accounts  have  not  been  ren- 
dered and  settled  ;  and  the  whole  amount  expended  by  each 
chief  clerk  shall  not  exceed  eight  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  by  the  chief  clerk  of  the  senate,  and  ten  thousand 
dollars  by  the  chief  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives, 
out  of  which  sum  shall  be  paid  for  such  necessary  extra 
labor  in  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  during  the 
sesssion  of  one  thousand   eight  hundred  and   eighty-one, 
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as  shall  be  certified  to  by  the  presiding  officers  and  chief 
clerks  thereof. 

Section  3.  For  the  payment  of  postage,  labor,  express 
charges  and  other  expenses  in  the  office  of  the  resident 
clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  during  the  recess,  the 
sum  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  for  like  services  and  expenses  in  the  office 
of  the  librarian  of  the  senate,  who  is  made  by  the  act  of 
June  twelve,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine, 
the  custodian  and  distributor  of  all  stationery  and  supplies 
for  the  senate,  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  several 
departments,  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and  like  sums  for  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  to  be  audited  and 
settled  by  the  auditor  general  and  state  treasurer  in  the  usual 
manner ;  and  the  resident  clerk  shall  receive  from  the  pub- 
lic printer  the  bound  copies  of  the  legislative  record  and 
forward  them  to  the  members  of  the  house ;  he  shall  also 
receive  from  the  contractor  for  publishing  the  legislative 
record  the  back  numbers  due  the  members  of  the  house 
after  the  adjournment,  and  fold  and  mail  them  to  tiie  ad- 
dress of  the  person  to  whom  they  have  been  mailed  by  the 
members  during  the  session  ;  he  shall  also  receive,  after  the 
adjournment,  from  the  public  printer  an}' documents  and  other 
printed  matter  authorized  b}-  law  to  be  printed,  and  have  the 
same  promptly  forwarded  by  the  contractor ;  and  for  neces- 
sary expenses  in  the  offices  of  the  chief  clerks  of  the  senate 
and  house  of  representatives  each  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  settled 
by  the  auditor  general  in  the  usual  manner ;  and  the  further 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  taking  care  of  the  electric 
clocks  in  the  senate  chamber  and  in  the  hall  of  the  house 
of  representatives,  to  be  paid  by  the  clerk  of  the  senate  ; 
for  winding  and  oiling  the  clock  on  the  dome,  one  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  audited  and  settled  by  the  Auditor  general 
upon  the  certificate  of  the  board  of  public  buildings  and 
grounds ;  and  like  sums  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-two,  to  be  audited  and  settled  in  the 
usual  manner  ;  for  the  librarian  of  the  senate  for  services  dur- 
ing the  recess,  ending  December  thirty-first,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-one,  eighteen  hundred  dollars  ;  the  libra- 
rian of  the  senate  to  place  sixty  copies  of  the  legislative  rec- 
ord at  the  public  bindery  to  be  bound,  fifty -four  copies  for 
the  use  of  senators,  lieutenant  governor  and  principal  clerks, 
four  for  the  state  library,  and  two  to  be  reserved  for  the 
senate  library,  the  same  to  be  distributed  by  the  librarian 
to  the  senators  and  clerks. 

For  the  chief  clerks  of  the  senate  and  house  of  represent- 
atives, two  himdred  dollars  each,  for  making  indexes  for  the 
journals  of  the  two  houses. 

Section  4.  For  the  chief  clerks  of  the  senate  and  house 
of  representatives,  for  services  in  taking  charge  of,  and  car- 
ing for,  state  property,  enforcing  the  performance  of  con- 
tracts for  supplies,  and  clerical  and  other  services  devolving 
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upon  them,  during  the  year  Anno  Domini  ei2;hteen  hundred 
and  eighty -two,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  each. 

For  the  payment  of  the  resident  clerk  of  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives, for  clerical  and  other  services  which  may  de- 
volve upon  him  during  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-two,  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  ; 
and  also  for  the  librarian  of  the  senate  for  like  services  and 
time,  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars. 

Section  5.  For  publishing  the  legislative  record,  seven 
dollars  and  sixty-eight  cents  per  page,  in  accordance  with 
the  contract  relating  thereto  ;  for  printing  wrappers  for  the 
legislative  record,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  and  twenty  cents 
for  each  member  of  the  legislature,  and  for  making  an  index 
for  the  record,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  payment  of  the  hotel,  traveling  and  clerical  ex- 
penses of  the  commission,  consisting  of  the  president  pro 
tempore  of  the  senate  and  speaker  of  the  house  of  represent- 
atives of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  re- 
quired by  law  to  receive  and  open  the  bids  for  and  award 
the  contract  for  publishing  the  daily  record,  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  dollars. 

Section  6.  For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  several 
state  officers,  the  clerks  and  employes  of  the  several  depart- 
ments, and  officers  of  the  state  government,  and  for  the  in- 
cidental expenses  of  the  said  departments  and  officers,  for 
the  years  commencing  June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighty-one  and  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-two,  to  be  applied  as  provided  in  the 
act  of  May  fourteenth.  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-four,  entitled  "An  act  to  fix  the  sala- 
ries of  the  several  officers  of  this  commonwealth,"  et. cetera, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  the  annual  salaries  of  the  inspectors 
of  mines  and  their  clerks,  under  the  act  of  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy,  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  for 
each  of  the  years  commencing  June  first,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one  and  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  the  sum  of  thirty-one  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and 
for  office  expenses,  stationery,  instruments  and  such  other 
expenses  as  are  allowed  by  law,  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the 
same.  For  the  payment  of  traveling  and  other  incidental 
expenses  for  the  collection  of  statistics  by  the  industrial 
bureau,  for  each  of  the  years  commencing  June  first.  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one  and  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  the  annual  salaries  of  the  harbor  mast- 
er and  port  warden  of  Philadelphia,  under  act  of  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  for  each  of  the  years 
commencing  June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
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hundred  and  eighty-one  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  ;  and  the  further  sum  of  four 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
for  each  of  the  years  commencing  June  first.  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one  and  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  is  hereby  appropriated 
for  the  purposes  of  the  act,  April  tenth,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight. 

Section  T.  For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  judges 
of  the  supreme  court,  the  salaries  and  mileage  of  the  presi- 
dent and  other  law  judges  of  the  several  courts  of  common 
pleas,  and  the  mileage  of  law  judges  not  heretofore  drawn, 
the  salaries  of  the  judges  of  the  separate  orphans'  courts, 
and  the  salaries  and  mileage  of  the  associate  judges  of  the 
commonwealth,  for  the  years  commencing  June  first,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  acd  eighty-one  and  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty -two,  each  year  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  ;  the  said  salaries,  except  those  of  the 
judges  of  the  supreme  court,  to  be  paid  in  the  same  amounts 
as  were  paid  under  the  appropriation  made  at  the  session 
of  the  legislature,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-nine. 

Section  8.  For  the  payment  of  postage,  express  charges 
and  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  board  of  pardons,  for 
the  years  commencing  June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighty-one  and  June  first,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  each  year  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary ;  and  for  the  payment  of  postage,  express  charges  and 
other  incidental  expenses  of  the  state  treasurer's  office,  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  for  each  year  commencing  June  first,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  and  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  in  addition  to  the 
amount  fixed  by  section  three  of  the  act  of  May  fourteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four. 

For  the  payment  of  the  traveling  and  other  expenses  at- 
tending the  opening  and  counting  the  votes  for  state  treas- 
urer, in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
two,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  paid  on  warrants  drawn  by  the 
governor. 

Section  9.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  funded 
debt  of  the  commonwealth,  which  falls  due  on  the  first  da3^s 
of  July  and  August,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-one,  and  the  first  days  of  January  and  Feb- 
ruory,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
two,  and  the  necessarj^  expenses  connected  therewith,  the 
sum  of  one  million  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  ;  and  for  the  payment  of 
like  interest  due  first  of  July  and  August,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  and  the  first  of  January  and 
February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three, 
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and  the  nocessary  expenses  connected  therewith,  the  sum 
of  one  million  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary ;  and  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  issuing  new  loans, 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  the  annual  salaries  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  sinking  fund  and  their  clerk,  for  the  years 
commencing  June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-one  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  each  year  the  sum  of  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  dollars. 

Section  10.  For  the  support  of  the  common  schools  of 
this  commonwealth,  for  the  years  commencing  on  the  first 
Monday  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-one,  and  first  Monday  of  June,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  each  year  the  sum  of  one 
million  of  dollars,  to  be  paid  on  the  warrants  of  the  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction  in  favor  of  the  several  school 
districts  of  the  commonwealth,  upon  the  same  conditions 
and  under  the  same  restrictions  as  are  set  forth  in  section 
three  of  the  general  appropriation  act,  approved  March 
twenty -third,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-seven :  Provided,  That  the  amount  to  be  paid  for 
the  education  of  teachers  in  the  several  normal  schools  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  thirty -two  thousand  dollars. 

Section  11.  The  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  pay  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  on  accounts  to  be  audited  by  the  auditor 
general  and  the  state  treasurer  in  the  usual  manner,  for  the 
years  commencing  June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-one,  and  June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  such  sum  as  may  be  required  by  contract 
made  in  pursuance  of  law  for  the  payment  of  stationery, 
printing  paper  and  material  required  for  the  public  print- 
ing, and  fuel  furnished  to  the  two  houses  of  the  legislature 
and  the  several  departments  of  the  government,  and  the 
printing  and  binding  and  distribution  of  the  laws,  journals 
and  department  reports,  and  for  the  repairs  to,  and  furnish- 
ing of,  the  chambers  and  committee  rooms  of  the  two  houses 
of  the  legislature,  which  shall  be  done  only  on  the  written 
orders  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  pul3lic  grounds  and 
buildings ;  and  that  the  watchman  now  authorized  by  law 
be  required  to  keep  an  account,  and  make  report  in  writing 
to  the  chief  clerk  of  each  house,  of  the  number  of  tons  of 
coal  and  the  number  of  cords  of  wood  delivered  on  said 
contracts. 

Section  12.  For  the  public  printing,  folding,  stitching 
and  binding  for  the  years  commencing  June  first.  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and 
June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-two,  each  year  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  ma}^  be  necessary. 

Section  13.  For  the  payment  of  a  clerk  and  book-keeper 
for  the  superintendent  of  public  printing  and  binding,  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  for  each  of  the  years  commenc- 
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ing  June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-one,  and  June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty -two. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  is  hereby  Pennsylvania  ar 
directed  to  continue  the  publication  of  the  tv/o  remain- 
ing volumes  making  fourteen  in  all  of  the  second  series 
of  the  Penns3dvania  archives,  as  directed  by  the  act  of  May 
thirteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four, 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  April  tenth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  which  limits 
the  number  of  volumes  to  twelve;  and  for  the  preparation 
of  the  'matter  to  be  included  in  said  volumes,  reading  of 
proof,  separate  indices  to  each,  and  for  preparing  a  general 
index  to  the  entire  series  by  the  editors  thereof,  the  sum  of 
four  hundred  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid 
only  on  the  final  completion  of  the  work  on  the  fourteen 
volumes  ;  Provided,  That  full  sets  be  published  for  the  use 
of  senators  and  members  of  the  house  of  representatives 
who  cannot  now  receive  them  under  provisions  of  law. 

Section  15.  For  the  expense  of  keeping  the  public  grounds   pubiic  buildings 
in  order,  and  for  furnishing,  repairing  and  improving  the   an*^  grounds,  re- 
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public  buildings  and  grounds,  which  shall  be  done  only  on  inents  to. 
the  written  orders  of  a  majority  of  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  public  grounds  and  buildings,  for  the  year  com- 
mencing June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
one,  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  year  commencing  June  first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  the  sum  of  nine  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary ;  and  the 
superintendent  shall  file  with  the  auditor  general,  within 
twenty  daj'^s  after  the  close  of  each  quarter,  for  settlement, 
proper  vouchers  for  all  sums  expended  by  him  under  this 
section ;  and  the  further  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of 
procuring  new  boilers,  pipes  and  connections,  as  may  be 
needed  for  the  heating  of  the  house  of  representatives  ;  and 
the  further  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars, or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  general  repairs  and 
frescoing  the  ceiling  and  walls  of  the  house  of  representa- 
tives, proposals  for  the  work  to  be  invited  from  persons 
known  to  be  in  the  trade  and  contracts  awarded,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  specifications  to  be  furnished  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  public  grounds  and  buildings  in  connection  with 
the  chief  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  ;  and  the  fur- 
ther sum  of  three  thousand  six  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  materials  and  work 
deemed  necessary  to  and  on  the  capital  buildings,  as  per 
the  estimates  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  public  grounds  and  buildings,  which  shall  be 
done  only  on  the  written  oi'ders  of  a  rrajority  of  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  public  grounds  and  buildings  ;  and  the 
further  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,800),  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  expenses  in  repair- 
ing and  refurnishing  the  executive  mansion. 

Section  16.    For  the  lieutenant  governor,  two  hundred 
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and  fifty  dollars  to  pay  for  the  services  of  a  janitor  and 
keeping  his  room  in  order,  for  each  of  the  years  commenc- 
ing June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-one  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
two. 

For  the  pay  of  the  person  in  charge  of  the  marine  hospi- 
tal building  at  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  up  to  January  first,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  the  sum  of  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  ;  for  surveying  the  grounds, 
the  sum  of  thirty-nine  dollars,  and  for  urgent  repairs  made 
to  the  aforesaid  marine  hospital  building,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  five  dollars  and  seventy-three  cents,  to  be  set- 
tled by  the  auditor  general  and  state  treasurer  in  the  usual 
manner. 

Section  IT.  For  the  services  of  an  expert  to  examine  as 
to  the  ventilation  of  the  hall  of  the  house  of  representatives, 
fifty  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be 
paid  to  the  chief  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives,  to 
refund  to  him  a  similar  sum  advanced  by  him  for  the  said 
service. 

For  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  special  committee  ap- 
pointed to  improve  the  ventilation  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives at  the  commencement  of  the  session  of  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  the  sum  of  two  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  a3  may  be  necessary,  to  be 
settled  by  the  auditor  general  and  state  treasurer  in  the 
usual  manner. 

Section  18.  For  the  payment  to  the  city  of  Harrisburg 
for  suppljdng  the  publ'c  buildings  with  water  according  to 
the  act  of  twenty-eighth  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty,  for  the  year  commencing 
June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-one,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  ;  and  also  for  gas  for  the  pub- 
lic buildings  and  walks,  such  amount  as  may  be  found  due 
the  Harrisburg  gas  company  on  the  contract  with  the  com- 
pany, and  upon  a  regular  account  being  rendered  to  the 
auditor  general  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  examine  and 
settle  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  accounts  are 
settled  in  said  department,  in  pursuance  of  its  charter  and 
supplement ;  and  before  the  governor  renews  the  contract 
with  said  gas  company,  they  shall  agree  to  furnish  the  gas 
consumed  by  the  commonwealth  at  the  rate,  of  fifty  cents 
per  thousand  cubic  feet  less  than  is  charged  to  private  con- 
sumers, but  no  contract  shall  be  made  which  will  prevent  the 
legislature  at  its  next  session  from  adopting  any  other 
method  of  lighting  the  public  buildings  and  grounds ;  and 
for  the  same  purpose  and  on  the  same  terms,  the  like  sums 
of  money  for  the  year  commencing  June  first,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two. 

Section  19.  For  the  payment  of  official  fees,  witness  fees 
and  serving  process,  and  for  such  other  costs  as  the  com- 
monwealth may  be  liable  to  pay  in  cases  which  the  com- 
monwealth is  or  may  be  a  party,  for  each  of  the  years  com- 
mencing June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
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dred  and  eighty-one  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-two,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of 
the  attorney  general. 

Section  21.  For  the  payment  of  sundry  claims,  settled 
by  the  auditor  general  and  state  treasury  under  the  seventh 
section  of  the  act  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eleven, 
for  which  there  are  no  appropriations,  the  sum  of  eleven 
thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars  and  twenty- 
four  cents,  as  per  items  as  follows  : 

John  A.  Marshal,  for  services  as  deputy  escheator  and 
attorney  for  the  commonwealth  in  the  matter  of  the  es- 
cheated estates  of  J.  H.  Cazenove,  Nephew  and  Co.,  Bird, 
Savage  &  Bird,  and  Barrett  &  Servante,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

J.  A.  Reed,  for  services  as  counsel  for  the  commonwealth 
in  the  matter  of  the  escheated  estate  of  Robert  C.  Haines, 
thirty  dollars.

For  the  payment  of  mileage  of  the  apprais- 
ers of  mercantile  and  other  license  taxes  of  the  several 
counties  and  cities  of  this  commonwealth,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  costs  for  which  the  commonwealth  is  liable  in 
suits  against  delinquent  dealers,  under  the  act  of  March 
thirteenth,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-seven,  for  the  year  commencing  June  first.  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and 
June  first  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  such 
sum  as  shall  be  found  due  therefor  upon  accounts  filed  in 
the  auditor  general's  office  and  settled  according  to  law. 

Section  22.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  persons  appointed  in  pursuance  of  law  to  ex- 
amine the  accounts  of  city  or  county  officers,  or  individuals, 
required  by  law  to  make  report  to  the  auditor  general  of 
moneys  due  for  fees  or  taxes  received  for  the  use  of  the 
commonwealth,  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  be  expend- 
ed under  the  joint  direction  of  the  state  treasurer  and  the 
auditor  general,  for  the  year  commencing  June  first,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-  one,  to  be 
paid  only  on  separate  accounts  filed  in  the  auditor  general's 
office  and  settled  according  to  law  by  the  auditor  general 
and  state  treasurer,  and  the  like  sum  for  the  year  commenc- 
ing June  first.  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-two  :  Provided,  The  sum  shall  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars  for  any  one  year. 

Section  23.  For  the  several  fire  companies  of  the  city  of 
Harrisburg,  for  each  of  the  years  commencing  June  first. 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty -one 
and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  the  sum  of 
eight  hundred  dollars,  to  be  distributed  in  equal  amounts 
to  and  among  said  companies. 

Section  24.  For  the  payment  of  such  advertisements  as 
are  required  by  law  to  be  published  by  the  accounting  offi- 
cers in  the  newspapers,  for  the  years  commencing  June  first, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eightj^-one 
and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight3'-two,  so  much 
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as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  same,  upon  settlement  of 
the  accounts  in  the  auditor  general's  office,  not  to  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars  for  each  year. 

Section  25.  For  the  payment  of  the  commissions  of  such 
military  state  agents  at  Washington  as  have  been  or  may 
be  employed  by  the  accounting  officers,  under  the  acts  of 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  seventy-one  and  seventy-two, 
to  collect  the  claims  due  the  commonwealth  from  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  for  the  years  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-one  and  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-two,  so  much  as  may  be  necessaiy,  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  per  centum  on  tlie  amounts  collected  through 
such  agent  or  agents  and  paid  into  the  treasury. 

Section  26.  For  the  payment  of  such  overpaid  balances 
as  may  be  found  due  to  county  officers  whose  terms  of  of- 
fice have  expired,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  settled  by  the  au- 
ditor general  and  state  treasurer  in  the  usual  manner. 

For  the  payment  of  the  fees  and  commissions  of  deputy 
escheators,  tees  of  officers,  jurors  and  witnesses,  and  all 
costs  of  prosecution  of  escheat  cases,  and  charges  of  sales 
of  escheated  property,  and  the  shares  of  informers  in  es- 
cheated estates,  for  the  jears  commencing  June  first,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  two,  three  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  pay  the 
accounts  of  the  above  named  persons  reporting,  upon  settle- 
ment of  their  accounts  by  the  auditor  general  and  state 
treasurer  according  to  law. 

Section  27.  For  the  purchase  and  payment  for  books  for 
the  state  library  for  the  yesLr  commencing  June  first.  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hurdred  and  eighty-one  and 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding three  thousand  dollars  each  year. 

Section  28.  For  the  payment  of  the  services  of  such  per- 
sons as  have  been  or  may  be  employed  by  the  accounting 
officers  to  discover  and  prosecute  delinquent  corporations 
which  have  hitherto  evaded  taxation,  and  such  as  have 
been  or  may  be  appointed  per  act  April  seventeenth.  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  so  much 
of  the  several  amounts  collected  and  paid  into  the  state 
treasmy  from  such  delinquent  corporations,  for  the  com- 
monwealth, as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  per  centum  thei'eof :  Provided,  That  no  part  of 
the  principal  due  from  said  delinquent  corporation  sliall  be 
ap])lied  to  this  purpose  in  any  case,  nor  any  part  of  the  in- 
terest where  there  is  by  law  any  penalty  collectible  from  such 
delinquent  corporation,  but  in  such  case  it  must  be  paid  out 
of  the  penalty  :  And  provided  further^  That  nothing  what- 
ever shall  be  paid  for  any  services  rendered  or  to  be  ren- 
dered in  relation  to  the  collection  of  any  tax  from  any  cor- 
poration of  which  corporation  there  is  any  record  in  any  of 
the  departments  of  the  State  government,  unless  said  cor- 
poration has  evaded  the  efforts  of  the  accounting  officers  to 
ascertain  its  existence  for  a  period  of  five  years. 
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Section  29.  All  moneys  hereby  appropriated,  unless  other- 
wise provided'  in  this  act,  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treas- 
urer on  the  warrant  of  the  auditor  general,  in  the  usual 
manner ;  and  all  balance  of  appropriations  not  drawn  upon 
at  the  end  of  three  months  after  the  expiration  of  the  fiscal 
year  for  which  the  appropriations  were  made,  shall  revert 
to  the  state  treasury,  and  then  shall  be  duly  covered  into 
the  same,  except  in  cases  in  which  accounts  have  not  been 
settled  within  the  said  period. 

Section  80.  That  hereafter  no  improvements  or  repairs 
shall  be  made  to  any  of  the  public  grounds  or  buildings, 
nor  shall  any  furniture  of  any  kind  be  ordered  or  procured 
by  any  of  the  heads  of  departments  or  clerks  of  either  of  the 
two  houses,  until  a  requisition  for  such  improvements  or  re- 
pairs or  furniture  shall  first  have  been  approved  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  board  of  commissioners  for  public  grounds  and 
buildings  in  writing. 

Section  31.  To  the  legal  representatives  of  each  of  the 
following  persons,  to  wit :  Hon.  Wallace  J.  Boyd,  deceased, 
late  a  member  elect  of  the  house  from  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery, the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  a  like  sum  to 
the  legal  representatives  of  the  Hon.  John  C.  C.  Whalej^, 
deceased,  late  a  member  elect  from  the  county  of  Clinton ; 
and  warrants  for  the  same  shall  be  drawn  b}'^  the  speaker  of 
the  house  of  representatives ;  and  to  the  legal  representa- 
tives of  the  Hon.  William  Elliot,  Hon.  George  D.  Jackson 
and  Plon.  Charles  H.  Paulson,  deceased,  late  members  of 
the  sei?ate  from  the  counties  of  Philadelphia,  Sullivan  and 
Allegheny,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  upon 
warrants  drawn  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  senate. 

Section  32.  The  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated to  the  auditor  general,  for  the  purpose  of  having 
the  corporation  dockets  in  his  department  re-copied  and  re- 
indexed,  and  preparing  a  register  of  all  corporations  and 
limited  co-partnerships  doing  business  in  this  common- 
wealth, setting  forth  the  name  of  the  company,  the  date  of 
incorporation,  the  act  of  assembly  under  which  incorporated, 
the  place  of  business,  the  post  ofilce  address  and  names  of 
the  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  the  amount  of  capi- 
tal authorized  by  its  charter  and  the  amount  of  capital  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  company. 

To  Charles  H.  White,  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  for  serving  writs  of  electi(m  in  the  counties 
of  Montgomery  and  Clinton  for  members  of  legislature  to  fill 
vacancies,  the  sum  of  seventy-nine  dollars. 

And  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  contested  election 
case  of  Heiner  versus  Martin,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and 
eighty-two  dollars  and  thirty  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  to  be  paid  on  vouchers  certified  to  the 
auditor  general.

The  further  sum  of  seven  hundred  ($700)  dollars  to 
Samuel  R.  Bachtell,  for  services  as  inspector  of  soldiers' 
orphans  schools  from  June  second,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-nine  to  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty,  as  per  act  of  April  ninth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  the  claim  for  the 
same  having  been  duly  adjusted  and  settled  by  the  state 
treasurer  and  auditor  general. 

Section  33.  For  Vincent  StcA'ens,  contestant,  and  John 
O'Neil,  sitting  member,  in  the  third  district  of  Allegheny 
county,  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each  for 
expenses. 

Section  34.  To  George  Starkey,  artist  of  the  Geary  monu- 
ment, the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  three  dollars,  being  bal- 
ance due  him  on  account  of  his  contract  with  the  state  for 
the  erection  of  the  said  monument. 

Approved — The  9tli  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1881. 

In  approving  the  general  appropriation  bill,  I  think  it  my 
duty  tu  say  that  the  attempt  made  in  the  second  section  to 
increase  the  compensation  of  the  oflicers  and  emploj-^s  of 
the  senate  and  house,  by  adding  to  their  salaries  for  every 
day  exceeding  one  hundred  days  a  pro  rata  sum  based  on 
the  amount  of  their  said  salaries,  is  in  my  opinion  a  palpable 
violation  of  the  eleventh  section  of  the  third  article  of  the 
constitution,  which  forbids  the  giving  by  the  general  assem- 
bly' of  "  extra  compensation  to  any  public  officer,  servant 
employees,  &c.,  after  services  rendered  or  contract  made." 
The  salaries  of  most  of  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly  are  fixed  by  the  act  of  May  1 1,  1874,  in  round 
sums  and  by  the  year.  This  clause  of  the  appropriation  bill 
increases  the  amount  to  be  received  by  them  probably  fift}^  per 
centum  and  is  clearly  within  the  constitutional  prohibition. 
This  appropriation  bill  was  not  received  by  me  until  the  last 
hour  of  the  session  and  when  no  time  was  left  for  examina- 
tion thereof  before  final  adjournment.  As  the  item,  in  which 
this  objectional  clause,  in  the  nature  of  a  rider^  occurs, 
contains  the  appropriation  covering  the  proper  pay  of  all 
members  and  officers,  and  a  large  portion  of  which  had  been 
already  advanced  by  the  treasurer,  and  as  I  am  not  clear  of 
my  right  to  veto  o.  portion  of  an  item  in  an  appropriation 
10  Gen.  Laws. 
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bill,  I  am  constrained  to  approve  the  whole  item  with  this 
protest  against  such  ill  considered  and  unconstitutional  leg- 
islation.

AN  ACT 

To  prohibit  the  granting  of  a  license  for  the  sale  of  liquors  to  pro- 
prietors, lessees,  keepers  or  managers  of  theaters  or  other  places 
of  amusement. 

Section  1,  Be  it  enacted^  &c.^  That  no  license  for  the  sale 
of  vinous,  spiritous,  malt  or  brewed  liquors,  or  any  admix- 
tures thereof,  in  any  quantity,  shall  be  granted  to  the  pro- 
prietors, lessees,  keepers  or  managers  of  any  theaters,  cir- 
cus, museum  or  other  place  of  amusement,  nor  shall  any 
house  be  licensed  for  the  sale  of  such  liquors,  or  any  of 
them,  or  any  admixtures  thereof,  which  has  passage  or  com- 
mimication  to  or  with  any  theater,  circus,  mliseum  or  other 
place  of  amusement ;  and  any  license  granted  contrary  to 
this  act  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Section  2.  That  the  proprietor,  lessee,  keeper  or  manager 
of  any  theater,  circus,  museum,  or  other  place  of  amusement, 
or  any  other  person,  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars and  to  undergo  an  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  thirty 
days.

Whereas,  Eva  Slator,  of  Butler  county,  Pennsylvania,   preamble, 
widow  of  Henry  Slator,  a  soldier  of  the  war  of  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twelve,  who  died  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  is  aged  seventj'-three 
years,  in  feeble  health  and  indigent  circumstances  ; 

And  whereas,  The  said  Eva  Slator  is  unable  to  procure 
a  pension  nnder  existing  laws,  on  account  of  not  being  able 
to  give  the  companj^  and  regiment  her  said  husband  served 
in ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dc.  That  the  state  treasurer  be  Eva  siator,  gra- 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  pay  to  the  said  ^"^'^^gj*^  annuity 
Eva  Slator,  of  Butler  county,  a  gratuity  of  forty  dollars, 
and  an  annuity  of  seventy-five  dollars  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  July,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one  (1881);  Provided, 
That  when  the  said  Eva  Slator  shall  receive  a  pension  from 
the  United  States  the  pension  allowed  by  this  act  shall  cease.

This  celebration  has  re- 
ceived the  approbation  of  the  national  congress,  and  the 
sum  of  $20, < 1 00  has  been  appropriated  towards  the  expense 
of  it.  In  October,  1819,  the  governors  of  the  states  which 
were  the  original  thirteen  colonies,  either  personally  or 
by  duly  authenticated  representatives,  met  in  Philadelphia 
to  concert  some  measure  by  which  the  people  of  these 
states  might  unite  in  the  recognition  of  this  interesting: 
event.  The  meeting  was  attended  by  many  pleasing  inci- 
dents, recalling  the  memories  which  bind  us  to  the  work  of 
our  patriot  fathers,  and  the  motives  to  a  common  and  fra- 
ternal efl!'ort  to  render  the  coming  occasion  worthy  of  their 
united  and  happy  children.  But  it  was  impossible  to  give 
the  resolves  of  that  meeting  any  official  indorsement.

Gentlemen  :  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Penn.sylvania 
State  College,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  allegation  has 
been  publicly  made  in  your  honorable  body,  that  the  present 
management  of  the  institution  fails  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  act  of  congress  of  July  2,  1862,  and  the 
several  acts  of  the  legislature  in  relation  thereto,  and,  re- 
cognizing the  right  and  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  see 
that  the  plighted  faith  of  the  commonwealth  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  congress  aforesaid  is  fully  met 
by  the  recipient  of  the  income  of  the  land  grant  fund,  re- 
spectfully and  earnestly  request  that  a  committee,  to  be 
composed  as  in  your  judgment  shall  be  proper,  be  appointed 
to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the  said  college.  The  desire  of 
the  board  of  trustees  is  that  the  investigation  may  be  thor- 
ough and  exhaustive;  that  the  committee  be  composed  of 
gentlemen  thoroughly  in  sympathy  with  the  higher  educa- 
tion of  our  industrial  classes,  who  will  give  much  time  and 
thought  to  the  duties  which  will  devolve  upon  them ;  that 
the  investigation  include  the  details  of  expenditure  in  the 
past  and  the  necessity  for  the  appropriation  out  of  the  in- 
come for  the  present  and  future,  the  present  scope  of  the 
courses  of  study  and  the  contemplated  enlargement  of  the 
same,  the  quality  and  extent  of  the  instruction  given  in  the 
class-room,  and  the  facilities  afforded  in  laboratories,  work- 
shops and  upon  the  farm,  for  practical  instruction  in  the 
branches  of  learning  which  are  related  to  agriculture  and 
the  mechanic  arts,  the  practical  value  of  the  experimental 
farms  connected  with  the  college,  as  required  by  the  act  of 
the  19th  of  February,  1867,  and  the  plans  to  be  adopted 
to  secure  greater  efficiency  in  their  administration  for  the 
future,  and.  in  short,  the  entire  scope,  methods,  plans  and 
operations  of  the  institution,  in  all  its  varied  and  various 
departments.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

I,  Henry  M.  Hoyt,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,
